It was discovered 
Nov. 14 that Clarence White was to leave the 
city that evening for Des Moines, Ia., where 
it was said he was going to work ona farm. 


Caught ina Buggy. 


Berry detectives were sent to watch the | 


home of Mrs. Julia K. White, mother of 
Clarence White, No. 411 North Hoyne ave- 
nue. Early in the evening Frank White, a 
brother of Clarence, drove to the houseina 
buggy and got his brother to take him away. 
The brothers were on their way to the house 
of Mrs. Norton, on Hermitage avenue, near 


Twelfth street, where Clarence White de- 


sired to say good-by to some.friends, when 
they were commanded to halt by some men 
in Polk street, near Laflin. Instead of obey- 
ing the command, the occupants of the 
buggy whipped up the horse. 
Wiliam J. Dix, who had given the com- 
mand, stood at the horse’s head. A mo- 
ment after the attempted capture was made 
the air was full of bullets, fifteen or twenty 
shots being fired. The Berry detectives de- 
clared afterward the shooting began from 
the buggy, and that Clarence White stood 
up and fired at Dix and afterward sent bul- 
lets in the direction of his pursuers in the 
rear. Frank White was shot in the. head, 
abdomen, and back and instantly killed. 


‘Clarence White sprang from the buggy and 


escaped. 
At the inquest, held the following day, 


William J. Dix was held fér the murder and 
his companions as accessories before and 
after the fact. Later all were indicted for 
the murder and all but Dix were also in- 
dicted as accessories, During the trial there 
was much stress placed upon the fact that. 
Charles A. McDonald had not the right nor 
power to deputize any one to serve the war- 
rant he swore out for the arrest of Clarence 
White. Frank White, who was killed, was 
23 years old and was said to be a respectable 
young man.

It is not as large as a crow. It flaps its 
wings like a crow, but sometimes soars like 
a buzzard. Some have seen it let down a 
long, snake-like leg, sometimes two legs, 
with long, snaky toes or claws, but nothing 
is visible under its body. No one has yet 
dared to draw a bead on it for fear he might 
get the devil after him.”’ 


RELIGION OPPOSED TO WOMAN’S FADS 


New Sect in Ohio of Which “No Big 
Sleeves ” Is One of the Tenets. 

Cincinnati, O., March 7.—{Special.]—The 
fatal shooting of Isaac Meeker by Dias Shel- 
ton at Locust Corner, a smali hamlet in 
Clermont County, eighteen miles from Cin- 
cinnati, has brought to light the existence 
of a new religion. 

Last December: four preachers calling 
themselves evangelists made their advent in 
that quiet hamlet. They were Charies 
Clarke, F. B. Rhodes, Leroy Hopper, and 
E. A. Bryan, They preach against secret 
societies, against the public school 
system, and against all religions but thcir 
own. They are known as the new light 
brethren, 

They introduce a Bible, edited somewhere 
in Lilinois, which teaches that all religions 
are false. They say women shall not have 
their hair cut in any way, shall wear no 
bangs, no large sleeves, corsets, or ruffles 
on their dresses; neither shall they carry 
watches or jewelry of any kind, nor feathers 
in their hats. Ancther edict is that any 
woman whose husband belongs to any secrct 
society shall prevail upon him to resign from 
such organization and leave him should he 
refuse. 

No members of their church shall associate 
with any person whois not a convert totheir 
faith, nor shall they marry any such per- 
sons. 


ILLINOIS MAN IN A CUBAN PRISON. 


Falsacly Accused of Being a Rebei 
Colonel, buat Unable to Get Out.

Havana, March 7.—iCopyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Jo al.J—There is an Ameri- 
can in prison in Cuba, an Illinois man, who 
has had no more to do with the revolution 
in progress there than with the fall of Rome. 
The prisoner is locked in a crowded, filthy 
jail, guarded by soldiers eager to kill, and 
to be judged by an officer who complained 
because the prisoner was brought to him 
alive. 

This man’s name is Walter Grant Dygart. 
I don’t know him, but I know he is Amer- 
ican born and that at the time of his arrest 
he had not been on the island two weeks, and

A reporter. for THE TRIBUNE made in- 
quiries among the public school teachers 
in regard to the cigaret habit among their 
pupils and elicited the fact it was a flagrant 
evil.

It is remarkable how soon this 
habit attacks the morals of a boy and makes 
him low and unprincipled.”’

Everybody hoped for the good eld man’s 
recovery, and every report indicating a pos- 
sible fatal termination of the disease was 
followed by anxious inquiries, coupled with 
expressions of sorrow and esteem. 

By business associates and intimate,fame- 
ily friends the condition of the sick man 
since the stroke of apoplexy has not been 
considered particularly alarming: The ef- 
fect was pafalysis, but at times it appeared 
to be yielding to medical treatment, and each 
token of improvement signalized the birth 
of a new‘ hope. These, however, were 
doomed not to be realized. 

On several occasions since his: prostration 
Mr. McVicker’s bright, cheerful, and sunny 
disposition has done much to dispel the 
doubts and fears which naturally found a 
resting-place in the minds of his friends, 


His Mind Clear. 


On the days when he felt particularly well 
his conversation covered a wide range of 
subjects in which he was interested, and 
he formulated plans with a clearness of 
mental visfon which gave his friends good 
reason to hope hé would ultimately recover, 
notwithstanding his advanced years. : 

Then there were days of gloom and depres- 
sion in the Nome of the veteran manager; 
days when no one except the physician, the 
nurse, and the aged sufferer’s wife were 
permitted to enter the darkened chamber, 
where a fight with death was going on. 
These days were rather more frequent than 
the others, but a wish the sick man might 
recover was so strong it soon merged into a@ 
belief he would be spared for a continued 
identity with the work in which Chicago 
knew him best. 

During these days the ordinarily cruel 
element of physical suffering was reduced to 
aminimtim. Mr. McVicker was making his

The first McVicker’s Theater was opened 
Nov. 3, 1857. lt was a pretenttous structure 
for its time, its cost being $85,000. It hada 
seating capacity for 2,500 people, and with 
its equipment it was by all odds the best 
and most commodious playhouse in the West. 
Its opening was the crowning event of the 
drama in Chicago up to that time. 
The opening performance was “ The 
Honeymoon” and “ Rough Diamond.” In 
both Mr. McVicker sustained the comedy 
element.

Mr. MeVieker a Good Citizen. a 
As a citizen of Chicago Mr. McVicker bore 
a prominent part in many movements for 
the public good. During the war he was 
active in enlistment of the regiments sent 
forward from Chicago and made many 
sneeches,to further enlistments. He gave 
to the Sanitary Commission the entire front 
of his theater building free of charge, ata 
time when rents were an object, and other- 
wise materially aided that great work. As 
an evidence of appreciation of his endeavors 
for the cause of the Union Mr. McVicker was 
elected an honorary member of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, Gen. Sheridan 
signing the documents extending to him that 
honor for “ faithful service” in the Union 
use. 
tn Masonic circles Mr. McVicker had long 
been a prominent figure. He was a mem-~- 
ber of Blaney Lodge and of the Apollo Com- 
mandery. He was one of the few thirty- 
third degree Masons tn the State, and was 
what is known in the fraternity as a graduate 
in Masonry. He did not join the order until 
he had become a resident of Chicago, and it

first time as during this era. McVicker’s, 
of course, was the scene of most of these 
presentations. Regular tours of the stars 
were, of course, made, and Booth, Barrett, 
MeCullough, Jefferson, Raymond, Maggie 
Mitchell, Modjeska, and other lights of the 
profession came to McVicker’s each suc- 
ceeding year. It was in 1879 that Edwin 
Booth, while playing *“ Richard II1.,”" had 
two pistol shots fired at him by Mark Gray 
from a front seat in the balcony. Gray was 
afterward declared insane and sent to the 
insane asylum at Elgin. 

A paper on “Early Theatricals in Chi- 
cago,” which was read by Mr. McVicker be- 
fore the Historical Society Feb. 19, 1854, was 
an admirable presentation of the early strug- 
‘giles of the drama in Chicago, in which the 
author had played so prominent a part. 

With the coming of other playhouses the 
standing of Mc\icker’s lost much of its pre- 
eminence as the home.of the drama, and his 
theater, instead of remaining the leading 
house, became one of three or four leading 
houses. A strofig stoék company, under Mr. 


| MecVicker’s personal supervision, held the 


boards at his house most of this period. The 
proprietor did as he had done during his 
earlier career. He appeared nightly in the 
cast, many of his parts being still remem- 
bered by the playgoers of the time. As the 
gravedigger in ‘‘ Hamlet’ he is now most 


“frequently recalled. His last appearance 


was seventeen years ago, when he took the 
part of the tutor in a play called the 
“Baby.” After eight years of unremitting 
toil Mr. McVicker went to Europe in 1881 
te see his daughter, Mrs. Mary McVicker 
Booth, whose health had begun to fail the 
preceding year, Bhehad gone abroad with 
the hope of regaining her strength. All had 
been futile, however, and, thinking a sea 
voyage might do some good, Mr, McVicker 
brought her back to America. She died in 
New York the following. Nevémber. The 
remains of*the beautiful and gifted woman 
were brought to Chicago, and after services 
in St. Paul’s Universalist Church were placed 
in her father’s burial lot at Rosehill. 


Death of His Daughter. 


The death of his daughter was a loss from 
which Mr. McVicker never recovered. It 
saddened and made heart-heavy the remain- 
ing years of his life. A subsequent misun- 
derstanding with Mr. Booth added to the 
manager's sorrow, the atmosphere of gloom 
which surrounded the great tragedian seem- 
ing to extend itself to those whose life had 
touched his own. 

Mr. McVicker was gone from his theatera 
year before he returned to itin 1882. He did 
no more acting, but attended wholly to the 
management of the business. In the mar- 
velous growth of Chicago the old play- 
houses were fast becoming out ofdate. New 
and ambitious rivals entered the field. oe

stock company, which had been Mr. Mc- 
Vicker’s pride for a quarter of a century, 
passed away in 1883 to make room for the 
combination system.

As soon as the débris could .be 
cleared away its reconstruction began. 
building more imposing than its predeces- 
sors was put up on the old site, and the 
auditorium at its rear was made one of the 
most homelike. of all the new Chicago's 
places of amusement. 


After the Second Fire. 


Notwithstanding the sharp competition, 
first for the attraction, which followed the 
advent of the combination system, and then 
for public favor, McVicker’s held its own.

in church work Mr. McVicker was never 
identified with any denomination. For some 
years after the Central Church was organ- 
ized he attended '_ there, where he 
had a box. He was a great ad- 
mirer of Prof. Swing and aided the 
Central Church in many ways. When Dr. 
Thomas withdrew from the Methodist de- 
nomination and established the People’s 
Church, with its services in McVicker’s 
Theater, Mr. McVicker became a member of 
the Board of Trustees, in which position he 
served for several years. 

Twice was Mr. McVicker tempted to go 
into politics. The bait in one instance was 
a nomination for Congress and in the other 
a nomination for Mayor. Both he put aside, 
as he had no taste for politics for politics’ 
sake,.and he saw his ideas of office, if 
elected, would not harmonize with the wish- 
es of those who were urging him to enter 
the political field. In consequence, he never 
ran for an Office, never asked for one, and 
never held one. 

His office on the third floor of the theater 
building is filled with mementos of the past 
of the American drama. In no other place in 
Chicago are there so many archives of the 
Stage as here, for it is a collection of a 
half-century of active work in the profes- 
sion. Facing the desk where Mr. McVicker 
was wont to sit is a life-size painting of 
Mary McVicker Booth. Next toitisa paint- 
ing of Edwin Booth in his early manhood. 
Around them are the pictures of many vet- 
erans of the stage, most of whom have now 
ended lives filled with honors. On the other 
side of the room are Mr. McVicker’s certifi- 
cate of membership in the Loyal Legion, his 
graduate degree in Masonary, his life mem- 
berships in Apollo Commandery and the 
Actors’ Fund. In the outer room are piay- 
bills of Mr. McVicker’s youth and early 
manhood, grown yellow with age, but care- 
fully preserved in frames. These are but 
a tithe of the souvenirs in the office. There 
is, in fact, little of the present in those 
rooms. A few photographs of leaders on 
the stage of today is all. 


MeVicker Theater Company. 


In all the preceding years the theater had 
been owned by Mr. McVicker personally, but 
in February, 1891, he transferred his house 
to the MeVicker Theater company. He re- 
tained the control of the stock of this cor- 
poration, the change in ownership being to 
all practical purposes merely nominal. 

During many years of his early life in Chi- 
cago Mr. McVicker boarded at the Tremont 
House. In 1861 he bought a home in Wa- 
bash avenue, next to where the panorama of 
the Battle of Gettysburg now stands. This 
escaped the fire of 1871, but it was burned 
in the fire of 1878, which swept over that 
part of the city. In 1885 he purchased the 
homestead No. 1842 Michigan avenue, a com- 
modious house with more than the ordinary 
extent of ground homes on that great thor- 
oughfare possessed. 

The only child of Mr. MeVicker now living 
is Horace McVicker, who has been man- 
ager oF Abbey’s Theater in New York since 
1890. For many years prior to going to New 
Ycrk Horace was associated with his father 


in the management of his Chicago house.

At Cadiz an Attempt Is Made to Burn 
the American Consulate, but the 
Mob Is Checked in Time by the 
Gendarmes — Similar Scenes at Va- 
lencia and Madrid — Government 
Taking Strong Protective Meas- 
ures—Fears for Greater Uprising.

Madrid, March 7.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—At Cadiz today 300 
students collected secretly and quickly in 
the outskirts of the town, then they sudden- 
ly entered it and attempted to evoke a patri- 
otic demonstration. 

' Their numbers were rapidly sweiled and a 

large body went to the American Consulate. 

The Governor, however, arrived just in 
time, and sent a strong force of police to bar 
the approaches to the building, and the Con- 
sul quietly viewed the scene from the win- 
dow, the students being unable to approach. 
The latter then went to a large tobacco fac- 
tory to ask the women working there to join 
them. 

The director, however, closed the doors to 
prevent the employés from leaving the build- 
ing, and forty mounted gendarmes simul- 
taneously charged on the crowd, freely strik- 
ing with the flat of their sabers. 

The charge caused serious injuries to two 
students, and their banner was captured. 
Undismayed, the students grouped them- 
selves around another banner and marched 
away, trampling the American flag under 
foot. 7 

The gendarmerie again charged the stu- 
dents, who firsts replied with volleys of 
stones and then beat a hasty retreat to the 
public hospital, where they barred the doors 
and threw things on the police from the win- 
dows. The rector ultimately succeeded in 
pacifying them. 
Seek to Burn the Consulate. 

Two students who were arrested affirmed 
that it was the intention of the demonstra- 
tors to stone the American Consulate, tear 
down the escutcheon with the arms of the 
United States, and then burnit. Americans 
however, will do well not to pay overmuch 
attention to the demonstration at present 
occuring in Spain. The student element, 
as in most European countries, is the chief 
disturbing factor, and is likely to evince dis- 
content at the closing of the universities, 
but the government on every hand shows an 
intention to act firmly. At the same time it 
regards with satisfaction and amour propre 
the patriotic expression of the Spanish na- 
tion. a 

The students at Madrid yesterday convened 
a meeting in the hippodrome, but the police 
and mounted gendarmes strategically oc- 
cupied the neighborhood and closed the ways 
of approach to the spot of he would-be 
demonstration. Seeing this the students 
dispersed, jeeringly exclaiming to the police: 
** We shall meet in the Puerta del Sol.”’ 

‘Lhe authorities took immediate precau- 
tions in that locality, but were hoodwinked 
by the students, who failed to appear. 

More Rioting in Valencia. 

At Valencia some 5,000 students and towns- 
people promenaded the streets with banners 
shouting ‘** Viva Spain!"’ and ** Death to the 
United States!’’ The police after a short 
fight captured the banners, which, however, 
were soon replaced. The demonstrators 
went to the American Consulate, but the ap- 
proaches to the building were very strongly 
guarded and nobody succeeded in coming 
near it. 

A Republican Town Councilor then deliv- 
ered a vigorous patriotic speech to the crowd, 
which subsequéntly went to the French Con- 
sulate, where they enthusiastically cheered 
for France. The French Consul appeared on 
the balcony above, bowed his acknowledg- 
ments, and thanked the crowd for its good 
feeling, 

In this demonstration the Republicans took 
the leading part, but the government ordered 
special measures taken to preserve the peace. 

Disturbances also occurred at Santiago, 
where the police charged a large crowd of 
students who were holding an open air meet- 
ing and injured several of them, some Sse- 
verely. 

At Madrid there is still considerable agita- 
tion and ferment in the cafés and theaters.

Government Takes Strong Action. 


The government has sent a circular to all 
the principal Governors, instructing them lo 
energeticaHy prevent. all 
demonstrations, and likewise ordered special 
precautions in case crowds join the students 
in their demonstrations. 
were also issued yesterday for the protection 
of the American Legation here. 

The Ministers, in Cabinet council vester- 
day, approved the credit of 6,500,000 pesetas 
(81,300,000) for buying artillery and arming 
swift steamers cf the Spanish Transat- 
lantic company. They likewise carefully 
examined the situation, and, it is understood, 
were reliably informed that 75,000,000 
pesetas ($15,000,000) accruing from the last 


negotiations with the Bank of Spainare still’ 


lying untouched to the credit of the govern- 
ment. 

The Minister of Marine yesterday an- 
nounced that the wholé naval squadron for 
Cuban waters will be ready to sail at the be- 
ginning of April. 

The naval officers now stationed on the 
Philippine Island cabled asking for posts of 
honor in connection with operations in Cuba. 

The firm of Pinillos &. Co., who possess 
several large transatlantic steamers, asked 
leave to arm their vessels at their own ex- 
pense. 

Marquis Volunteers for Service. 

The Spanish press publishes-a letter from 
the Marquis de Berges, asking if he may be 
permitted to volunteer as a common soldier 
for garrison work in case of war, h@ paying 
for the arms and uniforms of a corps of 
men under and over the age prescribed for 
military service, but who may be expected 
to follow his example, thus enabling Spain 
to have at its disposal all the available fight- 
ing forces of the country. 

Minister Taylor had a long conference yes- 
terday with the foreign Minister, the Duke 
of Teutan, and subsequently he had lengthy 
interviews with the British and French Am- 
bassadors. 

The news of anti-Spanish demonstrations 
in the United States and the burning of the 
King’s portrait begins to cause growing ex- 
citement in Spain.

World correspondent again today that he had 
taken precautions in Madrid and in the prov- 
inces to check demonstrations hostile to 
America.

The government has telegraphed to the 
authorities in Cadiz to close the medical 
school there, to prevent the promoters of 
yesterday’s: disturbance from renewing 
them, and to act energetically if disturbance 
is renewed. 

The, United States Consul of Cadiz, 
Charles L.. Adams, has again thanked the 
local authorities there for protecting the 
consulate so vigorously on Friday. 

Sefior Canovas authorized the World cor- 
respondent today to repeat that there is 
no foundation for rumors of alliances of 
any kind between Spain and other Euro- 
pean nations. The Government of Spain 
means to ,have the people of the United 
States know that it will do everything hon- 
orable for peace. u 

The universal tone of the press, however. 
and of the leaders of all the parties, whose 
frank and full words have been sent to the 
World, make it evident that, if forced to 
war, every Spaniard is ready to sacrifice 
everything to preserve Cuba, the last rem- 
nant of a once great colonial empire. 

At Saragossa. students, carrying flags, 
paraded the streets today, crying: ‘* Viva 
Kispafia!’’ ** Down with America!’’ hissing 
and shouting.

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SAYS SPAIN IS NEAR TO BANKRUPTCY. 


Contradiction of the Statement of the 
Minister of Finance.

W orld.]—In direct contradiction of the Span- 
ish Minister of Finance the Statist,the ablest 
of the London financial weeklies, prints this 
in today's issue: 

“Spain has always had to borrow to pay 
the charge for her debt. She has again and 
again defaulted. She has reorganized the 
debt. She has reduced it in all manner of 
ways, and since her last settlement with her 
creditors she has paid the interest out of 
borrowed money, just as before. But she 
has, somehow or other, managed to raise 
money enough to pay her creditors up to the 
present. 

“The operations in Cuba are draining the 
country of its life-blood. They will add 
enormously to the debt, and in the end there 
must be a refusal to go on lending, and 
Spain may have to acknowledge—what is 
the simple truth—that she is bankrupt. 

“But as long as she can borrow in Paris 
and can get the notes of the Bank of*Spain 
into circulation the confession, of course, 
need not be made.”’ 

From the foregoing it can be seen how 
absurd was the report cabled from here to 
other newspapers that Great Britain was 
contemplating the seizure of the Cuban cus- 
toms to secure the Spanish debt due to Brit- 
ish citizens. One cannot foreclose on a cred- 
itor while he continues to pay his interest. 

As to the English feeling, however, as be- 
tween Spain and the United States, littic 
expression of it is given in the public prints. 
But private, influential sympathy is strong- 
ly in favor of Spain. This is easily explained 
and was expressed by the Duke of Tetuan in 


an interview some months ago. 


He warned England and France that the 
success of the Cuban insurgents inevitably 
would result in the annexation of Cuba by 
the United States and that the independence 
of Cuba would as inevitably encourage re- 
volt in the English anti-French colonies in 
the West Indies. 


EXPRESS CONFIDENCE IN WEYLER. 


Spanish Government Pleased with the 
Policy of the New General.

Havana, March 7.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The Governor-General has a cable 
from theMinister of the Colonies at Madrid 
saying that the government is much satis- 
fled by the public spirit revealed in the mani- 
festations of the public favor of himself, 
which disarm the attacks on him.

The press of Havana is calm, but insists 
that Spain must remain firm without reced- 
ing in any manner from her just position.

His course 
has been dignified and sensible. 

The action of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Cienfuegos is deprecated by the better class 
of merchants. Americans have been treated 
politely. The clamor for the presence of 
men-of-war is absurd. This correspondent 
has explained from the first that there is no 
ground foralarm. Naturalized Cuban-Am- 
ericans are timid, Many of them are fright- 
ened so that they do not go to public places, 
but theirs Is a needless fear. 

If President Cleveland should approve the 
belligerency resolutions there will be great 
excitement, however, which Gen. Weyler 
will be able to control. 


Distress in Pinar del Rio. 


Detailed information from that portion of 
the Province of Pinar del Rio where tobacco 
is grown, knoWn as Vuelta Abajo, shows that 
a pitiable Oondition exists. The rebels 
burned propetty everywhere. Bands of 
negroes are literally desolate. District vil- 
lages, private houses, drying sheds for to- 
baceo, and nearly all visible property have 
been sacrificed.

BRAVERY OF THE WOMEN IN CUBA. 


Story of One Heroine’s Fight Against 
a Band of Spaniards. 

Havana, March 7.—The Cuban amazons 
recently have been playing a prominent part 
in the fights between the insurgents and the 
Spanish troops. These women, many of 
whom have their husbands in the ranks of 
the army of Cuba, have exhibited upon fre- 
quent occasions courage, endurance, and 


' fighting skill to a greater extent than many 


of the men. The amazons of Cuba are not, 
as a rule, remarkable for personal beauty. 
Anything in the nature of a dress contents 
them. As a rule they are colored and not 
young, strong of limb, and quick of tongue, 
smart at repartee and able to use a machete, 
rifle, revolver, or knife with the best of the 
men, 

They are to be found in nearly all the in- 
Ssurgent camps and are increasing in num- 
bers. When not otherwise engaged they 
tend the sick and wounded, mend and wash 
clothes, or cook the meals when fires are per- 
mitted and food is procurable. When regu- 
lar supplies are inadequate to the demand, 
which is not infrequent, the Amazons chew 
Sugar cane, are thankful at getting it, and 
ride or tramp pluckily along with the regu- 
lar Cuban troops. If there is fighting to do 
they go into the thick of it with en®rgy and 
dash. 

Tragic Death of One Heroline. 

There is, or was, one woman at least among 
them who may deserve more than passing 
notice. She came to the front in a recent 
engagement between Spanish troops and a 
number of insurgents at Olayita. The ftight- 
ing began with the usual wild firing at long 
range; but, gradually the combatants, few in 
number on either side, by force of circum- 
Stances got nearer to each other, and then 
when they began to see the whites of each 
other’s eyes the insurgents went to cover and 
the triumphant soldiers pushed onward in 
pursuit. 

But all the insurgents did not melt away. 
One of them, a tall, fine-looking woman, 
bright of eyefawell built, and looking a hero- 
ine trom the top of her head to the soles of 
her naked feet, stood her ground bravely, 
calling, first tauntingly, and then in grand 
despair upon her fleeing companions to fight 
like men. They paid no heed to her and the 
Spaniards crept closer and closer. 

Then this woman determined to show men 
how Cuban amazons can die: with her back 
against a tree, she steadily loaded,and fired 
her carbiné, taking the cartridges from the 
bosom of her cotton dress. So long as that 
&un worked she pumped lead at the Span- 
lards, keeping them wellat bay. but the old 
carbine finally got out of order and she threw 
it away with angry contempt, drew a re- 
volver, and shouted ‘“* Long live free Cuba.” 


Goes to Her Doom Bravely. 


The Spaniards, seeing the cafbine thrown 
to the ground, made a simultaneous dash 
forward, firing repeatedly as they did so. 
The Cuban woman calmly awaited the ap- 
proach of the enemies of her country and 
when they were well within range of her 
pistol the amazon gave another cheer for 
Cuba and again opened fire until she fell, 
pierced by four bullets. 

Then there was another rush forward of 
the Spaniards and the dying woman, half 
rising with difficulty on her elbow, fired her 
last shot at the nearest soldier of Spain, 
killed him instantly, and sank to rise no 
more, with a faint cheer for free Cuba on her 

ps. 

Another amazon, who recently kept at bay 
the Spanish troops, was the daughter of the 
insurgent leader, Soccorras. She fought to 
the last as gallantly as any of the men and 
when her last cartridge was fired she grace- 
fully gave up her revolver to the Spaniards 
who had surrounded her, remarking, as she 
pointed to the soldiers she had killed, “TI 
a you will make as good use of it as I 

ave.”’

McKinley Committee After All Availa- 
ble Hotel Space at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 7.—[Special.]—An im- 
portant deal was arranged partially in St. 

Will- 
iam McKinley contracted for all the avail- 
able hotel accommodations in the city. 

This was done in the name of the Repub- 
lican League club of Ohio.

Hiarry Lewis of the Southern>Hotel was 
Visited. 

The committee will remain here several 
days. The express purpose of the visit is to 
capture the smaller hotels, such as Hurst's, 
the Laclede, the Terminal, the Rozier, Bar- 
num's, and others. Mr. Hurst has as yet 
made no contract forrooms. Ina communi- 
cation he received recently from the Repub- 
lican League club of Ohio he was asked if he 
could accommodate 500 persons.

The Moser Hotel has made no contracts, pre- 
ferring to wait and room guests at its own 
prices during the convention. 

The committee succeeded in securing the 
Exposition Building for the entire week of 
the convention.

If he changed it 
was known that the other two would follow 
suit, and that meant Blackburn's election. 
It was the crisis of the long and bitter cam- 
paign. 

There was no time forconference. If any- 
thing could be done it must be done in a few 
seconds. The Republicans were equal tothe 
emergency. They realized on .the instant 
that the only way to hold these three men 
away from Blackburn was to make them be- 
lieve that their patron saint, Carlisle, could 
be elected. So they shouted out to Violett, 
Walker, and Carroll to stand firm and the 
Republicans would all vote for Carlisle. 

Two Republicans changed to Carlisle at 
once and that stopped the stampede _ to 
Blackburn just in time—by a second. 


Poor Starts It. 


The ballot today proceeded so quietly 
that no intimation of the coming storm was 
given. Populist Poor had told the con- 
fidential friends of Blackburn late last night 
that he would vote with the Democrats to- 
day. and give the sound money Democrats 
a chance to elect Blackburn if they chose to 
do.so. When his name was called today 
he voted again for Pettit. 

The Blackburn people were heartsick, and 
just as they were recovering from the shock 
of disappointment, the clerk finished the 
roll-call, and commenced footing up the 
result. 

Poor arose, addressed the chair, and said: 
“I wish to explain my vote. Some of the 
members of this General Assembly have said 
that at no time could Joe Blackburn have 
been elected Senator, and to prove to them 
that he could have been and can be today, 
I now change my vote to the Hon. Joseph 
Blackburn.”’ 

Before the crowd had time to begin cheer- 
ing, Representative Swinford jumped to his 
feet and changed his vote from Carlisle 
to Blackburn. He was quickly followed by 
Elliston, Daugherty, Slith, Stephenson, Witt, 
Salyer, Noe, Norman, Baird, Holloway, 
Rice, and the others of the seventeen sound 
money Democrats who voted for Carlisle. 

Everybody thought the crisis had come 
and Blackburn would win. The wildest 
confusion prevailed. The chair rapped for 
order, and during a temporary luli in the 
yelling, Representative Speight, who has 


always voted for Blackburn, got the floor, | 


and in a manly way told that love for his 
party and party discipline caused him to 
change his vote to Blackburn. 


Confusion Reigns. 


Violett, another Democrat who has never 
voted for Blackburn, rose to his feet and 
seemed about to address the Chair. The con- 
fusion was intense Members were on top 
of desks and others were trying to climb to 
their shoulders, yelling like demons all the 
time. The Lieutenant-Governor shouted him- 
self hoarse Yrying to get order. 

For an instant partial quiet was restored, 
and Dr. Chambers [Rep.] of Kenton County, 
who was paired with Senator Weissinger, 
got the eye of the Chair, and said he wanted 
to vote for Carlisle. Senator Bronston chal- 
lenged his right to break the pair without 
Weissinger’s consent. 

Bedlam broke loose again. Chambers’ vote 


was not recorded. Senator James /[Rep.] 
was finally recognized, and changed his vote 
from Boyle to Carlisle. Lyons [Rep.] of 
Newport, then shouted above the din. “If 
there is any attempt on the part of the Re- 
publicans to elect Carlisle then I will vote 
for Joe Blackburn.” Then there was an- 
other outburst. 

Speaker Blanford, who sat on the stand by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, addressed the 
House, and said he had promised that if he 
could not elect a sound-money Republican he 
would vote for a sound-money Democrat, 
and now desired to vote for Carlisle.’ He 
then shouted to Violett and Walker to stand 
by their guns and the Republicans would 
elect Carlisle. He left the stand and rushed 
among the Republicans, begging them to 
vote for Carlisle. 

A knot of sound money men gathered 
around Violett’s desk, and held a confer-

ence. All that was necessary to elect Black- 
burn was for Carroll, Walker, and Violett 
to vote for him, but they stuck to Carlisle. 
The Chair finally obtained order and. an- 
nounced the ballot, which the clerks had 
footed up during the confusion. It was as 
follows: 

Boyle, 59; Blackburn, 60; Carlisle, 5; neces- 
sary to a choice, 65. 

A motion to adjourn was defeated by the 
Democrats, and a second ballot was ordered. 
The Republicans refused to vote and thus 
broke a quorum. The Carlisle mefi re- 
turned to their man on this ballet, but the 
Populists, Poor and Edrington, stuck to 
Blackburn. Blackburn received 49 votes and 
Carlisle 15. 

The Republicans held a conference tonight 
and decided to stand by Boyle Monday and 
try to elect him. They canvassed all their 
members and it is announced that if it comes 
to the test all but six of them will vote for 
Carlisle to keep Biackburn from winning. 

The ballot on Monday is being looked for- 
ward to with lively anticipations, and the 
Democrats say that Blackburn will be elect- 
ed Monday or else the Republicans will be 
forced to elect Carlisle.

IN FAVOR OF UNDERGROUND ROAD. 


Special Commissioners Report Upon 
an Expensive Rapid Transit Scheme. 
New York, March 7.—[Special.]—Frederic 

R. Coudert, George Sherman, and W. H. 

Getshenen, the Special Commissioners ap- 

pointed by the Supreme Court to determine 

by public hearing and otherwise whether 
the proposed underground railroad for New 

York City should be built under the plans 

agreed upon by the Rapid Transit Commis- 

sion, filed their report today. 

The general tenor of the report is that the 
proposed system should be adopted and that 
it would prove invaluable as an adjunct to 
the business and prestige of New York as 
a city. The sense of the conclusions arrived 
at is summed up in the concluding para- 
graph of the 6,000 word report, which is: 

‘The stimulus that it would give to our 
city it is almost impossible to conjecture, 
and, therefore, while they have given due 
consideration to the objections of the Broad- 
way owners, and have not been disposed in 
any way to minimize them, your Commis- 
sioners are of epinion and do hereby deter- 
mine and report that the route proposed by 
the Board of Rapid Transit Commissiogers 
ought to be adopted, and that the railway 
determined upon by the said board ought to 
be constructed and operated.”’ . 

While the report is not final until passed 
upon judicially, yet, concurring as it does 
with the regular commission,.it is pro- 
nounced a long step toward real rapid 
transit which will bring the Battery and 
Lower New York within easy distance of 
Harlem and the upper portions of the city

American Liner Beats the Lucania and 
Nearly Breaks All Records. 

New York, March 7.—[Special.]—The 
American line steamship St. Louis, which 
was sighted off Fire Island at 6 o'clock, had 
a tussle with Cunarder Lué@ania over every 
mile of the distance from Liverpool. It 
not only beat its rival several hours under 
adverse conditions, but also added a new 
récord to its credit. The two vessels left 
the other side last Saturday, the St. Louis 
backing away from the Empress docks at 
Southampton at noon, several hours after 
the Lucania left Liverpool. The American 
liner was sighted off Fire Island shortly 
after 6 o’clock last evening, and would have 


the North River. 

The Lucania did not reach Sandy Hook 
until 2:58 o’clock this morning. Its time from 
Queenstown was 5 days 22 hours and 57 min- 
utes, a total distance of 2,858 miles. The 
time of the St. Louis was 6 days 12 hours and 
11 minutes over a route 272 knots longer than 
that of the Cunarder. Not only did the St. 
Louis defeat the latter, but it made a better 
average throughout the passage, and onone 
Cay logged 527 knots, as against 516, the 
highest made by the Lucania. The St. 
Louis might have smashed the ‘world’s 
record from Southampton—6 days 7 hours | 
énd 14 minutes, held by the New York— 
were it not for a westerly gale which it 
met on Thursday evening and which con- 
tinued until Shinnecock was sighted.

Moving for Criminal Convictions. 

Attorney E. W. Adkinson, in behalf of 
Princeton avenue property-owners, is taking 
steps to secure the conviction of alleged forg- 
ers in connection with the General Electric 
railway company’s petition, recently filed in 
the City Council. Tothis end he has adver- 
tised, offering $25 reward for legal proof 
against the author of any one of forty-four al- 
leged forgeries in said petition. 

‘*Mayor Swift has done all he can,” Mr. 
Adkinson said, “and now we purpose to do 
what we can to estop an ordinance which the 
best legal talent declares to be void- on the 
face of it. 

‘** It is not altogether a clear question as to 
the best mode of legal procedure in the 
matter. The following, however, are the facts 
upon which we shall build the structure of 
our argument: 

** On one mile of street, from Forty-third to 
Fifty-tirst, there are 489 feet of forgeries, and 


at the same time 784 feet signed for by those © 


who did not own the property. From Fifty- 
first to Fifty-seventh we find 1.667 feet to be 
forged. The petitioners only claimed 4,147 
feet, and of this amount 3,518 is necessary to 
the validity of the petition. Another matter 
brought out by our investigation is most, if 
not all, the signatures forged are in one and 
the same handwriting.”

WILL FIGHT FOR THE CHANNEL. 


Memorial to Congress Controverting 
Marshali—Railroad Men Interested. 


Chicago will go before Congress with a me- 
morial in answer to Maj. Marshall’s report 
against the improvement of the Chicago 
River, which will represent more millions in 
money than any document since World’s Fair 
times. 

Not only will the city itself be fully repre- 
sented, but the great railroad and commercial] 
interests of the West and Northwest will array 
themselves solidly for the improvement of the 
old harbor to meet the advancing require- 
ments of water transportation. 

The committee to draw up the address, 
which was appointed by the Executive com- 
mittee of the River Improvement Association 
on Friday, met at the office of George E. 
Adams in the Woman’s Temple yesterday 
morning, with Mr. Adams, James B. Gallo- 
way, and J. P. Tracey present. The work of 
securing data for the address was outlined, 
— the committee then adjourned until Mon- 

y- 

It was decided to have the address circu- 
lated among the railroad officials, banks, 
leading wholesale houses, manufacturers, and 
commercial organizations for signatures. The 
document is intended to controvert the un- 
favorable report of the government engineer at 
every point. Even Maj. Marshall’s estimates 
as to cost, it is believed, can be shown too 
far wide of the mark. An engineer of estab- 
lished a may be employed on this 
part of the report, 

High railroad officials have offered their 
services tothe River Improvement Associa- 
tion, so deepiy are they stirred up over the 
movement for the deepening of the Calumet, 
while the old harbor is passed by. It had be- 
come evident the two appropriatiohs must 
stand or fall together. For the sake of self- 
preservation the railroad and manufacturing 


, interests now resting on the Chicago River, it 


was said, can not permit without a struggle 
the construction of a harbor with twenty feet 
of water at South Chicago uniess the old 
harbor is also made accessible to the largest 


craft on the lakes. 

Railroad officials stood’ f&ghast at the 
enormous expenditures which must be in- 
curred in the duplication of terminals on the 
Calumet to meet the competition of lines 
which are already located there. Nor was the 
cost of these duplicated terminals the only 
item. The practical handling of business be- 
came & most serious matter. Cars when unload- 
ed are not where they are wanted and must be 
hauled over long distances before they can be 
used again. Even now with the belt lines 
this is a great hardship on the trunk railroads. 

“The more the question of improving the 
Chicago River to meet the requirements of 
the twenty-foot channel between Chicago, 
Duluth, and Buffalo is studied the more it

The decree is 
made subject to the first mortgage bonds, 
amounting to $6,157,645.91, and to a lien on 
equipment amounting to $356,554.42. By its 
terms the holders of the third mortgage 
bonds, upon which there is outstanding 
$3,906,000, are entirely cut off,

NEW THING FOR MERCY HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Burry and Mr. Scribner Establish 
X Ray Room. 

A new departure in hospital practice was 
made at Mercy Hospital yesterday by the 
éestahlishment of an X ray room. 

Experimenters in the city have received 
hundreds of applications from persons who 
wish foreign substances in their bodies 
located. It has been impossible to comply 
with these requests at the various labora- 
tories, and the establishment, of an experi- 
mental station at Mercy Hospital was an 
outgrowth of this demand. 

The room has been fully equipped with 
every facility for the best work. Dr. Jamcs 
Burry, the first Chicago surgeon to experi- 
ment with the Crookes tube, and Charles E. 
Scribner of the Western Electric company, 
who made the first shadowgraph in Chicago, 
will conduct the work at Mercy Hospital.

BIG LUMBER TRADE DEAL. 


5S. K. MARTIN COMPANY BOUGHT BY 
A FORMER OFFICE BOY. 


Purchaser Is Edward Hines, and Prop- 
erty Includes 30,000,000 Feet of 
White Pine, Planing Mill, Steam 
Barges,and Leases—Nearly $500,000 
Involved in the Transaction—Mar- 
tin Company Keeps Its Name, Good 
Will, Capital Stock, and Contracts. 

_ By the sale of its stock of lumber, its plan- 

ing mill, steam barges, and the lease on its 

yards toa young competitor one of the old- 
estand largest lumber firms in the city has 
gone out of existence. 

The deal was concluded on Thursday, but 
extreme secrecy was kept, as the seller was 
anxious to keep it from early publication. 
The Edward Hines Lumber company, finan- 
cially backed by the Spalding Lumber com- 
pany, it is said, purchased from the 5, K. 
Martin company everything except its name, 
good will, capital stock, and outstand- 
ing contracts. The property ac- 
quired consists of the Martin 
yards at Blue Island avenue and Lincoln 
street with approximately 30,000,000 feet of 
white pine lumber, and having a water front- 
age of half a mile, the planiog mill, etc., and 
two steam barges. The price paid was a fixed 
sum for the lease, mill, and barges, and a 
price, not divulged, for each 1,000 feet of 
lumber as it shall inventory. The amount is 
estimated to be close to $500,000. 

The Edward Hines Lumber company, which 
appears as the purchaser, owns the adjoining 
yard on Robey street south of Blue Island ave- 
nue. Each yard was larger than any other in 
the city, and the combined yards will form 
the largest lumber yards known. The joint 
capacity of the two yards is 75,000,000 feet, 
with over a mile of water frontage. 

Rise of Mr. Hines. 


Edward Hines, President of the pepetns 
company, is not yet 35 years old. He en- 
tered the employ of the S. K. Martin com- 
pany nearly twenty years agoas an office boy 
and rapidly rose in the business, finally be- 
coming general manager witha small stock 
holding. The policy of the senior Martin was 
opposed to permitting any stock to be 
acquired by ethos, and Mr. Hines four years 
ago surprised the S. K. Martin company by 
retiring from it and starting a rival company. 
Mr. Barth and Mr. Wiehe, Vice-President and 
Secretary of the new company, were also im- 
rtant employés of the older firm anda 
urther defection of the yard foreman anda 
dozen others severely crippled the S. K. Mar- 
tincompany. .- 
A keen rivalry sprang up which lasted until 
its culmination in the purchase of the older 
company’s business by its former office boy. 


During the year 1895 the Hines company | 
shipped 150,193,307 feet of lumber, not only | 
the record for Chicago but for the world. | 
Meantime the senior Martin’s health began to | 


fail and his sons were not able to successfully 
compete against their rivals. Prices had 


been cut to the lowest figures and the aggres- | 


sive policy of the Hines company continu- 
ing, negotiations were begun for the sale of 


the stock and fixtures of the S. K. Martin | 


company, 

Mr. Martin was unwilling, however, to make 
an absolute sale of his long established busi- 
ness,and the purchasing company cannot, 
therefore,’ appear as the successors to the 
S. K. Martin company. At the same time the 
practical result of the sale is the disappear- 
ance of the 8S. K. Martin company. 

The Hines company has a lease of its pres- 
ent yards for one year, andthe lease on the 
Martin pone runs forthree years. It is ve- 
lieved the Hines company will abandon a 
large part of its yards when its one-year lease 
runs out. 


Backers of Mr. Hines. 


All parties to the contract are reticent as to 
details, put at the Spalding Lumber compa- 
ny’s offices it was practically admitted that 
company was behind Mr. Hines. The Spald- 
ing company isa manufacturing concern and 
does not care to appear as active in yard in- 
terests. 

S. K. Martin came to Chicago in 1865, and 
in the following year formed the firm of Bab- 
cock, Martin & Co., engaged- in the lumber 
business. Their first yards were located at 
Twenty-second and Lumber streets, where 
they remained until 1870, when they removed 
to Throop street. The =~ yards were 
taken in 1879. The S. K. Martin company 
was incorporated in-1884. 

The first big contract Mr. Martin got and 
that on which his fortune was founded was 
the building of the Exposition Building on 
the Lake-Front.

The 
greatest disaster the company suffered was in 
the great lumber fire the night of Aug. 19, 
1894, when $500,000 worth of lumber was 
destroyed. ‘lhe same fire also invaded the 
Hines yard, but was held in check there. 

Mr. Martin is counted among the wealthy 
men of Chicago. His old-time office boy has 
now practically the largest white pine lumber 
yards in the world. ,

London, March 7.—The defeat at Adowa 
has shaken Italy to its foundation, and even 
imperiled the monarchy. English.sympathy 
with Italy in this crisis is sincere, for the re- 
lations of the two countries have always 
been friendly, but British pride is gratified 
by the evidence that other nations fail in 
governing semi-civilized countries, whereas 
England succeeds. Gen. Baratieri made a 
fatal mistake in extending the Italian sph@re 
of influence unduly and aiming to establish 
a protectorate over Abyssinia. Gen. Baldis- 
sera, who succeeds him, represents a dif- 
ferent policy, that of conciliation, not of ex- 
pansion, but it will be difficult to arrange 
an honorable peace with Menelek and ap- 
pease the passionate resentment of the Ital- 
jan people. Crispi’s downfall leaves Lord 
Salisbury the only survivor of the Berlin 
Congress now in power, and he has witnessed 
the complete collapse of all the artificial de- 
fenses of Turkey established by that body. 

Meanwhile the little British war is over, 
and the Ashantee crown jewels are exhibited 
at the Colonial Office. They are a poor lot, 
on which a judicious pawnbroker would re- 
fuse to grant advances. 

Lessons from the “ Blue Book.” 

The blue book on the Venezuelan case 
justifies the summaries and forecasts which 
have been sent across the Atlantic, Sir 
Frederick Pollock and his associates have 
done their work well. They have collected 
all the historical evidence bearing upon the 
British claims, including much material 
from the archives of Holland and Spain 
which has never before seen the light. Copi- 
ous extracts appear in today’s journals with 
leaders asserting that an irrefutablé case 
has been made out for the British ownership 
of the Cuyuni basin as an inheritance from 
the Dutch. , 

Possibly the evidence proves too much. 
If the British case be as conclusive as is 
now claimed, why was it not submitted to 
an arbitrator long ago, and why were so 
many attempts made to compromise it? 
When the archives have been ransacked and 
every jot of evidence produced the fat re- 
mains that the Foreign Office has proposed 
six or seven lines, and has never been willing 
to settle the dispute by submitting its so- 
called irrefutable case to arbitration. The 
fact that the evidence is so voluminous as 
to fill a bulky volume which no ordinary 
mortal will ever have time to read is a con- 
vincing demonstration that the sérvices of 
an arbitrator ought long ago to have been 
employed in settling the question; nor is it 
unlikely that Venezuela by sending experts 
to Madrid and The Hague and by epitomizing 
the records of fifty years of diplomacy could 
supply a companion volume equal in bulk. 
But the necessity for arbitration is already 
proved by the publication of the British case, 
and that is the main American position. 

Negotiations Are Dragging. 

Meanwhile negotiations are dragging. 
Some progress has been made toward settle- 
ment, but the processes are slowef and the 
results less satisfactory than is generally 
supposed. Lord Salisbury has not been suc- 
cessful in Armenia, while Mr. Chamberlain 
has carried off all the honors in the Trans- 
vaal. Naturally the Prime Minister does not 
want to retreat from the position taken in 
the Venezuelan dispute, when his diplomacy 
was a signal failure elsewhere, and Presi- 
dent Cleveland, with a commission on his 
hands, is equally reluctant to compromise 
his case. Public opinion ineach country has. 
so strongly declared in favor of aspeedy set- 
tlement that this result cannot be long de- 


ferred. 
Languid Interest in Cuba. 


The Cubau question is discussed here with 
languid interest and without a trace of sym- 
‘pathy for the insurgent cause. The English 
were on the side of the Chilean insurgents 
and the Brazilian rebels, but those were 
naval revolts. If the Cubans had ships of 
war the English might take some interest in 
their revolt against a corrupt administration 
and ruinous misrule; as backwoods patriots, 
conducting a guerrilla warfare, they are 
despised, and the conduct of Congress in 
passing a resolution on the subject is con- 
demned as gratuitously offensive. One jour- 
nal remarks that the United States seems 
anxious to play @ great part in the world, 
but that it is difficult to distinguish between 
a desire to annex Cuba and that lust of con- 
quest of which American jingoes are fond of 
accusing Great Britain. 

The French press is also sarcastic in re- 
ferring to the action of Congress, and un- 
sympathetic in dealing with the Cuban in- 
surgents. Large blocks of Spanish railway 
bonds are held in France, and the Madrid 
treasury has made one financial deal with 
Paris bankers in providing for war expenses. 
Germany, with its beet industry, takes no 
interest in sugar islands; its beet-growers 
would like to have the Cuban rebellion pro- 
longed indefinitely. The Reichstag is now 
discussing a measure for the increase of ex- 
port bounties, by which beet sugar has been 
forced into the markets of the world. The 
Cubans have no friends in Europe; every 
power knows that the Cuban question, in 
the last analysis, is the American question. 


Chamberlain in Unsympathetic Role. 

Mr. Chamberlain is never at his best when 
forced to explain away the blunders of his 
associates. For two dayshe has been baited 
with inquiries respecting the térmgs of the 
Jameson troopers’ surrender, but he has not 
yet succeeded in making it-clear why Presi- 
dent Kruger should have been thanked for 
his magnanimity in sparing the lives of those 
who had provided for their own safety, or 
how Sir Hercules Robinson rescued Dr. 
Jameson by procuring the disarmament of 
Johannesburg, when Sir John Willoughby 
had settled the matter in black and white. 
Mr. Chamberlain has complained bitterly 
that his diplomatic work has been upset by 
the imputation of bad faith on the part of 
President Kruger. 

What has been said is that President Kru- 
ger managed to outwit even so resourceful 
a man as Mr. Chamberlain. That is not an 
imputation of bad faith, but a high compli- 
ment to the sagacity of the Boer President. 

New Details of the Raid. 


' Mr. Rider Haggard gave the new Vagea- 
bond club a dramatic account, which he re-

Sir Charles 
Dilke made an admirable speech on the 
naval estimates to a full house and was con- 
stantly applauded. His influence is increas- 
ing steadily, owing to his mastery of every 
subject which he discusses and to the inter- 
est he takes in all matters relating to the 
defense of the empire. The strangers’ ga!- 
lery is crowded nearly every day and an 
unusual number of visitors are dining every 
night in the House of Commons. Mr. Bal- 
four is displaying unwonted industry in 
cramming information of all sorts, and is 
leading the House with great energy. Sir 
William Harcourt is less energetic, appar- 


ently acting on the principle that with the

sage of the workingmen’s dwelling bill to 
second reading after a division in which 
there was much cross-voting. *Its object 
is to enable the thrifty workingman to bor- 
row from the lobal authorities on the same 
principle as the+Irish tenant, a sum not ex- 
ceeding $750, wherewith to purchase the 
freehold or leasehold of his house. The loan 
is limited to three-fourths of the value of 
purchase and is payable in thirty years. 
The principle of this bill was approved by 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour during 
the last election, but the government has 
contented itself with expressing its sym- 
pathy and has left its followers to deal with 
it as a private measure. By providing pub- 
lic money and machinery for the creation 
of a new class of property-owners, who will 
pay weekly installments in place of rent, it 
embodies a new application of state social- 
ism, but not collectivism,, pure and simple. 
Hence it was opposed by many extreme 
Radicals, who desire the municipal owner- 
ship of land and also by other Liberals, who 
asserted that it would not help the poorest 
class, but only those who could furnish one-, 
fourth of the purchase money. The bill, if 
enacted, will hardly do more than is accom- 
plished by building societies in America, 
but it denotes the trend of social legislation 
in conservative England. 


Policy of fhe Parnellites. 

Mr. Redmond has declared that the Pars 
nellites will divide against every vote for 
supply, but Mr. Dillon has not yet made 
known his tactics, perhaps because he was 
waiting for the Pope’s blessing and plea for 
unity in the Irish ranks. 

Mr. Campbell-Bannerman’s notice of a 
motion to reduce the pension of the Duke of 
Cambridge will cause a hot debate. The 
motion is based on the alleged flagrant vio- 
lation of the pledges given by the last gov- 
ernment. 

The Agricultural Commission reports are 
chiefly valuable for. their evidence that the 
problem of relief for the depressed farming 
interests is hopeless.

Woman Question at Oxford.

Bering Sea Dispute.

London, March 7.—[Capyrighted, 1896, New 
York Times.)—For months international af- 
fairs have been growing more and more 
unsettled here in Europe, and now Italy’s > 
tragic misadventure has thrown them alto- 
gether out of balance. If the battle of 
Adowa had been fought on the slope of the 
Alps it could hardly have wrought more 
blind confusion and diplomatic panic. No 
nation feels that it stands where it stood 
last week, but there the knowledge ends, 
No one can tell what new combinations 
may emerge when order subdues chaos 
again. wd - 

Italy itself, in its wild agitation, typifies 
the nervous convulsion which has set all its 
neighbors shaking. It is not merely a bad 
defeat up on the Tigre Highlands of Nubia 
that has hurled Crispi from power and 
brought mobs out into the streets of fifty 
Italian cities and turned the Italian Parlia- 
ment into bedlam. At another time such a 
disaster might have passed with little no- 
tice. It came, however, at a moment when 
the public mind there, as elsewhere, had 
grown saturated with apprehensions of it 
hardly knew what, and, thus coming, it 
promptly produced a crash, 

Crispi Cannot Regain Power. 

Whatever else happens, it seems clear 
Crispi cannot come back. The sanest ob- 
servers in Rome reflect the belief that no- 
body can succeed him and hold his place 
who does not agree to make peace with 
Menelek and withdraw the Italian forces 
to the portion of the Red Sea about which 
there is no dispute with him. This is under- 
stood to be Rudini’s policy, but for that very 
reason it appears Rudini cannot be Premier, 
because King Humbert has declared he will 
abdfrate rather than consent to such a step. 
Thus the problem shifts round to the contest 
between Italy and the Savoy dynasty, and 
all those manifold prophecies of overthrow -: 
of the monarchy which were so rife two 
years ago are clamoring in the air again. 
It is too soon to listen much to them, but 
it is plain enough the situation may easily ~ 
come to that. . , 

Interested Advice from Germany. 

There is a sinister significance in the fact 
that these German papers, which speak for 
the German Foreign Office, all urge Italy 
not to hesitate for a moment, but to re- 
double her energies to wipe out this blot 
on her prestige, and conquer Abyssinia at 
all hazards. The Austrian official press 
echoes this advice in a rather vague, halt- 
ing way, but from Germany it comes urgent- 
ly and without reservation. I say that this 
is significant, because it shows plainly what 
these dispatches have ‘long been insisting 
on, that Germany no longer relies on the 
triple alliange, and no longer has a direct 
interest in Italy conserving her strength 
for possible European action. Her one in- 
terest in Italy now is to keep her embroiled 
with France, which is what the Abyssinian 
adventure does, and thus let these two 
Latin nations neutralize each other, while 
Germany and Russia pursue the projects 
of their new partnership undisturbed. 

Some proportion of this treachery is in 
every Italian mind, and more than any ques- 


tion of African conquest it has roused the 


Italian popular passion into a wave of in- 
dignation under which Crispi has gone down, 
and even the throne is shaken. It is-really 
directed toward Germany and mockery of 
the German alliance. 

lf the statesmen who are now controlling 
France—and they seem by happy fate to be 
truly statesmen—have the genius to rise to 
the occasion, they can undo now in a week 
all that the triple alliance has done for the 
last seventeen years. England has a palpi- 
tating concern in the possibility of such a 
combination as that of the British, French, 
and Italians in a European league, and is 
fondly tempted to hope Austria may be 
brought into it as well. 

There is at least the auspicious omen that 
the Emperor of Austria thie week has broken 
the tradition by which noally of the German 
Kaiser met a French President, and.it is 
also a hopeful sign that.in Faure’s progress 
through the south of France Bourgeols has 
seen him cheered as loudly as he, and that 
the President has gone out of his way to 
show his joy in the fact. 


London Comment on Blue Book. 

Although voluminous enough, today’s Lon- 
don press comment on the Venezuelan blue 
book may hardly be called important. Most 
of the papers take it for granted England 
has made out an exceptionally powerful 
case, and assume that when the Americans 
perceive its unanswerable strength they will 
at once admit they are surprised and hasten 
to advise Venezuela to give in. 

The Daily Chronicle alone shows a compre- 
hensive knowledge of the details involved, 
and consequently alone criticises the report 
rather sharply as a piece of smart, lawyer- 
like case-making, which skillfully ignores 
or glides over difficult spots and lays stress 
only on the points favoring its own side. 
The Chronicle, moreover, presses the legiti- 
mate party point against Lord Salisbury, 
that he is now revealed as willing to sub- 
scribe to a treaty of arbitration which ten 
years ago, on succeeding Granville at the 
Foreign Office, he deliberately tore up. But 
after all the main thing is that the English

of the procedure. This fact was made 
Jynowp at the morning session yesterday, 
@when the committee appointed to perfect 

s for the call to the convention made an 
oficial report. This committee had been in 
conference with Chairman T. N. Jamieson, 
sand Secretary Partridge of the Men's State 
Central committee and through Mrs. Fanny 
Worthington reported the suggestions of 
these nen to the main body. 

Mrs. Worthington said both men expressed 
entire approbation of the plan for a woman’s 
Btate convention and strongly advised that 
the representation be by counties and Con- 

jonal districts. It was recommended 
in conclusion that these suggestions be in- 
corporated in the plans. 
Basis of Representation. 


The main committee then busied itself in 
deciding on a proper basis of representa- 
tion for the counties. Maps of the State 
were carefully consulted by the Chairman, 
Mrs. Alice Asbury Abbott, while the Vice- 
Chairman, Mrs. Julia B. Shattuck, did some 
arithmetical turns to find.a desirable basis 
of representation according to the popula- 
tion of the counties. 

A scheme was finally evolved which was 

nounced satisfactory. The much-amend- 
ed motion provided: 

“The Illinois Woman’s Republican com- 
mittee shall establish a basis of representa- 
tion of the counties as follows: Two dele- 
gates for each county of 20,000 population 
or less and one for each additional 20,000 in 

ulation or majority fraction thereof.’’ 

According to this calculation there will be 
sevéral hundred official delegates entitled 
to sit at the Republican Woman’s conven- 
tion. Every effort will be made to push the 
work in the various Congressional districts, 
and there was considerable informal! dis- 
cussion as to how it could most effectively 
be done in so short a time. By an official 
call and through the newspapers over the 
State the women hope for a fair, if nota 
full, representation. 

The speech-making was reserved for the 
afternoon session. Representatives of vari- 
ous Republican Woman's clubs throughout 
the city assembled, and for two hours 
straight Republican doctrine was given by 
deep-dyed Republican women in a manner 
that would have done credit to a national 
Presidential convention. 

After preliminary remarks by the Chair- 
man, Mrs. Abbott, a talk was in order from 
Mrs. Shattuck, who reminded her listeners 
this was the first instance in any State in 
the country, ‘besides those where women 
have full franchise, that the men‘s State 
committee of any party h&s officially recog- 
pised as an auxiliary a body of women. 
She further told the women, ‘that as proof 
of ihe courtesy of Republican men, their 
candidate for: University Trustee two years 
ago was not assessed one perny for cam- 

align purposes. .It was urged that the com- 
ng campaign be conducted in the same 
dignified and womanly fashion as the pre- 
vious one. 

Miss Ada Sweet Approves. 

Miss Ada C. Sweet, the next speaker, heart- 
fly. commended the convention idea.: She 
‘puggested that in addition to naming a 
Woman candidate of this gathering the 
women should consider some of the vital 
questions in which women are particularly 
interested, with a view to presenting those 
facts to the convention of Republican men, 
which convenes the day following at Spring- 
field.. It was maintained that the Governor 
nominated at that time could be pledged 
to support some of the much-needed reforms 
of the State if Republican women would as 
as body urge their claims. 

Among other matters was suggested the 
public school question, the child problem 
BO recently espoused by Chicago clubs, and 
the management of particular State insti- 
tutions. 

“God grant that we Republican women 
may always work with humane hearts,’’ 
concluded Miss Sweet, “‘ whether we sit in 
@ convention or the Legislature.” 

Mrs. George Plummer spoke particularly 
of partisanship. She declared women needed 
to be educated to one thing—that it is not 
ignoble to work in. a party. Notwithstand- 
ing brainy women had urged non-partisan- 
ship she said more reform work can be done 
ina party than without if only the members 
of a party will do their duty at the primaries 
and the election.

Miss Anthony said she had just replied to 
an invitation to be present at a conference 
of reform forces to be held in St. Louis in 
July. She declined, saying that whenever 
her clientele should be given the ballot she 
would feel it her duty and the duty of all 
women to take part in such meetings, but 
without the ballot her counsel would have 
no weight in deliberations of that character.

New Gilbert and Sullivan Opera. 


The new Gilbert and Sullivan opera, “ The 
Grand Duke,” was rehearsed yesterday be- 


fore a crowded house, and was repeated to» 


night before a brilliant assemblage, whose 
appreciation and delight were unbounded. 
«+ It was well staged, sung, and acted. The 
_. features which excited most merriment were 
the chorus of Chamberlains, with feathers 
ond orders; the delegation in the brewing 
interest, the conspiracy scene with the 
sausage, a game of roulette, and ingenious 
study of pure Greek costumes. The chorus 


was most carefully trained and acted with 


remarkable humor, spirit, and realism. 
Mme. Ilka von Palmyra, as prima donna 
of the strolling players, carried off the 
chief honors of the performance. The 
Hungarian vocalist had been seen in Drury 
Lane, but not in a part well suited to her. 
-“Her success in the new opera is brilliant. 
She sings well, especially the delightful 
madrigal in the second act, and her acting 
throughout has seldom been excelled in 
comic opera in London. Mr. Walter Pass- 
more, as the miserly Grand Duke, succeed- 
ed in convulsing his audience with mérri- 
ment, especially in the song relating to 
human ailments. Tne orchestration is 
singularly good throughout, and equal to Sir 
Arthur Sullivan’s best work. The libretto 
is a most whimsical bit of burlesque, with 
many fine passages of irony and satire, and 
with countless quips and fancies and spark- 
ling pleasantries and one pu good one, 
too. 
The new opera lecks the simplicity and 
fine flavor of the earlier works of Gilbert and 
‘Bullivan, and shows the deteriorating influ- 
ence of the musical comedies which haye be- 
fome popular in London and have to a certain 
extent displaced comic operas of higher 
grade. There is more buffoonery and danc- 
‘ing ‘and less delicacy in shading and treat- 
ment. The situations are more artificial 
and the art of the librettist is coarser, his pro- 
cesses are less subtle, the burlesque is broa‘- 
er. Still, it is a work of great drollery and 
the music is bright and melodious and in 
-gpome passages most ingenious and refined. 
‘If the tone of the work has been luwered to 
meet the requirements of public taste, which

Brighter Reports from Africa. 

The African crisis assumed a somewhat 
brighter aspect this morning, as a.result of 
the receipt at the War Office of a dispatch 
from Gen. Baldissera, commander of the 
Italian forces, announcing that the situation 
is not 60 desperate as generally imagined. 
He says he has 18,000 troops at his disposal, 
without counting the garrisons of the forts 
and the reinforcements, amounting to 12,000 
men, now on their way to Massowah. But, 
the General urgently requested the imme- 
diate dispatch of ammunition and supplies 
and particularly artillery, of which he stands 
greatly in need, as about seventy-five pieces 
are believed to have been captured by the 
Shoans. In the meantime, everything pos- 
sible is being done to relieve the garrisons 
of Cassala and Adigrat. 

The War Office has not yet made public its 
estimate of the number killed, wounded, and 
missing of the army defeated at Adowa, but 
the general opinion is that the number killed 
is about 5,000. There are no means of ascer- 
taining the number of men captured by the 
Shoans. It is now admitted that Gen. Da- 
bormida was killed, but the fate of Gen. 
Albertone has not yet been definitely ascer- 
tained. Gen. Arimondi and Col. Galliouo 
with about 300 Italian soldiers, are reported 
to be among the prisoners in the hands of 
the Shoans. 

The Tribuna today declares that the mat- 
ter is not a question of a simple crisis in 
Africa or in Italy. It maintains that the 
honor of Italy is involved and urges the in- 
coming ministry to adopt a policy of un- 
compromising revenge. 

The Socialist Deputies have issued a mani- 
festo to the country urging the people to 
join in demonstrations calculated,to urge 
the government to decide upon abandoning 
the costly colonial policy and withdraw the 
Italian troops from Africa. 

The future, it is said, may depend consid- 
erably upon the secret mission which, it is 
reported, has been intrusted to Sig. Franzoi, 
the explorer. According to the rumor, which 
cannot be verified, Franzoi will go to Abys- 
sinia with instructions to prepare the ground 
work for an honorable peace between Italy 
and that country. 


Rumor Adigrat Has Been Taken. 
London, March 7.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
this evening publishes a dispatch from Rome 
saying it is rumored there that Adigrat has 
been captured. 


ITALY IN AN AWKWARD POSITION. 


African Defeat May Cause Rearrange- 

ment of the Dreibund. 
| London, March 7.—The possibility of a re- 
arrangement of the Dreibund, hinted at 
from St. Petersburg, as one of the results 
of the terrible disaster to the Italian army 
in Abyssinia, is attracting more attention 
than the matter, it is claimed, really de- 
serves under the circumstances. It is as- 
serted in support of this statement that to 
all intents and purposes Russia, France, 
and Germany already have an understand- 
ing which really amounts to a setting aside 
of the old triple alliance. 

In any case, there is no doubt that Italy 
has been hard hit financially probably more 
than in the number of men killed. Much 
more treasure must be poured into the sands 
of Africa if the dreams of brilliant colonial 
achievements ure to become realities, and 
in no country probably, not even in Spain, 
is there a crowned head resting so uneasily 
as that of King Humbert at present. 

It is not astonishing that the friends of ~ 
Italy seem unable in the emergency to sug- 
gest a way out of her difficulties which is 
likely to reflect credit on that country. If 
the war is pushed the financial strain will 
be dangerously severe; if the African col- 
onies are abandoned the effect will be al- 
most as dangerous. A midddle course, the 
conclusion of peace with Abyssinia, may 
not be possible. A great responsibility, 
therefore, will rest upon the incoming Ital- 
ian Ministry.

The usual 
Saturday throng of teachers and principals 
was there, but many of them had not heard 
of the cut, and the rest displayed no uneasi- 
ness. It seemed as if they had heard the cry 
of ‘“‘ wolf” until they no longer dreaded it. 

' The most important view of it expressed 
was it would never have been made except 
macho @ misunderstanding. It was on 
the repeated assurance of Mr, Blount of 
the Finance committee there was 4 dis- 
crepancy of $500,000 between the board’s 
estimate and the City Council’s appropriation 
for educational purposes, the meeting became 
radical in its retrenchment. Butaccording to 
- Auditor Custer's statement yesterday this dis- 
crepancy was only one-half as large as Mr. 
Blount represented it to be. The board’s es- 
timate for educational purposes was $5,128,- 
075; the City Council’s appropriation for 
‘these purposes was $4,869,000, and the ex- 
cess of the estimate over the appropriation 
was $259,075. It 1s true, to find the amount 
available to the board one must subtract, 
both from the estimate and the appropriation, 
md oe hb for loss and cost of collection, and 
add $750,000 for the ineome of the board 
from rents and §other ogee l but the tl 
‘ence will still remain $259,076

HE Northwestern Elevated railroad, 
which will run from Harrison street 
on the South through the most popu- 
lous portion of the North Side to Wil- 
avenue and Montrose boulevard,, will 
running trains in January of next 

. Work on the superstructure has now 
 peen under way for four weeks and one and 
‘one-half miles of foyr-track structure has 
- peen put in place. The part which has 
built runs from Fullerton avenue north 

. and work will progress at the rate of 200 
a day. The contract for the super- 
structure calls for its completion not later 
than September, and if this is carried out 
will be no difficulty in equipping a 

fine and having trains in operation in Jan- 
yary, a8 is promised by the officers of the

company. 
The Northwestern Elevated will mark a 
departure from the ordinary elevated rail- 
road. The Metropolitan Elevated on the 
West Side is much the same_as the new 
North Side line will. be, but the progress 
which marks such undertakings is shown 
in the new features which will be inau- 
' gurated for the first time on this line. The 
_gne feature of the road which marks it as 
diferent from other lines will be its ex- 
press service, which practically covers the 
entire system. The Metropolitan has four 
tracks from the river to Ashland avenue

Express Trains for All Passengers. 


, Passengers who make use of the North- 
* western will have the benefit of the express 
service from all stations. A system will be 
, put in operation whereby passengers may 
| take trains at intermediate stdtions and 
j transfer at express stations to the faster 
trains. Each express station will be used 
by both through and local trains. The two 
inside tracks of the four track structures will 
be for express trains, the two outer tracks 
being used for the localtrains. At local sta- 
tions the platform will be on the outside, 
and express trains will go whizzing by with- 
outstopping. A passenger from one of these 
stations will take a ‘local train, riding 
through to the first express station. At 
these stations the platform will be between 
the localand express tracks. The passenger 
: will step from one train onto the platform 
and from the same platform take the first 
express train which passes. The same sys- 
tem will be used by passengers going from 
down-town district totheirhomes. They 
will take express trains to the nearest express 
station and there transfer to the local trains. 
By this method the express trains are put 

at the service of passengers at all stations. 
The Northwestern Elevated is the largest 
enterprise ever projected in Chicago by 
les T. Yerkes. It will represent when 
pleted an investment of more than 
at 000, the money for which is provided 
ex the sale of stock, without the issue of 
“any bonds. It is entirely a Chicago tnstitu- 
tion, and it is being paid for by Chicago 
money. There is practically no stock held 
outside of Chicago, and Chicago people will 
either get the profits or stand the loss which 

_ results from the operation of the road.

Wilson avenue. 

The road will be a two-track structure 
from Harrison street to a point just north 
of Chicago avenue. There the four tracks 
begin, and at that point express trains will 
be switched from the main line to the 
through tracks, The length of the two-track 
structure is one and seven-tenths miles. 
The length of the four-track structure will 
be five and one-half miles, making a total of 
seven and two-tenths miles from Harrison 
street to the terminal at Wilson avenue and 
Montrose boulevard. The local stations are 
located about three blocks apart, while the 
express stations are a mile apart. 


Where Stations Will Be Located.

The terminal yards of the company are 
located at Wilson avenue. A thirteen-acre 
tract of ground was purchased at this point, 
and on this will be built machine shops, car 
houses, and other necessary terminal build- 
ings. It is at this point that connection will 
be made with the North Shore electric line, 
which runs to Rogers Park and Evanston. 
The tracks of the North Shore are to be 
brought up to a level with the elevated 
tracks by means of an inclined plane, anda 
portion of the cars of the North Shore will 
run to a level with the elevated road so that 
passengers.may be transferred without the 
necessity of climbing stairs. Thecar houses 
at this point will have storage room for 150 
cars. 


Novel Features of Construction. 


There has never been an elevated road 
built in which the same care has been given 


to, the: details of steel construction that is 
to be given this. The structure is entirely 


of steel, and in building the road, exclusive | 


of that portion which forms a part of the 


loop, there will be used-35,000 tons of steel, | 


or a total of 70,000,000 pounds. Some idea 
of the immensity of the undertaking may be 
gained from the fact that every piece of 
iron in the structure required a separate 
plan, giving its dimensions to the sixteenth 
of an inch, its exact length, and the location 
of all bolt holes. There are few duplicate 

in the structure. Wherever spans were o 

exactly the same dimensions the iron could 
be duplicated, but this occurred in but few 
instances. Practically a plan was made for 
every separate piece of iron which went into 
the structure. In that portion of the road 
where there are four tracks there are four 
rows of posts contiguous to each other and 
located twelve feet from each other trans- 
versely and forty feet apart longitudinally. 
Each row of posts supports one track. These 
posts are firmly riveted together, and they 
carry*longitudinal girders which are riveted 
to and become a part of the posts. Steel 
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obtaining a clear right of way. This build- 
ing was right in the line of the road in 
Wendell street, just east of Market street. 
Jt was a modern four-story apartment build- 
ing, having a frontage of thirty-five feet and 
running back a depth of 160 feet. It was 
jacked up, put on rollers, and moved to a 
lot in Sedgwick street, west of Wendell, a 
distance of three and one-half blocks, and 
set down upon a new foundation. The build- 
ing is worth as much today’as when it stood 
upon the old location. From Chicago ave- 
nue south the road runsgjn public streets, 
and for this the company not had to pay. 
The road will be equipped with 150 cars. 
Of these thirty-seven will be motor cars and 
113 passenger. cars. The weight of these will 
be one-third less than that of those operated 
on any other elevated road. The power re- 
quired to move them will be proportionately 
less, but the capacity of the cars will be but 
little less than those of the ordinary type. 
They will seat forty-two persons as com- 
pared with forty-eight in the ordinary cars. 


Frequent Train Service Promised. 


The schedule which will be put in torce 
at first will be to run local trains three min- 
utes apart and express trains three mirutes 
apart, making atrain every one and onc-half 
minutes. During other portions of the day 
there will be a space of six minutes between 
local trains and a like time between ex- 
press trains, making one train every three 

inutes. The fact that cars are light and 
that they can be operated cheaply will en- 
able the company to run trains ofteter if 
there is a demand for it. It is the intention 
to have trains a minute apart through the 
entire day if the traffic will justify it. Trains 
will be run all night. After 12 o’clock4yvains 
will be run half an hour apart and will stop 
at all stations. 

The power station of the Northwestern 
Elevated will be located in Fullerton ave- 


ning from Fullerton avenue through to 
Dunning street. It will have a side track 
from the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road running directly in front of the boilers, 
so that coal may be unloaded within shovel- 
ing distance of the fire-boxes. It will be 
equipped with'three 2,000 horse-power en-

total of 7,000 horse-power. This will leave 
a considerable excess of energy to be used 
in the event of a break down of any engine 
or generator. The 1,00) horse-power engine 
and generator will be used for the operation 
of the line between midnight and 6 o'ciock 
in the morning. 

The running time from the down-town 
district to the suburban towns reached by 
the North Shore electric will be materially 
shortened. With the present running time 
of the electric line, which could be materi- 
ally reduced if desired, the time from Har- 
rison street to the towns named would be 
as follows: Argyle, 22 minutes; Edgewater, 
°% minutes: Rogers Park, 35 minutes; South 
Evanston, 48 minutes; and Evanston, 49 
minutes. In addition to giving rapid transit 
to these towns there will be frequent train 
service, never more than five minutes elap- 
sing between trains. 

The building of this road has met with 
favor from people living in Lake View and 
other towns along the lake shore. Its effect 
is already seen in the increased value of 
property, and in the large increase in build- 
ing. Large tracts of land have been sold 
along the right of way to be cut up into 
building lots-and improved. President Lou- 
derback estimates that within three years 
the building of the road, with the additional 
facilities afforded in the way of rapid trans- 
portation, will increase the population of 
the North Division at least 75,000. Mr. 
Yerkes estimates that each family which 
locates along one of his lines is worth $30 a 
year to his companies. If this is the case 
the increase in population will mean a large 
increase in the earning power of the road. 
It will not only afford traffic for the elevated 
but will materially help the local business of 
the surface lines. ?

ESSRS. Frederick Warne & Co. have 
been most fortunate in the timeli- 
ness of their series, ** Public Men 
of Today.” Naturally a series de- 
voted to public men of the day would be 


timely, but then it has just happened that 


when each volume in this series was issued 
the subject of it was more than usually 
“in the public eye.” Li Hung Chang had 
just been shot at when his life was published, 
the volume on-Stambuloff was so very up 
to date that his murder was reported in its 
last pages, though when the book was writ- 
ten he was one of the most “ live” men in 
Europe, and William II., whose career was 
given in the latest published volume, had 
been making himself unusually conspicuous 
when that appeared. Now comes Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, by 8S. H. Jeyes, and so 
timely is this volume that it contains the 
Jameson Transvaal episode, % 

Mr. Jeyes begins naturally with Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s early life, but he introduces this 
chapter by saying, ‘“‘ Like Lord Beacons- 
field and Mr. Gladstone, but like no other 
figure in current Engtish politics, he [Mr. 
Chamberlain] possesses the quality, call it 
as you please the vice or the virtue—of 
those who know nothing about him except 
his public acts and the opinions he has ex- 
pressed. He is probably as heartily detest- 
ed by home rule radicals, who have never 
exchanged two sentences with him, perhaps 
never set eyes upon him, as Lord Beacons- 
field was by the Non-Conformists when he 
made light of Turkish misdoings in Bul- 
gariay or Mr. Gladstone by the Unionists 
when he first announced his conversion by 
Mr. Parnell.”’ 

The offense which Mr. Chamberlain has 


given those who now denounce him is that 


having been lgoked on as one of themselves, 
he has turned against them the very force 
which they reckoned their exclusive prop- 
erty. They abuse him not because of his 
change of opinions, but because when he 
jceined the Unionists he took with him an 
organized following drawn from the very 
class which but for him might have remained 
faithful to Mr. Gladstone. Mr. Jeyes has 
made no attempt to eulogize or denounce 
Mr. Chamberlain, but simply to trace the 
outline of his public career with as much 
fairness as possible. He does not gointoa 
certain, kind of personality, as he thinks 
t? at is hardly becoming during the lifetime 
oc. aman, and in the case of Mr. Chamber- 
lain he thinks that it will be admitted, even 
by those who praise him least, that he has 
never mixed up his individual life with his 
public career, and that any infringements 
that have been made on his privacy have 
been made against his will. 


His Early Days. 


Joseph Chamberlain was born at No. 3 
Grove Hill Terrace, Camberwell, on July 8, 
1836, and comes of astock in which he boasts 
that non-conformist traditions have been 
hereditary. His family was always in busi- 
ness, though not exactly “in trade,” if by 
*“‘trade’’ we mean retail business. Three 
generations of Chamberlains, the last of 
whom was the father of the Colonial Secre- 
tary, were engaged in boot and shoe man- 
ufacturing. The father of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s mother was a wholesale provision 
merchant. Joseph Chamberlain was one of 
a large family of children. At the age of 8 
he was sent to a private school, and later as 
a day-boarder in another private school kept 
by thg Rey. Arthur Johnson. At the age of 
14 hé& was admitted to University College 
School, where he studied Greek, Latin, and 
mathematics, but it was in ‘‘ modern sub- 
jects,”’ as they are called, that he distin- 
guished himself, gaining in the two upper 
forms first prizes for mathematics, natural 
philosophy, and French. He was intended 
for a commercial career, and it: was not 
thought worth while that his time should be 
wasted in literary and philosophical train- 
ing. After he left the University College 
School he was put in an office. Then, as now, 
he was a great reader, and he continued his 
acquaintance with English and French lit- 
erature. 

American Patent Made Him Rich. 


It is interesting to note that Mr. Chamber- 
lain laid the foundation of his fortune with 
an American patent for improved machin- 
ery in- making screws. Such success did he 
have in this business that he was able to 
retire with a fortune at the age 38; then he 
threw himself body and soul into politics. , 

It will be rememhered that Mr. Chamber- 
lain came to this country in 1588 on a mis- 
sion connected with the old standing dis- 
pute between Great Britain and the United 
States with regard to the North American 
fisheries. He had been a widower since 
1875, then met the daughter of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first Secretary of War, the Hon. W. 

*ndicott, and married her, and it is said by 
those who follow the careers of American 
women who have married Englishmen that 
Mrs. Chamberlain has proved an important 
factor in her husband's political life. 

For the present Mr. Jeyes thinks that Mr. 
Chamberlain believes that he can get more 
assistance towards his social goal from 
Conservatives than from Liberals. He.has 
admitted—and this was before he was in 
active alliance with the former—that they 
had’ done more remedial and conservative 
work than their\.competitors for popular 
favor. Mr. Chamberlain boldly supported 
the House of Lords, because to maintain 
such associations was specially important, 
since it afforded an example and offered a 
neucleus for the more extended system of 
insurance which he wishes to see estab- 
lished. In this respect, then, as In factory 
legislation and in the improvements of the 
Gwellings of the poor, he is convinced by 
comparing the past performan s and gna 
fessed intentions of the two pa les that he 
is more in harmony with modern Cee 
tism than existing Liberalism. Before al 
things, Mr. Chamberlain * is not indeed an 
opportunist, but a possibilist. 

His Merits as a Speaker. sf 

esible to form a complete esti- 
ait ie ie Chamberlain without emphasiz- 
ing the combative side of his nature. In 4g 
vate conference or conversation he is will- 
ing and anxious to hear everything that can 
be urged from any point of view—to listen 
as well as to speak—even to admit that 
there is some justification for opinions op- 
posed to his own; but as soon as he gets 
upon. his legs upon 4@ platform or in Partlia- 
ment he seems to be deserted by that sweet 
reasonableness. Curiously enough, Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is now such a very easy 
speaker, was a very poor one when he first 
turned his attention to political life. He was 
obliged to write out all his speeches and com- 
mit them to memory before he could deliver 
them. Today he is one of the readiest 
speakers in England. According to his biog- 
rapher, it would be difficult in politics to 
enjoy a greater intellectual treat than to 
hear Mr. Chamberlain deliver one of his 
more elaborate speeches in Parliament. His 
voice is clear, penetrating, and musical, if it 
lacks some of the deeper notes of the very 
greatest orators and actors. The sentences 
are always neatly constructed, generally 
short. and they are hardly ever thrown out 
of order by the loudest or most unmannerly 
interruption. No speaker is less discon- 
certed by a sudden question or interjection; 
Mr. Chamberlain stops, replies, and then 
goes on as if nothing had happened. He is 
probably one of the very few impromptu 
speakers who sit down without having for- 
gotten some of the very points they have 
been anxious to urge. Although his range 


of reading is tolerably wide, his public ref- 


erences and quotations are drawn from easi- 
ly accessible sources—the Bible, Shakspeare, 
and Dickens’ Rejected Addresses, the 
Bigelow Papers; these do not ex- 
haust, but they fairly represent 

books which he lays under tribute. On the 
other hand, his speeches have a merit very 
rare in these slipshod days; they can be 
printed almost as they are spoken, and they 
are, in form at least, as literary as those of 
any of England's public speakers, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions. Mr. Jeyes 
thinks that there is more finish more 
style in Mr. Chamberlain's hes than in 
the magazine articles that composes at

judgment that Mr. Chamberlain reached at 
& moment’s notice, and he believes that he 
has supplied the best possible answer to th 
hasty sneers and malicious insinuations o 
Eingland’s continental critics. “‘ If,” he says, 
“the worst comes to the worst, England 
can no doubt rely upon her own right hand, 
but it is also well to have a good case; any 
pretext for a quarrel which might have been 
set up has been removed beforehand by the 
perfectly currect and absolutely straight- 
forward conduct of the Colonial Secretary.’’ 
Mr. Chamberlain, it is admitted, no sooner 
took command in Downing street than hé¢ 
began to “‘ make things hum,” a result that 
has throughout his life engned in “tne 
sphere of activity in which he has entere 
**He makes mistakes,”’ says his biographer, 
*“*he does injustice, like other men; but they 


‘are the mistakes or the injustices of an 


alert brain and a driving energy that can- 
not rest while anything remains unaccom- 
plished. It should be a matter of national 
contentment,"’ he adds, “‘ that the quick 
judgment and bold initiative of Mr. Cham- 
berlain are both strengthened and con- 
trolled by the mature experience and unil- 
lusioned wisdom of Lord Salisbury, who ex- 
ercises even in chancelleries not friendly to 
British policy the personal authority ac- 
corded to the one still active survivor of.the 
great school of statesmen who may be called 
the makers of modern Europe. Just now,”’ 
says Mr. Jeyes, with admirable patriotism, 
“it is true there seems to be a dead set 
zainst England. We are isolated, it is said. 
fe have. been isolated before, but we have 
in our hands to use when we please the 
power of making such a bargain as no 
power or combination of powers could de- 
cline.’’

THRILLING TALES OF THE REBELLION 


How a Captain Won His Commission— 
Hoosier’s Marvelous Adventures. 

First Sergeant F. W. Judge of Company 
K, Seventy-ninth Regiment of New York 
Volunteers, known as “ The Highlanders,” 
performed a thrilling act of bravery during 
the assault on Fort Saunders, Tenn. The 
rebels, under Gens Longstreet, assaulted 
the fort with a view to the capture of Knox- 
ville. The garrison of the fort consisted of 
the Seventy-ninth New York Volunteers and 
Benjamin’s battery. Longstreet’s force was 
vastly superior, and the assault was made 
with vigor and determination.: The rebels 
had passed all the obstructions and obstacles 
in front of the fort, were showering shot and 
shell into the fortifications, and for a Feder- 
al to show his head meanta perfect storm of 
bullets. A rebel color-bearer, followed by . 
about fifty men of the color guard, had 
crossed the ditch in front of the fort and 
planted his colors on the side of the works. 
The rebel yell rang out. Sergt. Judge saw the 
waving emblem of the enemy, heard the 
shout of triumph, and his blood boiled with 
rage. Springing up from his position, where 
he had been comparatively protected while 
firing his piece, he leaped.upon the parapet, 
and running along where the flag had been | 
planted, while shot and shell split the air 
around him, he seized the color and returned 
with it in safety-to thefort. A mighty cheer 
went up from his comrades, many of whom 
embraced him in their admiration of. his 
courage and the exuberance of their joy 
over his safety. It was not long after that 
the heroic young Sergeant received his com- 
mission as a Captaim , 

Marion T. Anderson was the Captain of the 
Fifty-first Indiana Volunteers. While lead- 
ing his company at the battle of Stone River 
he was wounded by a bullet and was left in 
the Held fordead. He remained unconscious 
for ¢ighteen hours, an@ when he came to his 
senses found himself a prisoner. Some 
weeks after his incarceration the Confeder- 
ates decided to execute two Captains in re- 


.venge for treatment given to some of their 


captured soldiers. Seventy-five Union offi- 
cers were cbliged to draw lots to determine 
who should be the victims. Capt. Anderson 
was among the number. He did not draw 
the death slip, and his good fortune con- 
tinued with him, for a few days later he ef- 
fected his escape. At Nashville his company 
held the most advanced position of «ll Gen. 
Thomas’ army, occupying the crest of a hill © 
about 600 yards from Hood’s works, and they 
were in the charge by which the works 
were carried. In the storming of 
Overton Hills the regiment to which 
Capt. Anderson was attached was sixth 
in line at the start. When within 300 yards 
of the rebel works Col. Post was shot and 
his men, thinking him killed, being under a 
galling fire, lay down. Capt. Anderson ran 
his horse over five lines of the prostrate 
troops, and erdered his company, which fol- 
lowed him to a man, to charge double quick. 
They were met by a storm of bullets, but 
were not stopped. When his troops were 
within a few feet of the crest of the hills, 
and the Confederates were seen to be run- 
ning, Capt. Anderson, who was riding from 
right to left, was hit by a sharpshooter, and 
he fell from his horse into the enemy's 
trenches. Lieut. Scarse, seeing him fall, ran 
to him and exclaimed: ‘* Great God, Cap- 
tain, are you badly wounded?’’ “ Goon, the 
works are ours!” answered the fallen com- 
mander. Lieut. Scarse rose up to obey the 
order, but as he did so he, too, was struck by 
a rebel ball, and he dropped by Capt. Ander- 
son's -side. The Federal troops, having no 
commander, lost confidence, and retired, but 
in good order.

N connection with the furor of enthusi- 
asm with which nearly every electri- 
clan and scientist in the United States 
is attacking the problem of the X ray, 
it is a curious thing that the full téxt 

of Roentgen’s original announcement of 
his discovery has never been printed in 
the newspapers,of this country. The full 
text has arrived &t the library of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, in the shape of a transla- 
tion by Arthur Stanton from the Sitzungs- 
berichte der Wurzburger Physic-Medic Ge- 
sellschaft. Itis substantially as follows, and 
shows that little or nothing has been accom- 


plished since: 

On a new kind of rays—A discharge from 
a large induction coil is passed through 
a Hittorfs vacuum tube, or through a well- 
exhausted Crookes or Lenard tube. The 
tube is surrounded by a fairly close-fitting 
shield of black paper; it is then possible to 
see, in a completely darkened room, that 
paper covered on one side with barium 
platino-cyanide lights up with brilliant Muor- 
escence when brought into the neighborhood 
of the tube, whether the painted side or the 
other be turned towards the tube. The 
fluorescence is still visible at two meters 
distance. It is easy to show that the origin 
of the fluorescence lies within the vacuum 


tube. 

It is seen, therefore, that some agent is 
capable of penetrating black cardboard, 
which is quite opaque to ultra violet light, 
sunlight, or are light. It is thereiore of in- 
terest to investigate how far other bodies 
can be penetrated by the same agent. It is 
readily shown that all bodies possess this 
same transparency, but in varying degrees. 
For example, paper is very transparent; the 
fluorescent screen will light up when placed 
behind a book of 1,000 pages; printed ink 
offers no marked resistance. Similarly the 
fluorescence shows behind two packs of 
cards: a single card does not visibly dimin- 
ish the brilliancy of the light. 
single thickness of tinfoil hardly casts a 
shadow on the screen; several have to be 
superposed to ,produce a marked  efiect. 
Thick blocks of wood are still transparent, 
Roards of pine two or three centimeters 
thick absorb only very little. A piece of 
sheet aluminum fifteen millimeters thick 
still allowed the X rays (as I will call the 
rays, for the sake of brevity) to pass, but 
greatly reduced the fluorescence. Jlass 
plates of similar thickness behave similarly; 
léad glass is, however, much more opaque 
than glass free from lead. Ebonite several 
centimeters thick is transparent. If the 
hand be held before the fluorescent screen 
the shadow shows the bones darkly, with 
only faint outlines of the surrounding tis- 
sues, 

Water and several other fluids are very 
ransparent. Hydrogen is not markedly 
more permeable than air. Plates of copper, 
silver, lead, gold, and platinum also allow 
the rays to pass, but only when the metal is 
thin. Platinum two millimeters thick allows 
some rays to pass; silver and copper are 
more transparent. Lead fifteen millimeters 
thick is practically opaque. If a square rod 
of wood twenty millimeters in the side be 
painted on one face with white lead it casts 
but little shadow when it is so turned that, 
the painted face is parallel to the X rays, 
but a strong shadow of the rays has to pass 
through the painted side. The salts of the 
metals, either solid or in solution, behave 
renerally as the metals themselves. 

The preceding experiments lead to the con- 
clusion that the density of the bodies jis the 
property whose variation mainly affects 
their permeability. At least, no other prop- 
erty seems so marked in this connection. 
gut that the density alone does not deter- 
mine the transparency is shown by an ex- 
periment wherein plates of similar thickness 
of Iceland spar, glass, aluminum, and quartz 
were employed as screens. Then the Iee- 
land spar showed itself much less transpar- 
ent than the other bodies, though of approx- 
imately the same density... I have not re- 
marked any strong fluorescence of Iceland 
spar compared with glass. & 

Increasing thickness increases the hin- 
drance offered to the rays by all bodies. The 
picture has been impressed on a photograph- 
1c plate of a number of superposed layers of 
tinfoil, like steps, presenting thus a regular- 
ly increasing thickness. This is to be sub- 
mitfed to photometric processes when a suit- 
‘able instrument is available. 

i 


The fluorescence of barium platino-cyanide 
is not the only noticeable action of the X 
rays. It is to be observed that other bodies 
exhibit fluorescence—e. g.: calcium sulphide, 
uranium glass, Iceland spar, rock salt, etc. 

Of special interest in this connection is the 
fact that photographic dry plates are sen- 
sitive to the X rays. It is thus possible to 
exhibit the phenomena so as to exclude the 
danger of error. I have thus confirmed 
many observations originally made by eye 
observation with the flucrescent§ screen. 
Here the powerof the X rays to pass through 
wood or cardboard becomes useful. The 
photographic plate can be exposed to the 
action without removal of the shutter of 
the dark slide or other protecting case, so 
that the experiment need not be conducted 
in darkness. Manifestly, unexposed plates 
must not be left in their box near the vacuum 
tube. 

It seems now questionable whether the 
impression on the plate is a direct effect of 
the X rays or a secondary result induced by 
the fluorescence of the material of the plate. 
Films can receive the impression as well as 
ordinary dry plates. 

* * & 


The retina of the eye is quite insensitive to 
these rays; the eye placed close to the ap- 
paratus sees nothing. It is clear from the 
experiments that this is not due to want of 
permeability on the part of the structures of 
the eye. 

After my experiments on the transparency 
of increasing thicknesses of different media 
I proceeded to investigate whether the X 
rays could be deflected by a prism... Investi- 
gation with water and carbon bisulphide in 
mica prisms} of 30° showed no deviation, 
either on the photographic or the fluorescent 
plates, For comparison light rays were al- 
lowed to fall on the prism as the apparatus 
was set up for the experiment. They were 
deviated ten millimeters and twenty milli- 
meters respectively in the case of the two 
prisms. 

With prisms of ebonite and aluminum I 
have obtained images on the photographic 
plate which point to a possible deviation. It 
is, however, uncertain, and at most would 
point to a refractive index 1.05. No devia- 
tion can be observed by means of the fluores- 
cent screen. Investigations with the heavier 
metals have not as yet led to any result be- 
cause of their small transparency and the 
consequent enfeebling of the transmitted 
rays. 

On account of the importance of the ques- 
tion it is desirable to try in other ways 
whether the X rays are susceptible of refrac- 
tion. Finely powdered bodies allow in thick 
layers but little of the incident light to pass 
through, in consequence of refraction and 
reflection. In the case of the X rays, how- 
ever, such layers of powder are for equal 
masses of substance equally transparent 
with the coherent solid itself. Hence we can- 
not conclude any regular reflection or refrac- 
tion of the X rays. The research was con- 
ducted by the aid.of finely powdered rock 
salt, fine electrolytic silver powder, and zinc 
dust already many times employed in chem- 
ical work, In all these cases the result, 
whether by the fluorescent screen or the 
photographic method, indicated no difference 
in transparency between the powder and the 
coherent solid, 

It is, hence, obvious that lenses cannot be 
looked upon as capable of concentrating the 
X rays; in effect both an ebonite and a glass 
lens of large size proved to be without ac- 
tion. The shadow phetograph of a. round 
rod is darker in the middle than at the edge; 
the image of a cylinder filled with a body 
more transparent éhan its walls exhibits the 
middle brighter than the edge.

Since I have obtained no evidence of re- 
fraction at the surface of different media, it 
seems probable that the X rays move with 
the same velocity in all bodies, and in a 
‘medium which penetrates everything and 
in which the molecules are imbedded. The 
molecules obstruct the X rays the more 
effectively as the density of the body con- 
cerned is greater. . 

It geemed possible that the geometrical 
arrangement of the molecules might affect 
the action of a body upon the X rays, so that, 
for txaniple, Iceland spar might exhibit 
different phenomena according to the rela- 
tion of the surface of the plate to the axis

Also for this reason the X rays, which are 
not deflected by a magnet, cannot be re- 
garded as cathode rays which have passed 
through the glass, for that passage cannot, 
according to Lenard, be the cause of the 
different deflection of the rays. Hence I 
conclude that the X rays are not identical 
with the cathode rays, but are produced 
from the cathvoae rays at the glass surface 
of the tube, 

The rays are generated not only in glass. 
I have obtained them in an apparatus closed 
by an aluminium plate two millimeters 
thick. Il propose later to investigate the be- 
havior of other substances. 

The justification of the term “ rays,” ap- 
plied to the phenomena, lies partly in the 
regular shadow pictures produced by the 
interposition of a more or less permeable 
body between the source and a'photographic 
plate or fluorescent screen. 

I have observed and photographed many 
such shadow pictures. Thus, I have an out- 
line’ of part of a door covered with lead 
paint; the image was produced by placing 
the discharge tube on one side of the door 
and the sensitive plate on the other. I have 
also a shadow of the bones of the hand, ofa 
wire wound upon a bobbin, of a set of 
weights :in a box, of a compass card and 
needle completely inclosed in a metal case, 
of a piece of metal where the X rays show 
the want of homogeneity, and of other 
things. —

I have sought for interference effects of 
the X_ rays, but possibly, in consequence of 
their small intensity, without result. 

Researches to investigate whether electro- 


_ Static forces act on the X rays are begun, 


but not yet concluded. 

If one asks what then are these X rays, 
since they are not cathode rays, one might 
suppose, from their power of exciting 
fluorescent and chemical action, them to be 
light. In opposition to 
this view a weighty set of considerations 
presents itself. If X rays be indeed ultra- 
light, then that light must possess 
the following properties: 

It is not refracted in passing from air into 
water, carbon bisulphide, aluminum, rock 
salt, glass, or zinc. 

It is incapable of regular reflection at the 
surfaces of the above bodies. - 

It cannot be polarized by any ordinary 
polarizing media. 

The absorption by various bodies must 
depend chiefly on their density. 

That is to say, these ultra-violet rays must 
behave quite differently from the visible, 
infra-red, and hitherto known ultra-violet 
rays. 

These things appear so unlikely that I 
have sought for another hypothesis. 

A kind of relationship between the new 
rays and light rays appears to exist: at least 
the formation of shadows, fiuorescence, and 
the production of chemical action point in 
this direction. Now.it has been known for 
a long time that besides the transverse vi- 
brations which account for the phenomena of 
light, it is possible that longitudinal vibra- 
tions should exist in the ether, and, accord- 
ing to the view of some physicists, must ex- 
ist. It is, granted that their existence has 
not yet béen made clear, and their properties 
are not experimentally demonstrated. 
Should not the new rays be ascribed to 
longitudinal waves in the ether? 

I must confess that I have in the course of 


this research made myself more and more ; 


familiar with this thought, and venture to 
put the opinion forward, while I am quite 
conscious that the hypothesis advanced stil] 
requires a more solid foundation. 

Results at U. of M. 

While universities and colleges all over the 
world are sending out almost daily bulletins 
of the work done.in experimenting on the 
new photographic process, the University of 
Michigan has been almost entirely unheard 
from. But in spite of their silence to the pub- 
lic, the physicists of this great Western uni- 
versity of learning have not neglected the 
new scientific furor, and have long ago ac- 
complished all the more common feats per- 
formed with the new method. After takirg 
the ordinary shadow pictures through vari- 
ous substances, they have decided to enter 
on a rather extensive investigation, and are 
now making apparatus and facilities for 
careful experimentation on the whys and 
wherefores of the X rays. , 

Prof. Henry 8S. Carhart, Prof. J. O. Reed. 
and Prof. C. G. Taylor have made excellent 
pictures. One especially excellent negative 
shows a small piece of-a steel hacksaw 
blade,-an iron key, a vuleanite washer. a 
nickel coin, a brass check, a metal cone, and 
a lead pencil. The unusually penetrating ef- 
fect of the light is shown by the fact that 
the lower edges of the substances which 
were hearest to the cathode bulb are con- 
siderably transparent to the mysterious 
rays. A picture taken later showed the 
wreath on a one-cent copper coin, ¢ 
produced the letters “PP” and 
stamped into a piece of aluminum. 

The apparatus used at the Michigan Uni- 
versity in making these trials is well fitted 
for the purpose. An induction coil fourteen 
inches long, which will throw a six-inch

The Crookes tube, which 
hes given the most successful ri sults, con- 
tains sulphide of barium or some similar 
fluorescent material, which is shaken down 
into one end out of the way. Prof. Reed 
uses this tube in five-minute excitations. 
with one-minute intervals of rest between. 
He finds this method necessary, since after 
a longer run the resistance of the tube be- 
comes extremely high and the electricity 
wfll often break across four inches of air 
rather than go through it. But after a 
slight rest the carrying capacity of the tube 
is renewed. 

This fact of a needed rest for the tubés 
used is one of the most curious observations 
made by Prof. Réed in his experiments, and 
one which has not been mentioned by other 
investigators. After an exposure of fifty 
minutes, by the use of a Crookes tube, Prof. 
Reed believes it is necessary to give the ap- 
paratus a rest of forty-eight hours, in order 
to get good results. In one case after wseing 
a tube thirty minutes it was put on a 1,000,009 
volt Holz machine, which would give sparks 
eight inches long, but the tube refused to 
give any shadow pictures. 


Preparing for Experiments. 


In the way of future developments of the 
Roentgen photography aie considerable 
course of experiments is being laid out by 
Profs. Carhart and Reed. New tubes have 
been ordered and are expected shortly. A 
quantity of the fluorescent platinocyanide 
of barium has been prepared by Dr. P. L. 
Sherman Jr. of the chemical department, 
and will be used by the experimenters in 
mapping out the light rays in a manner 
similar to that adopted by Prof. Roentgen. 
A remarkable Sprengel pump has been 
added recently by Prof. P. C. Freer to the 
apparatus of the chemical laboratory. It is 
a German importation called a Kahlbaum 
combined water and mercury pump, and 
comes from C. Kramer, Freiburg. In it an 
ordinary head of water from a faucet raises 
a column of mercury five or six feet high, 
which last in dropping makes a vacuum 
smaller and more perfect than any of the 
university’s instruments can test. This air 
pump can be used to make Crookes tubes of 
the most approved pattern. 

The recent published discovery of making 
a Crookes tube with the terminals on the 
outside is an old story at the University of 
Michigan. Nearly thirteen years ago Prof, 
Carhart discovered a piece of tinfoil on the 
outside of an exhausted tube would act as 
well for a terminal as an interior contact. 
He showed his experiments at the time, and 
has been astonished recently at the redis- 
covery of the idea. 

Profs. Carhart and Reed are scarcely con- 
verts to the theory advanced by Prof. Roent- 
gen regarding the longitudinal vibrations of 
the X rays. They are rather inclined to the 
supposition (hat the greatly talked of undu- 
lations are an infra-red light, being located 
somewhere in the spectrum between the red 
rays and the Hertz or electrical undulations. 
On the whole they feel that littie or nothing 
has been discovered since Roentgen gave 
his observations to the public.

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& WHO NOMINATED FOSS? 

* Who killed cock rob’n?”’ is an inquiry 
that sinks into insignificance in comparison 
with the great Chicago mystery, “ Who 
nominated Foss?’ The Record claims all 
the credit of it, alleging that its tremendous 
influence in quarters where it is not much 
read brought Republicans to the polls by 
thousands. The Times-Herald for its part 
cannot deny that it is the sparrow of this 
occasion, and that with its bow and arrow 
it slew Boyce and nominated his opponent. 
We understand that all the Altgeld Repub- 
licans in Lake View voted for Foss after 
reading the Times-Herald, and that all the 
Democrats in the Fourteenth Ward would 
have gone to the primaries for him if he 
had not been a Republican. On the testi- 
mony of these two important organs of 
public opinion it is quite clear that each of 
them did it, and that neither is unwilling 
modestiy to appropriate all the credit for it. 
They did it, too, by indirection. They did 


not support Foss and they blackguarded bis 


opponent. Although Boyce has never been 
tried or convicted by any court, or even 
prosecuted for trial, they tried and convict- 
ed him. They sent him up for forty years, 
more or less. They alleged that a paper, 
the advertising of which he controlled, liad 
been excluded from the mails in Canada, 
and therefore Foss should be nominsted. 
They proved that a person who had ad- 
vertised in one of his papers had beer sent 
to State’s prison. It is true they did not 
show that Boyce had been sent to State’s 
prison or that any of his papers had been 
excluded from the mails in the United 
States. But they made Boyce out to bea 
bad man, and so they claim the people 
nominated Foss, 

The inference is plain that, according to 
the Democratic Record and the Altgeld- 
Mckinley Herald, Foss was not nominated 
ou his own merits but on the demerits of his 
They show to their own satis- 
faction that the Republicans really did not 
want loss enough to vote for him, but that 
they hunted Boyce enough to give expression 
to their preference for Foss. We under- 
stand them to argue that if Boyce had not 
been accused of circulating obscene litera- 
ture Foss would have been defeated and 
that he owes his nomination to the good 
luck of haying a weak opponent rather than 
to any positive qualities of his own. 

THe TRIBUNE would be sorry to believe 
that this was true. This paper advocated 
the nomination of Foss on the ground that 
he was the best man for the place, that he 
had been tried and was not found wanting, 
and that the attempt to throw him out by 
machine methods for a price was disgrace- 
ful and ought to be prevented. Tue TriB- 
UNE did not abuse Boyce, but it did eall 
strenuously and repeatedly upon the Repub- 
licans of Lake View, among whom it circu- 
lates, to go to the polis and vote for Foss, 
because he was the best candidate and if 
permitted to go back to Congress will give 
that district, as we said, a national reputa- 
tion. Looking back upon the campaign we 
especially rejoice that THe Trispune did 
not sling any mud at Mr. Boyce. If the 
Record and Times-Herald take any pleas- 
ure in the contemplation of the part they 
played in that campaign they are welcome 
to it. If they believe Foss was nominated 
by Democrats and Altgeld Republicans 
they may hug that comfortipg delusion to 
their breasts. Tue TRiBUNE knows that 
about nine-tenths of the Republicans in 
Lake View who voted for Foss are readers 
of this paper. It knows that they went to 
the polls because they positively wanted 
Foss, not simply because they hated Boyce. 
It believes they would have nominated Foss 
against any other candidate the’ machine 
might have put up, and that he is not now in 

he humiliating position in which his false 
friends would seek to put him of enjoying a 
triumph only because he had an unworthy 
opponent. That is what the machine likes 
to think and declare, It is not what Tue 
TRIBUNE says or believes. Foss was nom- 
inated because he is the most promising 
young man in Congress today, because the 
people of his district are proud of him, be- 
cause he has hosts of ardent friends, who 
went to the primaries for him, because the 
machine by denying him fair play created 
syinpathy for him among all right feeling 
Republicans. We will not mortify him or 
impair his usefulness by arguing that al- 
most any other Republican in the district 
céuld have been nominated if batked by 
the machine and that the machine owes its 
defeat to its lack of judgment in selecting 
a candidate to run against him. It should 
count more to be for a man. than to be 
against his opponent. THe TRIBUNE is very 
glad it was ardently for Foss and not sorry 
that it opposed Boyce in a dignified and dis- 
passionate way.

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JUDICIAL WASTE OF TIME. 

According ‘to Judge Payne the Circuit 
Judges in this county are now trying cases 
begtn upon dates ranging from Feb. 1, 1895, 
to Sept. 7, 1893. The Superior Court Judges 
are a little more behindhand, being engaged 
on suits commenced between Dec, 30, 1892, 
and Aug. 28, 1894. There are some suits 
begun in April, 1892, nearly four years ago, 
which have not been reached. 

If a case cannot come to trial in less than 
one year, and may not do so for four, that 
provision of the bill of rights which declares 
that every person oyght to obtain “ right 
and justice completely and without denial, 
promptly and without delay,” might as well 
be expunged. That so mang suits should 
be begun in this county, when it takes so 
many years to get a hearing, shows how 
litigious man is, and how ready he is to spend | 
his time in dancing attendance on courts 
and his money in feeing lawyers, rather 
than let some one impose on him. 

There are a great many Judges in this 
county. The number has been increased 
from time to time, but prompt justice can- 
not be had. The cases are not as well up in 
the Superior Court as they were seven years 
ago, though that court has four more 
Judges. 

Judge Payne says there are more Judges 
than are needed to do the work, if they 
would only do it, ahd not dawdle, He as- 
serts that State courts have the power 
to hurry up cases and ought to exercise it 
When it has become apparent that the 
plaintiff has failed to make out a case the 
trial should be stopped then and there. 
There should be shorter arguments, not 
more than an hour at the most. There 
should be no discussion of the admissibility 
of evidence unless the Judge asks for it. 

The substance of Judge Payne's com- 
plaint is that the Judges allow a great deal 
of time to be wasted. Whoever has ever 
witnessed a trial in this county knows that 
suchisthecase. It would be easy to dispose 
of twice as many cases in a week as are put 
through now. 

Why, then, do not the Judges who are 
complaining constantly that they are so far 
behind with their calendars make a serious 
effort to catch up? Partly because they are 
accustomed to the present dilatory system 
and partly because they do not want to 
offend anybgdy, for. it may involve the 
waste of time in a nominating convention 
at some future day. , Elective Judges are 
always more timid than appointive ones. 
Judge Payne is bolder than the others, but 
he does not propose to stay on the bench. 
He can afford to tell the truth and to admit 
that what is needed to give suitors in this,/ 
county prompt justice is not more Judges 
or more legislation, but economy of judicial 
time. 
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LADY HENRY SOMERSET’S SUIT. 

The American press has been denounced 
frequently by London journa!s for indulg- 
ing in * personalities.” It is to be doubted, 
however, whether any American pafer of 
sjanding equal to that of the Pall Mall 
Ge-ette would gratuitously and grossly in- 
§ «a woman like Lady Henry Somerset, 
whose personal character is above reproach | 
and whose charities further entitle her to | 
public esteem. Mr. Astor's Tory news- 
paper and Mr. Astor himself have been 
sued for libel by Lady Henry Somerset. 
the libelous statement being that “ Lady 
Henry Somerset would drive any one mad.” 
The occasion for this wanton attack omrthe 
‘reputation of a good woman was thé fact 
that the most notorious reprobate in Lon- 
don, a creature whose senses had long ago 
been dissolved in bad liquors, one Jane | 
Cakebread, had become officially insane 
while Lady Henry was endeavoring to re- 
form her. 

Mr. Astor doubtless will deny personal 
responsibility for the publication/and possi- 
bly discharge another editor or two. It 
may be, however, that the Somerset libel 
will be found to belong to the category of 
“ tittle-tattle,”” which one of the recently 
discharged editors said was Mr. Astor's 
personal department. 

It is likely if this hypothesis be estab- 
lished that it will not mitigate in the eyes 
of the British jury the amount of damages 
Mr. Astor will have to pay for debauching 
his newspaper to serve the ends of a petty 
malice against a noble woman. 
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CHEAP GAS FOR BOSTON. 

It is proposed, if the requisite authority 
be obtained, to furnish cheap gas and coke 
to the people of Boston and its environs. 
The parties asking permission say they can 
distribute good gas at about 30 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet and sell coke at prices which 
will be attractive to consumers of fuel. 
The scheme is to bring edal from the Island 
of Cape Breton, Nova Beet. to Boston, 
and there resolve it into its constituent cle- 
ments of coke, tar, gas, and ammonia by a 
‘process similar to one which has been suc- 
cessfully used in Germany for the last six- 
teen years, The essential business part of 
the scheme is to manufacture coke at a 
point where the by-product, gas, has a high 
conumercal value. 

The coal fields at Cape Breton are owned 
by the Province of Nova Scotia, but are 
leased for 100 years to the Dominion Coal 
company, which now distributes about a 
million tons per year, mostly in Canada, 
while navigation up the St. Lawrence is 
open. During the other six months of the 
year the mines and the laborers are idle, 
and it is desired to find them employment by 
obtaining an entrance to the markets of New 
England for the product. The coal is 
“smoky,” being of a highly volatile char- 
acter, and for that reason is not quite as 
good as West Virginia coal for ordinary 
uses under the boiler.

At 30 cents per 1,000 this would 
‘mean 6 cents per day or $18 per year fora 
horse-power, while the Niagara Falls com- 
pany charges $25, and there is not a water 
power in New England that furnishes power 
socheaply. It isstated, however, that num- 
bers of gas engines in Europe are guaran- 
teed to run with a consumption 6f 17 feet 
per horse-power per hour, and it is believed 
possible to reduce the quantity here to not 
more than 15 feet, which would make the 
annual cost per horse-power less than $14. 
Of course a similar economy would be avail- 
able in the use of the gas for household pur- 
poses. Cooking, washing, and warming 
would be greatly reduced in cost, and there 
would be far less danger of interruption to 
the supply in very cold weather than has 
been experienced with natural gas brought 
from a great distance. 

It may be presumed the estimates of cost 
take into account the present duty of 40 
cents per ton on coal. But if that were 
doubled or taken away it would make only 
a small difference in the ultimatecost of the 
product, labor and the expense of distribu- 
tion remaining as before. If such advan- 
tages offered to the people of Boston and 
vicinity are obtainable by the use of coal 
from Nova Scotia there is a great gain pos- 
sible to those of other large centers of popu- 
lation by the use of our domestic coal in the 
same way. At present many millions of 
dollars’ worth of the by-products of coke- 
making flow to waste every year instead of 
being offered on reasonable terms for use 
by the people.

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DITOR of The Tribune: In March, 
1892, the Charities Review, then and 
now edited by Mr. John H. Finley’ the 
President of Knox College, Gales- 
burg, published an article by an ex-citizen 
of Chicago advocating the establishment of 
a people’s bank, which should do a pawn- 
broking business upon reasonable terms. 
The article pqinted out, among other things, 
that the most prosperous merchant would 
be forced into bankruptcy if he had to pay 
his banks the rates of interest which the 
very poor pay pawnbrokers for loans upon 
absolutely safe security. 

In May, 1892, a special committee of three, 
consisting of one ex-citizen of Ohio and two 
éx-citizens.of Chicago, reported to the Char- 
ity Organization Society of New York in 
favor of carrying out the recommendations 
of this article. 

It took two years to raise the $100,000 of 
capital needed, but this was finally done, 
chiefly through the efforts of Mr. Robert W. 
de Forest, President of the Charity Organi- 
zation Society and an eminent lawyer, and 
of Mr. James Speyer, the well-known bank- 
er. April 25, 1894, the Provident Loan So- 
ciety was organized with the following offi- 
cers and trustees:

Sixteen gentlemen contributed $5,000 each, 
two $2,000, fifteen $1,000, and two $500 apiece. 
By the terms of the contribution the sub- 
scribers could not receive more than 6 per 
cent per annum on their money and could 
receive nothing unless the trustees chose to 
declare a dividend. 

The society has just published its first an- 
nual report, covering a period of twenty-one 
months and nine days, to Dec. 51, 1895, 

What the Report Shows. 

The facts which follow are drawn from 
that report: 

Between May 21, 1894, when the society 
commenced operations, and Dec. 31, 1805, 
the close of the first full calendar year ofits 
existence, it loaned more than $600,000, of 
which about $200,000 was outstanding at the 
close of the year, and earned somewhat 
more than 6 per cent upon its contributed 
capital of $100,000, after _payment of all 
charges and expenses, including losses. 

The importance of this result is notin hav- 
ing conducted a successful business, but in 
having demonstrated by actual experiment 
on a scale sufficiently large and continued 
over a period sufficiently long to warrant 
final conclusions that aid can be given ona 
strictly business basis by loans of money at 
1 per cent a month, or one-third of the legal 
charge made by pawnbrokers on small loans 
for short time. 

It was evident that if capital so employed 
could under sound business management be 
made to return simple interest over and 
above a safe margin for contingent losses, 
the benevolent purpose of the society would 
admit of indefinite extension, not only in 
our own metropolis but in other cities where 
the need of such agencies is quite as great. 
The doubt was whether the heavy expense 
of conducting the business and the losses on 
loans unpaid and either insufficiently se- 
cured.or obtained on a pledge of stolen prop- 
erty, might not prevent success and there- 
fore limit the capital of the society to what 
it could obtain by gift without the expecta- 
tion of any return. This doubt has now been 
removed. 

Methods of the Society. 

It became manifest within a few months 
after the society commenced operations that 
a larger sum than $100,000 was needed to 
supply the pressing demands for loans. On 
Sept. 5 the whole amount of $100,000 was 
outstanding on loans and the Treasurer was 
authorized to borrow additional moneys-on 
notes of the society bearing interest at 5 per 
cent and maturing at the close of the year. 
Such notes were issued to the amount of 
$40,000. 

lor the purpose of funding these notes and 
providing additional resources the society

business basis. No loan has been made ex- 
cept upon security believed to be adequate. 
In no other way could the benevolent inten- 
tion of the society continue to be carried out 
or its resgurces extended. 

The methods adopted have been analogous 
to those used in ordinary pawnshops, with 
the following important exceptions: 

The charge for interest has been at the in- 
variable rate of 1 per cent per month or frac- 
tion of a month if over three days, instead 
of the legal pawnbrokers’ rate of 2 or 3 per 
cent per month according to the amount or 
duration of the loan. 

Payment of the loan by installments of not 
less than $1 has been invited and accepted. 

Notice of the sale of unredeemed pledges 
was mailed to every borrower whose address 
was known to the society and opportunity 
given to redeem at any time before actual 
Sale, which did not take place until from 
oe to six months after the due dateof the 

oan. 

No charge whatever has been made for 
tickets, or for storing goods, or for wrapping 
or hanging them up, or for other incidental 
expenses which have in practice been made 
by some pawnbrokers. 

The society has thus far limited the classes 
of personal property on which it has made 
loans to clo.hing and to so-called “‘ jewelry,” 
including under that designation all articles 
vf gold or silver, precious stones, opera 
Rlasses, eyeglasses, revolvers, etc. 


Results of Various Kinds, 

The pledgors have been laborers, mechan- 
ics, and many small storekeepers. There 
have been many women among them. Many 
have been Hebrews. Among other nation- 
alities, Americans and Germans have large- 
ly predominated. They have almost all be- 
longed to a self-respecting class anxious to 
preserve their self-respect by borrowing on 
a business basis rather. than by applying 
for charity. The names and business of all 
who deal with the society are necessarily 
and properly kept strictly private. e 

The umredeemed pledges on loans due 
prior to Sept. 1, 1894, were sold at the Fifth 
avenue auction rooms on Dec. 4, 1895. The 
sale was duly advertised and notice ‘of it 
mailed. Of the pledges sold, 182 realized 
more and 123 less than the amount due upon 
them and the expenses of the sale. Thesur- 
plus remaining in any case after payment of 
expenses has been held for and paid over to 
the pledgor on application. The loss inci- 
dent te the sale of articles at less than the 
amount due on them, and the expenses of 
sale, falls on the society. It was only 
$5258.41, or less than one-third of 1 per cent 
on the total amount loaned during the 
period covered by the sale. 

A number of pawnbrokers on the East Side 
have lowered their rates of interest to the 
rates charged by the society, presumably as 


the result of its. competition, and the influ- 
ence of the society has thus made itself felt 
beyond the circle of its own customers. 

A widespread interest in this form of 
benevolent effort has been aroused by the 
publicity given to the society’s organization, 
and hopeful efforts are being made in other 
cities for the establishment of similar insti- 
tutions, notably in Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
and Buffalo. 

In 492 working days, from May 21, 1894, 
to Dec. 31, 1895, the society made loans of 
$607,000.50 on 35,088 pledges, an average of 
$1,234 loaned perday. Theaverage loan was 
$17.33. The loans repaid amounted to $406,- 
771, secured by 23,789 pledges. The total 
amount of interest earned was $31,413.81. 

Less than 2% per cent of all loans failed to 
be redeemed at the expiration of the period, 
about fifteen months, allowed by the society. 

After paying interest on fits debenture 
bonds and all expenses, and after writing off 
40 per cent on office fixtures, the net earnings 
of the society from May 21, 1894, to Dec. 31, 
1895, were $10,309.94. From this a dividend 
ef 6 per cent ($6,000) has been declared. 

The society is now raising $200,000 more, 
half by 5 per cent debenture bonds and half 
by contributions on the original terms. With 
this it will open its first branch office within 
a few days.

HAS CUBA ISSUED POSTAGE STAMPS? 


Is It a Revenue Scheme or a Dodge of 
Some Lithographing Firm? 
New York, March 4.—[{Special.]—The Cu- 
ban Government has aut*orized an issue 
of postage stamps to 
be used in the trans- 
portation of all mail 
matter within the in- 
terior of Cuba as well 
as to foreign ports 
where the use of a 
special messenger 
service is necessary. 
This is the first decree 
issued by the new 
government, from 
which a _ source of 
revenue is to be cre- 
ated. 
AN ALLEGED The régime has es- 
CUBAN STAMP. tablished a system of 
perfectures throughout that portion of the 
island controlled by it, and a part of the 
duties of the prefects is to attend to the 
forwarding of all mails. The revenues de- 
rived from the new charges are partialiy 
to defray the expenses of these officers. 
Any excess is to be turned into the Treas- 
ury. 
. The mail to this country is sent by hand 
or through private channels, and the ex- 
pense is very heavy, as the Cuban Govern- 
ment has not yet been recognized by the 
pestal union of the various countries. Let- 
ters or other matter bearing the stamps of 
the new government are not yet recognized 
by the postoflices of the United States, and 
as a special messenger service is required for 
their transportation and safe delivery some 
provision had to be made for the expense 
attached to such service. 


The practice of issuing postage stamps for 
sale to ‘‘ stamp fiends ”’ is a practice not al- 
together new. Local stamp collectors were 
of the opinion yesterday thisinew “ Cuban 
issue ’’ was nothing more or less than a 
scheme to derive revenue out of the millions 
of stamp collectors throughout the world, 
who will have to buy the stamps if they are 
to keep their collections complete. Collect- 
ors aver there are “‘ governmeats,”’ princi- 
pally in Africa, which issue mew postage 
stamps whenever their treasuries become 
depleted, and recommend the scheme to 
Uncle Sam to take the place of interest- 
bearing and maturing bonds. 

“If the report that the Cuban insurgents 
have issued a set of postage stamps be true,”’ 
said a Chicago stamp collector yesterday, 
“the Cuban patriots have at last found the 
only real and logical means of raising funds 
to carry on their campaign against the ty- 
ranny of Spain. There are millions of stamp 
collectors in this. world, and each owner of 
an album wants to keep his collections of 
different countries as complete as possible. 
This means thousands of dollars for the in- 
surgents and many more thousands if they 
have the good sense to make many and high 
denominations. Suppose they follow the ex- 
ample of the United States, for instance, and 
issue a set of stamps with values as high as 
$5? If ‘stamp collectors want their ‘Cuban 
page’ complete they will have to buy a set, 
maybe costing $15. Of course, all collectors 
could not afford this, but there are more than 
enough engaged in the hobby who could af- 
ford it to make it a profitable investment for 
the insurgents if the report of the stamp issue 
be true.’’ 

Collecters have become so used to issues 
of stamps for revenue-raising purposes they 
are inclined to treat each new announcement 
with sarcasm and a significant touch of 
their pockets. There is some doubt about 
the truth of this latest announcement, how- 
ever, and also a question as to whether the 
issue would be used at all in Cuba. There 
are lithographing firms in New York who 
have.made it a practice to print stamps for 
governments, the governments getting’ all 
they need for use by their people and the 
lithographing firm selling all it can dispose 
ef on the side to collectors, thereby making 
its. profit. Some collectors think the Cuban 
issue can be placed side by side with these 
issues and are of the opinion the stamps 
were only “‘ authorized ” by some New York 
lithographing firm. A stamp alleged to have 
been authorized by the Cuban Government 
appeared on the stamp collecting market a 
month or two ago, but was looked upon with 
such disfavor that its promoters apparently 
withdrew it. ov

MAKING PICTURES WITHOUT RAYS. 


WwW. D. Crumbie Finds a New Way of 
Photographing Hidden Objects. 

New York World, Feb. 27: Since Prof. 
Roentgen’s discovery of photography by 
means of the cathode - rays the most im- 
portant results in that line of investigation 
have recently been obtained by William D. 
Crumbie, an assistant in the United States 
laboratories in this city. 

Mr. Crumbie has lately shown that the 
Roentgen pictures, so called, may be ob- 
tained without the use of the tubes and 
therefore without the cathode rays, which 
were supposed to be absolutely essential to 
the process. The results of his experiments 
without light are pictures—not shadows— 
clear in form and outline. 

He began his investigation with the as- 
sumption that the pictures were produced 
not by the rays, but by some influencein the 
magnetic field. His experiments have shown 
to him the truth of this theory, though he 
frankly admits that he is unable to define 
the influence which has produced such aston- 
ishing results. 

At the last meeting of the New York sec- 
tion of the Society of Chemical Industry 
Mr. Crumbie’s experiments, as reported by 
his chief, Dr. Wainwright, were discussed 
with the most profound interest. Chairman 
Alfred H. Mason of the New York section of 
the society said yesterday that Mr. Crum- 
bie’s discovery was really made in an en- 
tirely different fleld from that of Prof. 
toentgen’s investigation. He predicted that 
it opened the way to results even more re- 
markable. 

Mr. Crumbie’s experiments began soon 
after the announcement of Prof. Roentgen’s 
discovery. At his home in East Orange he 
explained to a World reporter last evening 
his methods of investigation. Feeling sure 
that the pictures could be produced without 
the rays, he constructed his apparatus ac- 
cordingly. The generative force at the out- 
set was very muck like that of Roentgen’s. 

Mr. Crumble used two Edison-Lande pho- 
nograph batteries. The primary circuit was 
established from these batteries to a small 
inductive coil, from which secondary wires 
Two coins and 


board and placed between two gelatine 
plates, and the bundle thus formed was 
placed in an ordinary photograph holder, 
which was set between the metal plates. 
To avoid all possibility of light, the experi- 
menter placed a photographer’s cover over 
the apparatus... 

. After an exposure of thifty hours Mr. 
Crumbie’s work was rewarded in a most 
astonishing way. He found that the ob- 
jects had been photographed clearly and dis- 
tinctly without the use of the tubes at all. 
He thought at first that the result might bea 
due to sparking agammst the paper, and he 
made experiments to see if this was so. 

He used a much stronger current to see 
whether sparking, if it had occurred, would 
produce marks on the cardboard or the 
gelatine film. There wag no evidence of any 
action aside from the usual development. 

Then Mr. Crumbie was sure of his theory 
that the pictures had been produced entire- 
ly by magnetic action. * 

Afterward he made a picture of a Colum- 
bian half-dollar on carbon paper without 
the wrapping of Bristol board. The picture 
revealed clearly the letters and date. 

. Mr. Crumbie modestly attributes these re- 

sults to the influence of Tesla’s success in 
his experiments in the static field, but he 
will continue his own work, and has hopes 
of obtaining even better photographs than 
those recently made.

KET WITH WARMER WEATHER. 
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Increase in the Number of Building 
Permits Continues to Be a Feature— 
Report of the Real Estate Board Ex- 
pert on the Number of Orders and 
Ordinances for Special Assessments 
Since Jan. 1—Needed Extension of 
License System to Be Discussed, 

A decided improvement in the real estate 
market was noted last week by many of the 
larger agencies. The demand for property, 
both for lease and puréhase, increased the 
latter part of the week and dealers regard 
with satisfaction \the ‘prospect of a good 
business this spring. 

Statistics from the office of Building Com- 
missioner Downey show the number of build- 
ing permits issued during January and Feb- 
ruary of this year exceed by 161 the number 
issued during the corresponding months last 
year. The total value of the buildings spec- 
ified in the permits is approximately the same 
for the first. two months of each year, $3,- 
125,000 Commissioner Downey predicts a 
large increase in the number of permits for 
‘this month over the record of March, 1895.

During an educational convention at Mad- 
ison the previous year Dr. Bell delivered an 
address on the education of the deaf, telling 
how it had been the study of his life, and 
how while making experiments to aid the, 
unfortunates who: are deprived of their 
hearing he discovered the telephone, and 
that the resuits of his investigations were 
such as to convince him that the old meth- 
ods of teaching them by signs and huddling 
them together in communities, instead of 
benefiting them, tended to increase the 
number of mutes. Gov. Rusk happened to 
hear the address and was much impressed 
with it. In his next message he advocated 
the establishment of public day schools for 
the deaf, as had been outlined in the plan of 
Dr. Bell in his lecture. Dr. Bell came to 
Wisconsin during the session of the Legis- 
lature, and he delivered an address before 
the committee which had charge of the bill, 
and at the invitation of the committee and 
of the Governor wrote a letter to the Legis- 
lature embodying his views and outlining 
the principal features of the new system 
and.the necessary. steps to be taken to 
establish it. These were incorporated into 
a law which was passed. 


Appropriations Are Inadequate. 


The appropriation provided for only allows 
$125 per year for each pupil taught in the 
schools, but even with this drawback the 
system has proved to be a success. 

The Wisconsin Phonological Institute, 
which has been a most active agent in the 
promotion of the system, has seen to it that 
none but competent teachers have heen em- 
ployed and its growth has consequently been 
slow, as all of the teachers have had to be 


specially trained for the work. The system | 


is also necessarily an expensive one, as a 
teacher can only handle a few pupils. No 
signs are used and the pupils are taught to 
read the words from the lips of the speaker 
and are taught to'talk. They are constantly 


kept in the society of hearing and speaking | 


people, and are thus made to learn quickly 
to read the lips. 

There are ten schools in the State which 
are conducted under this method and all of 
them are successful. Wisconsin has the only 
deaf person in this country who has com- 
pleted a course of training by this mrethorl 
who has taken a university course. Miss 
Hypatia d of this city enjoys this dis- 
tinction. © is a graduate of the Milwau- 
kee day school for the deaf. After gradua- 
tion at this institution she took a normal 
training and she is now taking a literary 
course at the Wisconsin University, where 
she stands high tn her studies, especially in 
rhetoric.

OR over two months Chicago has been 
the possessor of a new society—nota 
unique society, for New York has one 
similar—but one which in its aims 

and customs is well outside the usual rut of 
the social club. It is the Holland Society of 
Chicago, and in a great measure it is mod- 
eled upon the famous Holland Society of 
New York, though it is not a literal copy. 
Its founding was the direct result of the tie of 
ene blood, which, though several genera- 
tions in a new land may haye intervened, 
still draws together the descendents of the 
sume race, and its membership roll is spotted 
thick with “* Vans ”’ and * Ders.” 

For some time certain men among those 

- {nethis city descended from Holkinders had 
felt that an association of some sort was 
desirable; not merely for social intercourse, 
but to keep green the memory of the Dutch 
race among such as originally sprung from 
it. Since 1847, when the first Dutch families 
came to Chicago, the number of Hollanders 
in the city has increased steadily, until now 
it has reached nearly 20,000. They are not 
immigrants; by far the greater number 
‘have known no other home than the United 
States; but the pride in the Dutch blood is 
still in them. The men who first conceived 
the idea of forming a society of Hollanders 
were Americans of the Americans. Many 
of them belonged to families which had been 
in the oount before government by the 
ple was even thought of. Their fore- 
had smoked long clay pipes under the 
stubby trees in the streets of New Amster- 
dam, and had seen the Dutch flag give place 
‘to the Cross of St. George. But they were 
* far from forgetting that before they be- 
came American they had been Dutch, and 
., the project of forming a Dutch society at 
’ last found expression in a little knot of the 
most enthusiastic. 

W. K. Ackerman, Peter Van Schaack, and 
George Birkhoff took hold of the matter, 
held a meeting, and, as a feeler, sent out 
cards proposing the founding of a society. 
They weré surprised at the number and 

er of the responses that-were re- 
turned. The idea met with immediate favor 
among the representative men of the city, 
and steps were at once taken to carry it out. 


Americans First, Dutch Afterward.

Must Trace Lineage. 


The genealogical part of the society is 
necessarily a strong feature, since it is 
founded on the basis of descent, and eligi- 
bility is admitted only after the descent 
has been proved. On making appl-cation 
each candidate is obliged to fill out a blank 
tracing his lineage back .to the original 
immigrant. 8S. E. Gross, who is not yet a 
member, but expects to be one soon, is at 
present pursuing his ancestors through the 
past. He has a man at work hunting tném 
down, locating them, and constructing an 
elaborate family tree a twig atatime. The 
blank is always in one form and follows the 
family back to Holland. Here, for instance, 
is the genealogical record of Mr. Ackerman:

Removing the “ Iron Gates.” 

The blasting Operations at the Iron Gates, 
on the Lower Danube, are nearly finished, 
and it is expected that by next September 
the obstacles which have hitherto impeded 
navigation will have been removed. As 
svon as the channel has been cleared it will 
be possible for large ships to ascend the 
river as far as Vienna, and in Austro-Hun- 
garian military circles the erection of suit- 
able fortifications for the protection of the 
waterway will have to be taken into consid- 
eration. 

Although the rocks at the Iron Gates hin- 
dered traffic, they at the same time formed 
a natural barrier for hostile vessels. This 
barrier having now disappeared measures 
will be taken not only to increase the existing 
flotilla of Danube monitors, but to strength- 
en it by the additon of a number of torpedo 
boats. In order to accommodate the latter 
during the winter months it is intended to 
construct a harbor at Buda-Pesth, and with 
that object in view preliminary arrange- 
ments have already been made. It is antici- 
pated that at the next meeting of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian delegations this subject will 
be discussed.—Vienna Dispatch in London 
Times.

Speaking of the famous Italian reminds 
me of something interesting from Rome, in 
a private letter. The Countess V. writes of 
the requiem mass—composed for the occa- 
sion on the anniversary of the burial of 
Victor Emmanuel at the Pantheon, where 
he Hes entombed. She writes: ‘In this 
most perfect of all remaining temples of 
antiquity, the faultless dome sent back the 
echoes of the purely Italian and soulful 
music, as ina dream. There was no organ, 
only wind and stringed instruments of the 
orchestra, including harps, the solo and 
chorus being in perfect keeping with the 
dignity of the Kyrie and Dies Irae, and the 
Sanctus, with its chorus of angelic praising. 

For this requiem service the catafalque 
is always mounted, as in continental fash- 
ion, and upon this the casket of Il Re 
Galantuome, on which lies his military 
cloak, his sword, and his crown, sur- 
rounded with a multitude of candles, and 
guarded by the magnificent cuirassiers 
with their, impassive mien. Besides the 
usual lighting of the temple, the Roman 
fiaccole give characteristic dignity—the 
bronze lamps, With their bituminous flame. 
which might have served the empire, or even 
ages before that on festal or mournful oc- 
‘asion.’’

HONEY IS VALUABLE AS A FOOD, 


It Is Almost Ready for Assimilation 
Without Effort of the Stomach, 

Probably most people consider honey as 
the equal in value for food of any sweet. 
sauce—no better, no worse. All ,.should 
know that it possesses one great superiority 
—ease of digestion. The nectar of flowers 
is almost wholly canesugar. The secretions 
added by the bees change this to grape sugar, 
and so prepare it that it is almost ready for 
assimilation without any effort on the part of 
the stomach; in fact, Prof. A. J. Cook once 
styled honey ‘‘ digested nectar.”’ It will be 
readily seen that honey is a very desirable 
food for those with weakened digestive 
powers If a person is very tired, ** too ex- 
hausted to eat,” it is astonishing how a few 
tastes of honey will act almost like magic. 
Almost no effort is required to make it ready 
for assimilation. Persons suffering from 
some form of kidney trouble will find that 
honey is a much more beneficial food for 
them than is cane sugar. 

In eating comb honey many strive to eject 
every particle of wax, fearing that, as wax 
is indigestible, nightmare and other trouble- 
some consequences will follow an indulgence 
in warm biscuit and honey. It is true that 
bread#is more easily digested than warm 
biscuit, as the latter is inclined to “ pack ” 
in chewing, but it may surprise some to 
know that comb honey is really an aid to 
the digestion of hot bread or biscuit. The 
philosophy of the matter is that the flakes 
of wax prevent the “ packing,” ‘while the 
honey readily dissolves out, leaving pas- 
sages for the gastric juice to enter the mass 
of food. The flakes of wax are indigestible, 
it is true, but when warmed are perfectly 
smooth and soft, and will not injure the 
most delicate membrane; in fact, they act 
as a gentle stimulant, and are beneficial in 
some forms of alimentary difficulties. The 
unpleasant symptoms from which some 
suffer after eating honey may often be re- 
moved by drinking a little milk.—Albany 
Cultivator.

RESSMAKING has been given a place 

among the domestic-arts and ‘is being 

taught from plain sewing to millinery 

in Armour Institute. The subject is 
pursued in a technical and special course, 
and women can receive either professional 
or home training. The classes are under the 
direction of capable women, who make the 
work interesting and free it from its associa- 
tion of drudgery which it has in the minds 
of many women. There is no longer an ex- 
cuse for the woman who wishes she could 
make her clothes, but doesn’t know how. 
Now she can learn if-she wants to at come 
paratively little expense and be independent 
of dressmakers and sewing women. She 
can make a business of it and become suffi- 
ciently capable to set up an establishment, 
or she can stop anywhere along the line o 
knowledge she chooses. ; 

If she thinks she‘is going to learnitallina 
few lessons, however, she is greatly mistak- 
en. She may even be obliged to undergo tle 
mortification of. receiving instruction in the 
first principles of plain sewing. But what- 
ever she learns, whether she considers it im- 
portant or not, will be useful to her. 

In the first place the applicant for instruc- 
tion is brought face to face with an examila- 
tion. She is given a piece of cambric to 
hem and another to gather, and a seam to 
sew on a machine. If this is well done and 
meets with the approval of the instructor 
She is admitted into the first course of dress- 
making. 

On the other hand, if she fails to pass her 
first examination, and there are many who 
do, she is obliged to start at the beginning 
and take a three months’ course in plain 
sewing. This may seem long time to spend 
preparatory to the first lessons in simple 
dressmaking, but when a woman cannot sew 
a straight seam, or turn a hem neatly, it will 
be none too much. There are three termsof 
three months each in plain sewing, besides 
a technical course. The work of the latter 
course is completed in three months, and 
classes are held five mornings cach week, 
In the first term of the regular course the 
position of the body while sewing is taught; 
also basting and running, overhand and 
back-stitching, putting in gussets, and mak- 
ing plackets, gathering, putting on bands, 
mitering corners, making button-holes, and 
sewing ‘on buttons. Also slip-stitching and 
blind-stitching and all kinds of hemmi? 
and darning. 

The second and third terms are devoted to ~ 
machine sewing, cutting and fitting under- 
garments, and the making of children’s 
dresses. The full course is only taken by 
those who intend making it a specialty, and 
after the first three months’ practice the 
student is ready for the first principles of 
dressmaking. 

For Home Use. 

The first course in dressmaking is intended 
for those who wish to learn dressmaking for 
home use. There are also three terms of 
three months each in the course. Lessons 
are given twice each week and are two hours 
long. 

Students must be over 16 years of age, and 
the materials used are selected and furnished 
by them. A cloth dress of some light weight 
material is usually chosen for a beginning, 
The maker of the dress consults the fashion 
books provided by the institute and decides 
onsome particular style. The skirt is drafted 
and cut from measure. The instructor hangs 
one skirt, explaining to the class how it is 
done, and after that the students experiment 
on one another's skirts. The waist and 
sleeves are cut from a pattern, and the final 
lessons are devoted to the trimming and 
finishing of the waist. One dress is all that 
there is time to make in a term, but the 
average woman will have learned all that 
is necessary for ordinary home dressmaking. 
During the second and third terms instruc- 
tion is given in cutting waists from measure 
and advance pattern cutting. There are also 
interesting talks on the manufacture of 
woolen textiles:and the tests of silk. 

For those who wish to go into the subject 
more deeply there is a course of technical 
dressmaking of four terms. Instruction in 
this branch is given daily from ¥ to 12 a. m, 
and from 2 to 3 o'clock p. m., and examina- 
tions are held at the close of each term, 
Drafting, cutting, and fitting and the fin- 
ishing of tailor-made gowns are taught, also 
the designing and making of evening gowns 
and the fitting and pressing of jackets and 
children’s garments. After the first term 
of this course students are allowed to take 
orders for work. 


How Millinery Is Taught. 

Another important feature included In the 
department of domestic arts is millinery. 
Like dressmaking, it cannot be mastered 
in a few lessons. There are three terms in 
the course, and the woman who takes them 
all will have a thorough knowledge in bon- 
net-making. Considerable.time is spent to 
advantage on the form, lines, and general 
construction of hats and bonnets. Frames 
are made and covered, and the mystery of 
folds, facings, rosettes, and bows is solved, 
There are talks on the manufacture of ma- 
terials and colors and the use and care of 
feathers. There are lessons on the making 
of fancy muffs and boas, and the mourning 
bonnet and veil is given its share of atten- 


tion. 


The rcom in which the lessons In dressmak- 
ing are given is large and well provided with 
sewing machines. Eight students constitute 
a full class, and each has a work table on 
which she does her cuttings. A gas stove ., 
heats the flat irons for pressing and there . 
are all sizes and shapes of boards upon which 
to do it. Diagrams and illustrations are 
made on a blackboard, and each student is 
required to keep a notebook and record of 
class demonstrations. 

One of the instructors, when asked what 
class of women entered the dressmaking 
course, said: ‘“‘ They are without exception 
from well-to-do families. They are bright 
and intelligent, and always furnish good 
material to work on, When they select a 
style or pattern they wish to copy in their 
own gown, and we see that it is not at all 
suitable to the material or themselves, we 
tell them so and decide upon something

ON WASHINGTON 
THROWN BY LETTERS. 


Correspondence That Shows Him 
Both as-a Creditor and a 
Hard-Up Debtor. 


He Was Just and Generous and Had a 
Fine Vein of Humor and 
Sentiment. 


Y HEN Gen. Washington died his es- 

tate was estimated at about $530,- 

OW. A large part of this was, how- 

ever, unproductive real estate, 

and during the latter part of his life 
he found it difficult to meet the many 
requisitions of a public and _ private 
mature that were made upon_ him. 
During the seven years that he 
served as Commander-in-Chief of the Con- 
tinental army, without compensation, he 
Was compelled to neglect entirely his indi- 
vidual affairs, and when he returned to 


Mount Vernon in 1783 he found them in 


such a state of confusion that it required 
years of care and attention to put them 
upon a prosperous basis. Meanwhile he 
Was compelled to keep up a liberal hospital- 
ity at Mount Vernon, whither came all 


strangers of distinction who visited this 
country, -to say nothing of frequent visits 
“from his comrades of the war, who always 


; 
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received a cordial welcome from their old 
commander. 
Letter to a Creditor. 

Glancing over his voluminous correspond- 
ence, now among the government archives, 
abundant ‘evidence is found that he was 
often sorely pressed for money, and was 
sometimes forced to the unpleasant neces- 
sity of dunning those who owed him. Here, 
for instance, is a letter written in 1785 to one 
of his debtor friends: 

“From the assurances you gave mel had 
flattered myself that I should ere this have 
received a payment from you. I beg you to 
be assured that the disclosure I made to you 
of my circumstances was candid; and it 
cannot be more disagreeable to you to hear 
than it is to me to report that my wants 
are pressing. Some debts, which 1am really 
ashamed to owe, are unpaid, and I have 
been, for want of money, unable to do more 
with my manufacturing mill than to grind 
up my own crops, for wheat is not to be 
iy ge on credit and 1 have not cash to pay 

or it.”’ 

In 1788 he writes to the same person: 

* I should be glad to know precisely wheth- 
er I am to expect any and what part of the 
£200, on which you assured me in Phila. 
1 might absolutely rely, and the half of 
which you informed me in November should 
be sent to me by your servant in ten days, if 
you could not get the residue. I have put 


the Sheriff off three times; if he comes again | 


I must, if I have no further expectation from 
you, suffer him to make distress, as I raised 
nothing last year for sale, and allotted this 
money for the payment of taxes.”’ 


Had to Borrow Money. 


The first Presidential election under the 
Constitution was held in November, 1788, 
and the Electors chosen by the several 
States were all supposed to be in favor of 
Washington for the Chief Magistracy, as 
turned out to be the case when, on the 4d of 
March, 1789, they all voted for him. In an- 
ticipation of this event Washington made 
his preparations for removing to Philadel- 
phia, but he found himself so hampered by 
the want of money that he was compelled to 
write his friend, Capt. Richard Conway, ask- 
ing the loan of £500. In his letter, dated 
March 4, 1789, the first President says: 

“ Ijive hundred pounds would enabie me to 
discharge what I owe in Alexandria, etc., 
and to leave the State, if it shall not be in 
my power to remain at home in retirement, 
without doing this, would be exceedingly dis- 
agreeable to me.” ._ 

It need not be said that Capt. Conway was 
only too happy to oblige his illustrious coun- 
tryman, and Washington was spared the 
“ disagreeable.” alternative. 

While thus pressed for ready money Wash- 


ington showed himself a most considerate 
landlord to the many tenants who held leases 


n his landed estates, who were unable, 
rom the stringency of the times, to pay their 
tents promptly. But while lenient to these 
he showed no favors to those who had the 
ability but not the inclination to pay. He

“TIT have no scruple to disclose to you that 
my motives to the sale are to reduce my in- 
some to specialties that the remainder of 
my days may thereby be more tranquil and 
freer from care, and that I may be enabled 
{knowing precisely my dependence) to do as 
‘much good with it as the resource will admit; 
for although in the estimation of the world 
I possess a good and clear estate, yet so un- 
Productive is it that 1 am _ oftentimes 
ashamed to refuse aids which I cannot af- 
ford, unless I wish fo sell part of it toanswer 
the purpose. Although it is my wish to con- 
‘vert these lands into cash on the terms and 
for the purposes mentioned, yet for reasons 
which will readily occur to you I would not 
hawk them about as some do if they were 

er to be sold.”’ 

; world has been of the impression that 
Washi n, while eminently a just man, 
Was inclined to be close in money matters. 
In one sense he was. He always demanded 
his rights, and suffered no encroachments 
upon them. In business affairs he was exact 
and exacting. He made the best bargains 
he could, carried them out to the letter him- 
self, and ex ted others to do the same. 
Gen, Henry , “Light Horse Harry ": of 
the revolution, was a frequent visitor at 
Mount Vernon. On one occasion, while seat- 
ed at the table over the nuts and wine, 
Washington asked Lee if he knew where he 
could purchase-a fine pair of carriage horses. 
"*They must be large, dark bays, of good 
temper, and fine steppers.”’ Lee replied: 
ve just such a pair, General, but you 
cannot buy them.” “ Why not?’’ said Wash- 
ington. “‘ Because you won't give more 


than half price for anything, and I must 


have a big price.” es S 
Liberal and Generous. 


<a When occasion justified it Washington was 
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young gentleman that he can derive from the 
most unequivocal assurance of my stand- 
ing in the place of and becoming to hima 
father, friend, protector, and supporter.” 

lie recommended that young Lafayette 
should enter the university in Cambridge, 
‘‘ although it should be fora short time only, 
the expense of which, as also of every other 
means for his support, I will pay. And I 
now authorize you, my glear sir, to draw 
uponme accordingly,a fitisinany degree 
necessary or desired that M. Frestel, his 
tutor, should accompany him to the uni- 
versity in that character, any arrangements 
which you shall make for the purpose, and 
any expense incurred for the same, shall be 
borne by me in like manner.” 

In April, 1706, young Lafayette and his 
tutor, at Washington's invitation, took up 
their residence in his house at Philadelphia, 
and from there went with him to Mount Ver- 
non, where they remained as members of his 
family until the liberation of the Marquis, 
when they returned to France. 


Washington's sympathies were not con-: 


fined to his distinguished officers. The poor 
private who had carried a Continental mus- 
*et often appealed to him and was always 
oeard. Here is a letter from one of them, 
complaining that his petition for a pension 
and back pay has not been answered by the 
War Cffice, and asking for Washington's in- 
te “vention. By way of inducement the 
writer states that ne‘has just sent the Gen- 
eral “a barrel of fineapples.” Tfre letter is 
indorsed in Washington's own handwriting, 
with the name of the applicant, and he has 
cryly written bencath this indorsement, 
‘The barrel of appies has not arrived.”’ 
liis Sense of Humor. 

By the way, Washington was the _ re- 
cipient of all kinds of presents, tokens of 
esteem, from all Kinds of people, from the 
King of Spain, who sent him an Andalusian 
jack, to the Patriotic Society at Enkhuysen 
in Holland, who presented him six kegs of 
herring. All these gifts were acknowledged 
with becoming gravity. He writes the com- 
mittee of the Enkhuysen Society: 

‘With these letters came the six kegs of 
herring with: which your society has been 
pleased to honor me, a very grateful and ac- 
ceptable present. 1 beg you, gentlemen, to 
be persuaded that I receive this token of 
your respect with the highest gratification; 
and beg that you will favor me by presenting 
in the warmest manner my most respectful 
thanks to your right worthy and honorable 
society for this mark of their esteem and 
distinction,”’ 

It had not probably occurred to these 
worthy burghers that the recipient was the 
proprietor of a fishery on the Potomae that 
furnished herrings in such superabundance 
that they were used to manure his fields. 
But @Vashington himself, if he had any 
humor, must have enjoyed the joke. Andin 
spite of his grave exterior and dignified 
deportment, he did have a very keen sense 
of humor. Here is the evidence of it in a 
letter to the Marquis de Chastellux, who had 
written him, announcing his recent mar- 
riage: 

“In reading your very friendly and ac- 
ceptable letter, which came to hand by the 
last mail, 1 was, as you may well suppose, 
not less delighted than surprised to meet the 
plain American words, ‘ My wife.’ A wife! 
Well, my dear Marquis, 1 can hardly refrain 
from smiling to find you are caught at last. 
I saw by the evlogium you often made on 


the happiness of domestic life in America 


that you had swallowed the bait, and that 
you would as surely be taken one day or 
another as that you were a philosopher and 
soldier. 
Il am giad of it, with all my heart and soul. 
It is quite good enough for you. Now you 
are well served for coming to fight in favor 
of the American rebels, all the way across 
the Atlantic Ocean, by catching that terri- 
ble contagion, domestic felicity: which, like 
the smallpox or the plague, a man can catch 
only once in his life, because it commonly 
lasts him—at least with us in America—lI 
know not how you manage matters in 
France--for his whole lifetime.”’ 

And here is another, to Francis Hopkin- 
son, who had asked him to sit for his por- 
trait, to Mr. Pine, an English painter: 

‘‘In for a penny, in for a pound, is an old 
adage. I am so hackneycd to the touches 
of the painter’s pencil that | am now alto- 
gether at their beck, and sit, like Patience 
on a monument, while they are delineating 
the lines of my face. It is a proof among 
many others of what habit and custom can 
accomplish. At first I was as impatien't at 
the request and as restive under the opera- 
tion as a colt is of the saddle; the next time 
I submitted very reluctantly, but with less 
flouncing; now no drayvhorse moves more 
readily to the thill than 1 do to the painter's 
chair.’’ 

Man of Fine Sentiment. 

A man of humor 1s generally a man of 
sentiment, and Washington was not an ex- 
ception to the rule. When a youth his hap- 


piest hours had been spent at Belvoir, the | 


hospitable home of George Wiiliam Fairfax, 
a nephew of Lord Fairfax and a connection 
by marriage of the Washington family. On 
the breaking out of the Revolution Mr. Fair- 
fax, 


bors, had left Virginia and had taken up his 
residence in Englani. Washington was 
warmly attached to him and his family, and 
after the war was anxious that he should re- 
turn to Virginia. Under date of Feb. 27, 
1785, he writes his old friend: 

‘“T cannot at this moment recur to the 
contents of those letters of mine to you, 
which I suspect have miscarried, further 


'than that they were all expressive of an 


earnest’ wish to. see you and Mrs. Fairfax 
“once more fixed in this country, and to beg 
you that you would consider Mount Vernon 
as your home until you could buiid with con- 
venience, in which request Mrs. Washington 
joins me very sincerely. 1 never look toward 
Belvoir without having this uppermost in 
t But, alas! Belvoir is no 
I took a fide there the other 
to visit the ruins—and ruins in- 
they are. The dwelling house 
the two brick buildings in front 
underwent the ravages of the fire, the wails 
of which are very much injured. The other 
houses are sinking under the depredation of 
time and inattention, and I believe are or 
very soon will be a. heap of ruins.

letter: ‘‘ Your pathetic description of the 
ruins of Belvoir produced many tears and 
sighs from the former mistress of it.’ The 
ruins of Belvoir were emblematic of the 
ruin of the once wealthy proprietor. He 
writes: 

‘The American war, as it is called here, 
humbled ug unto the dust, and I trust totally 
eradicated the weeds of vanity and ostenta- 
tion. We live in our humble, neat, and com- 
fortable way, have a chaise and pair, have 
only two mén and two women servants, have 
every necessary of life brought to our door, 
our garden produces the sweetest vegeta- 
bles I ever tasted, and the flowers and 
shrubs employ me and delight my old wom- 
an.

hard!y do better than secure Lady Ran- 


dolph Churchill for a helpmate. She is 
@ woman of remarkable sagacity and 
shrewdness and justly deserves the credit of 
having been the principal factor in attaining 
the celebrity and eminence achieved by her 
late husband. To such an extent was this 
the case that Lord Randolph Churchill, who 
was of a very jealous and susceptible turn 
of mind, would frequently display irritation 
at the notion of his wife being regarded as 
responsible for his success. 

Whereas he was a creature of impulse, ca- 
pricious and apt to offend people by the brev- 
ity of his temper and sarcasm of his speech, 
being ever ready to sacrifice even an old 
friendship if it stood in the way of an epi- 
gram, his wife, on the other hand, always 
displayed a breadth of mind and shrewdness 
that won for her a reputation not merely 
English but European. She is as well 
known and as respected for her cleverness 
on the banks of the Neva and at Vienna as

in London, while Paris may be said to con- 
stitute her second home. 

She is not widely popular in London so- 
ciety; she is too brilliant for that, for women 
of her intellectual caliber are regarded with 
ili-will when they have the misfortune of 
being foreigners. Nor is she persona grata 
at court. At neither Windsor nor Marl- 
borough House is she liked, and if she wears 
ettached to her left shoulder the insignia 
of the Order of the Crown of Indla, the latter 
does not imply a token of royal favor, since 
it was conferred in accordance with the in- 
variable custom that prescribes the grant of 
this particular order to the wives of states- 
men who have held the office of Secretary of 
State for India. :

The Queen has never forgotten’ the slight 
placed upon herself by Lord | Randolph 
Churchill, when, during a visit io her 
Majesty, he coolly notitied the newspapers 
by letters written upon note paper bearing 
the royal cipher that he had resigned his 
office of Chancellor of the Exchequer, with- 
out having previously informed his sov- 
ereign or the Prime Minister of his deter- 
mination. 

No one to this day knows 
rrompted him to behave in this fashion, 
but it is generally understood that he was 
led to throw up his office by overheuring 
some indiscreet remark made by cne of 
the Queen's guests tu the effect tiat he 
was indebted for his political eminence and 
for his favor in high quarters to his wife's 
cleverness, and above all to the admiration 
which her beauty had inspired in the heart 
uf the Duke of Clarence. He took thé mat- 
ter tragically, and when he left for a six 
months’ sojourn in South Africa two or 
three weeks afterward his wife was not 
among those who bade him farewell at the 
reilroad station. By the time that he re- 
turned home, however, he-had realizei the 
act of injustice of which he had been guilty 
and permitted his beautiful wife to nurse 
him through his last sickness until tle end.

But the latter died of smallpox 
at Oxford, and thereupon the crown altered 
the patent of the Duke's peerage in such a 
manner as to enable it to descend to his 
daughters, of whom he had two, and it is the

.descendants of the\ younger of these two 


girls who now hold the title and estates. 
The peerage, therefore, in the opinion of 
the most eminent genealogists and heraldic 
authorities, descends from the father not 
to the eldest son, but to the eldest child, no 
matter whether a boy or a girl. 

Lady Wimborne, whose Christian name 
is Cornelia, and who is, perhaps, the mosi 
influential and, powerful of the great ladies 
in London society, was born after the late 
Duke of Marlborough but before Lord Ran- 
doiph, and in the event of the present Duke 
dying without issue the dukedom, the en- 
tailed estates, and the perpetual! pension of 
$20,000 per annum would pass not to Winston 
Churchill, Lord Randolph's eldest son, but 
to Lady Wimborne, who would become 
Duchess of Marlborough in her own right, 
Mr. Ivor Guest assuming the title of Marquis 
of Blandford until his mother’s demise. 

Lord Wimborne is one of the wealthiest 
peers in Great Britain, and thus his wife and 
son would have not only the entirety of Lon- 
don society and royalty to back up their pre- 
tensions, but also practically unlimited re- 
sources with which to defray legal expenses. 
Money is everything in such cases as this, 
and should she have the support of Mr. As- 
tor’s millions Lady Randolph could be relied 
upon to make a gallant fight in behalf of her 
son. 

Would Lose Her Title. 

By marrying Mr. Astor Lady Randolph 
will become plain Mrs. Astor, for her first 
husband was not a peer of the realm nor 
had he even a title of nobility in the eyes 
of the law, his predicate of “ Lord ” beiaz 
purely a matter 6f social courtesy, such 
as is always accorded to the younger sons 
of Dukes and Marquises.

. indeed, so much—which he can really 
call his own, or which he fs at liberty to 
spend at will. the balance being taken up 
in charges of one kind and another unon 
his estates. This resentment was voiced 
by the Duke of Devonshire and manv other 
peers, as well as bv territorial 
magnates in the House of Commons during 
the debates last vear on the subiect of the 
death and succession duties.—_New York 
Journal. 


HEROIC DEEDS IN THE REBELLION.

In the battle of Shelbyville, Tenn., the 
right wing of Gen. Rosecrans’. army had 
driven the left wing of the Confederate 
army, commanded by Gen. Joseph Wheeler, 
into the Town of Shelbyville. The Con- 
federate force, which numbered 3,000, formed 
a line just at the outskirts of the town to 
defend their stores. A battery of four 
guns, pointed north, commanded. the prin- 
cipal turnpike. This battery was well sup- 
ported by dismounted cavalry on the right 
and left. Gen. Rosecrans decided to attack 
the center and, if possible, ride right over 
the battery. The Seventh Pennsylvania 
Cavalry and the Fourth United States 
Cavalry were selected for the assault. The 
pike was so narrow that it was necessary 
to make the charve in columns of tour. 
Maj. Charles C. Davis of the Séventh Penn- 
Svivania would by rank have properly be- 
longed on the right of the zecond squadron, 
but he volunteered to lead the charge and 
his offer was accepted. He took his place 
in front of the leading set of fours. A vol- 
ley from the Federal cannon wasto be the sig- 
nal for the charge, and when all was in readi- 
ness Maj. Davis raised his sword aloft, the 
cannon boomed, and at that insiant the 
gallant troops dashed forward, Maj. Davis 
in the lead, the beau tdeal of a magnificent 
trooper. Th: gzuns belched 
forth, but their deadly missiles did not stop 
the rush of the courageous cavalrymen, 
Again they boomed, and one of the shells, 
striking the center of the on-rushing horse- 
Inen, Sent two men and three horses to the 
gxround in a heap. The Federals, with the 
Valiant Davis still in the van, were now 
close upon the breastworks: it was too late 
for another volley, and the Confederates 
fell back in terror. Right over the breast- 
work the cavalry went and soon were deal- 
ing death to the panic-stricken rebels. The 
Confederates could not stand the onslaught 
and made signs of surrender Three hun- 
dred of them and the battery complete were 
taken. Gens. Wheeler and Martin escaped 
by swimming the river, many of their troops 
following their example, the rest scattering 
in all directions, getting away as best they 
could. The number of Union cavalry in 
this charge was 150, and in gallantry and 
success it is entitled. torank with any charge 
of the war. 

When the Union troops, numbering 20,000. 
started for the assault on Missionary Ridge, 
the whole length of this great line, extending 
for over two and a half miles, being visible 
and the bright sunshine making their bavo- 
nets shimmer with light, Col. Henry V. 
Boynton was in command of the Thirty- 
fifth Ohio Infantry, and was in the front of 
his column. When they came within range 
of the rebels occupying the erest the rebe!] 
gave the order to fire. At the 
first volley Col. BRoynton, who was about 
twenty feet in advance of his troops, was 
struck and painfully wounded. But he gave 
no sign. Ile faced about and shouted: ‘‘ For- 
ward!” ‘he brave troops, suspecting noth- 
ing of their cofI_Mander’s iniurv, went past 
him on the run, and when he saw thatthey 
would maintain their_record for gallantry 
he sank to the ground 

At Chickamauga, before this, Col. Boynton 
had done some splendid tightinge which won 
him this fine praise from Gen. Baird: “ When 
the left of our line of battle, held by my com- 
mand, had been turned by the enemy. and 
our army Was in great jeopardy, the brigade 
Soynton belonged appeared on 
1 the rear of my left flank, went 
into action, and aided most ma- 
terially in retaining our fortunes Lieut.- 
Col. Boynton was in command, and his con- 
duct was brave and distinguished.”

DITOR New York Sun: I first met Ed- 
gar Wilson Nye fifteen years ugo 
while passing through Laramie, Wyo. 
Mr. Nye was then practicing law and 
making his first reputation as a hu- 

morist through editorials and paragraphs 
in the weekly Boomerang. These editorials 
were irresistibly quaint. Every one was 
reading his newspaper and every one loved 
the genial writer. He never had but one 
enemy, and that was the editor of the Demo- 
cratic newspaper across the way. This man 
Saw nothing funny in Nye. He wasted col- 
umns weekly cailing Nye, to his great 
amusement, ‘‘an idiot and a crack-brained 
rattlesnake editor from Moosehead Lake ” 

Bill Nye was then, as ever afterward, a del- 
icate and retiring man. When I asked him 
why the rival editor called him such names 
he said: 

“ Well, he is a Democratic editor and has 
to be precise in his statements. It was born 
on Moosehead Lake, in Maine, and I grew up 
among the Indians and rattlesnakes of the 
West.” 

‘T see you are a lawyer as well as an edi- 
tor,”’ 1 said. 

** Yes, I practiced law about a year, but,’’ 
he added, without changing a muscle, ‘ no- 
body knew much aboutit here; I kept it very 
quiet. I have been a Justice of the Peace in 
Laramie for six years.”’ 

“ Did you ever marry any one?” 

‘‘O, yes, 1 married my wife, and after thatl 
used to marry others and then try them for 
Other offenses.”’ 

Noticing that the humorist had very white 
teeth I remarked upon the regularity and

Cast your eye over these logic-imbued col- 
umns, you suy-dried savant from the remote 
precincts. Drink at the never-failing Boom- 
crang springs of forgotten lore, you dropsical 
wart of a false and erroneous civilization. 
Read our *‘ Address to Sitting Bull,’ or our 
‘Ode to the Busted Snoot of a Shattered 
Venus de Milo,’ if you want to ill up your 
thirsty soul_with high-priced literature. 
Don't go around hungering for literary pie 
while your eyes are closed and your capa- 
cious ears are filled with bales of hay.”’ 

Years after Bret Harte’s Truthful James 
poem was written, Edgar W. Nye commenced 
signing his articles * Bill Nye.” Mr. Nyeal- 
Ways considered the best joke ever perpe- 
trated by an English newspaper was when 
the London News came out with a serious 
editorial saving that ** Bill Nye’ was a real 
character. Then Mr. Nye got out his scrap- 
book aiid read this serious editorial from the 
London News: 

‘If ever celebrity were attained unexpect- 
edly, most assuredly it was that thrust upon 
Bill Nye by Truthful James. Itis just possi- 
ble, 4/however, that the innumerable readers 
of Mr. Bret Harte’s ‘ Heathen Chinee’ may 
have magnified Bill Nye and Ah Sin to be 
purely mythical personages. So far as the 
former is concerned, any such conclusion now 
appears: to have been erroneous. Bill Nye 
is no more a phantom than any other jour- 

ist, although the name of the organ which 
‘runs’ savors more of fiction than of 
fact. But there is no doubt about the mat- 

‘r, for the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Tribune telegraphed on the 20th 
inst. that Bill Nye had accepted a post under 
the government. He has lately been domi- 
ciled in Laramie City, Wyo., an@ is editor of 
the Daily Boomerang. In reference'fo Act- 
ing Postmaster-General Hatton’s appoint- 
ment of him as a Postmaster at Laramie 
(ity the opponent of Ah Sin writes an ex- 
tremely humorous letter, ‘extending’ his 
thanks, and advising hie chief of his opinion 
that his ‘appointment is a triumph of eter- 
nal truth over error and wrong.’ Nye con- 
tinues: ‘ It is one of the epochs, I may say, 
in the Nation’s onward march toward polit- 
ical purity and perfection. I don’t know 
when I have noticed any stride in the affairs 
of State which has so thoroughly impressed 
me With its wisdom.” In this quiet strain of 
banter Bill Nye continues to the end of his 
letter, Which suggests the opinion that what- 
ever the official qualifications of the new 
Postmaster may be, the inhabitants of Lara- 
mie City must have a very readable news- 
paper in the Daily Boomerang.”’ 


During the preparation of my book, ‘‘Kingss 


of Platform and Pulpit,’’ Mr. Nye sent mea 
copy of his letters, which appears in the 
book with eighty other lectures by Artemus 
Ward, Eugene Field, Mark Twain; Nasby, 
Burdette, Josh Billings, etc. 

Nye'’s History of His Family. 


On one occasion Mr. Nye sent me the fol- 
lowing note which gives a true history of 
his family: 

“Dear Eli: You ask me how I came to 
adopt the nom de plume of Bill Nye, and i 
can truthfully reply that 1 did not do so at 
all. 

‘* My first work was done on a Territorial 
paper in the Rocky Mountains some twelve 
vears ago, and was not signed. The etyle, 
cr rather the lack of it, provoked some com- 
ment and two or three personal encounters. 
()ther papers began to wonder who was re- 
sponsible. and various names were assigned 
by them as the proper one, amonye them 
Hienry Nye, James Nye, Robert Nye, etc, 
and a general discussion arose, in which 
I did not take a hand. The result was a 
compromise, by which I was christened 
Lill Nye, and the name has clung to me, 

‘“*T am not especially proud of the name, 
for it conveys the idea to strangers that I 
am a lawless, profane, and dangerous man. 
People who judgeme by the brief and bloody 
name alone, instinctively shudder and ex- 
amine their firearms. It suggests daring, 
debauchery, and defiance to the law. Little 
children are called in when J] am known to 
be at large, and 2 of fasting is an- 
nounced by the Governor of the State. 
Strangers seek to entertain me by showing 
me the choice iniquities of theirtown. Emi- 
nent criminals ask me to attend their exe- 
cution and assist them in accepting their 
respective dooms.

Yvette Guilbert returns tous. Shearrived 
in Paris only yesterday. I! find her Kneeling 
on the carpet, in the confusion of unpacking, 
listening to a wonderful phonograph she has 
brought back from the country of Edison. It 
Sings queer things, which she wiil explain. 

My voyage? Superb. The Americans? 
Adorable,’ says the little diva to me, ** but 
the artists, the women especially, what 
brutes they are! No, you can’t imagine it; 
just listen to me. These are not at all fake 
stories, you know, and if you knew English 
as I do—that is, very well—I would show you 
the articles in American newspapers that 
prove it. 

** In the first place, I had an enormous suc- 
cess at the New York Olympia.

Melba, Nordica, and Plancon refused 
to take part, and I got out of the difficulty 
by engaging other artists. The result was 
12,000 francs receipts, exactly as if these 
precious stars had lent their voices. 

** But over there there is Calvé. She has 
triumphs that cannot be believed, and draws 
when she sings aloné houses of 14,000 frances. 
In Boito’s * Mefistofele ’ has magnifi- 
cent audiences. This good artist—she at 
leaSt is a true French woman—showed great 
kindness to me, and used to visit me in the 
morning, as she knows no English, for me to 
read to her the American newspapers, which 
shower compliments. upon-her. One direc-

tor offers her 500,000 franes for an engage- 


ment of four months, three performancesa 
week. That shows the effect she has pro- 
duced over there.’ 

“What did I earn? One hundred and 
seventy thousand frances clear. That isn’t 
bad, is it? But what was especially delight- 
ful was the enthusiastic receptions of the 
Americans. Kivery night six songs -in 
I’rench, three in English, and always recalls 
and bravas! Of>-all the countries I have 
traveled ‘through—England, Austria, Hun- 
gary, and the rest—America is most like 
ours. I have delightful recollections of it.’’— 
Paris Figaro.

There is a rock python in the snake-houge 
thirty-four feet long. One crush of his stee| 
muscles would end a man’s life as effectually 
as a cannon ball, but he hangs inert from a 
tree branch and the native attendant Cleans 
his quarters: without molestation. Not go 
inert is the hamadryad. As soon as yoyr 
shadow falls on the glass he makes a dart 
and races up and down the cage, following 
your movements. Nothing but the quartey. 
inch of glass saves you from death. Capt. 
Kew of the Madras infantry saw one pursye 
a native along the high road. The man 
dropped his turban, The snake pounced on 
it, coiled and bit, and then resumed its pur. 
suit of the man, who had sprung into the 
river and boarded a native boat. ' The snake 
was at his heels and was killed by strokes of 
an oar. 

The hamadryad has about the same range 
as the cobra, but its best known habitat js 
the country of the Gonds in Central India, 
in the Vindhya Mountains. Here the land 
is covered by dense thickets of wild fig 
and on these the snakes lie coiled. Thg 
people were all robbers fifty years ago, and 
no native force would invade their covert 
until Sir James Outram took things in hand, 
lie captured some of their chiefs, made 
friends with them, and organized a corps 
of Gonds, who brought the district inta sub. 
jection, but the snakes remained, and in 
1840 a regiment of Sepoys passing through 
the district had five men killed from snake 


bite. 
Like a Pitched Battle. 


In 1894 Capt. Sellig of the First Gondas 
Regiment, stationed at Indur, determined 
to have a snake battle. With three com- 
panions and two Ghorkas—these men from 
the mountains of Nepaul are utterly fearless 
cf wild animals, and, unlike the Hindoos, 
stick to their officers till death—they started, 

A coil of wire netting five feet high and 
200 feet long was loaded on a came! and the 
party started. ‘The Ghorkas were armed 
with korbashes, or six-foot whips made of 
buffalo hide and tough as wire. 

The wild fig tree grows low, but is enor- 
mously broad; the limbs are thick as a man's 
body, full of cavities, and in these the 
snakes coil. <A site was found ona bare hill- 
side, the netting was set in a circle, and was 
staked fast. In front was the high road 
and fifty yards away a dense fig thicket. 
Through the woods ran a nullah or ravine 
filled with high reeds, and this it was pro- 
posed to fire. One of the men threw stones 
at a huge trunk near the road, and in an in- 
stant a long black and yellow band slid to 
the ground. ‘The man stood firm, holding 
his jacket in front. In an instant the ham- 
adryad struck it, dashing*his head against 
the man’s body and nearly knocking him 
down. The reptile’s famgs caught in the 
cloth, and the Ghorka plied his whip, and, 
lashing the ground like the stroke of s fil, 
the snake died. He was eleven feet long. 
Themen were now cautioned not to betek- 
less, and the dried grass in the nullahwe 
fired. Under the hot sun it quickly, spread 
to the grass in the forest, and every one got 
inside of the netting and waited. Soon the 
long grass began to move sinuously and4@ 
loud hissing was heard. The smoke lay 
dense under the trees, and the serpents made 
for the open in leisurely fashion, their long, 
pointed heads up, waving from side to side, 
crossing each other in involved folds. 

And now the broad road, white in the sun, 
was streaked with black and yellow that 
glowed like metal, and there was a subtle, 
creeping odor—not unlike valerian. They 
had not scented an enemy. Suddenly oneo

the snakes saw the forms behind the net, 
twenty yards away, and raised three feet, 
gave a prolonged: hiss, and dashed straight 
for his enemy. The guns opened, the net 
shook as the reptiles struck the wire, and 
the Ghorkas yelled as they used their whips.

EFORE the curtain rises for the per- 
formance at the theater very little ever

She was a yel- 
low-haired, blue-eyed little beauty, with 
dainty natural curls, acluster of which were 
held by blue ribbons just in front of her 
ears. A cerulean blue gown, tiny blue shoes 
and socks, and the presence of that society 
nonchalance in one so young, presented a 
quaint and interesting picture.

HREE plays to be given for the first 
time in Chicago during the week go 
far to bear out the promise of Sir 
Henry Irving to produce the full 
Lyceum repertory during his pres- 


ent engagement. 

Of these intenest centers about the work 
of Laurence Irving, the tragedian’s young- 
est son, whose “ Godefroiand Yolande ” will 
‘have its first proguction on any stage next 
Friday, and will be repeated at the Saturday 
matinée. The play itself is singular among 
plays, evidently the work of a young man 
having an intimate acquaintance with the 
stage, but wholly untrammeled so far as, 
conventional morality is concerned. The 
work, viewed as literature, is not new. It 
was published in America in 1894 by the au- 
thor, and met with some criticism at the 
time. The publication, however, is not the 
acting version of the one-act play, Sir Henry 
Yrving having gone over the book with ex- 
eisions and additions until something sig- 
nificant remains which retains the author's 


plot rather than his words.

Even with this amendment “ Godefroiand 
Yolande ”’ remains a repulsiye thing to read. 
To offset the subject matter the usual skill 
of the Irving management will be brought 
into requisition for the scenic effects of the 
single act, and, far more than that, the title 
roles will be taken by Miss Ellen Terry and 
Mr. Cooper, with Mr. Ben Webster as Sir 
Sagramour. Miss Jylia Arthur, who has not 
been seen except in “‘ King Arthur,”’ is also 
in the cast in a minor capacity.

Yolande, a woman beloved by many and 
gelling her charms to few, is about to give a 
feast—the greatest of all her many revels— 
to celebrate herself as a Queen of Loves 
and High Priestess of Venus. To the masque 
- are coming Philippe le Bel, King of France, 
and the Archbishop, his brother. Sir Sagra- 
mour, a Paladin and former favorite, re- 
turns from his pilgrimage to the Holy Land 
to take part in the festivities. He has ac- 
quainted himself in the East with the evil 
diseases of Asia. 

The curtain rises upon the great hall in 
Yolande’s castle with its gallery above. 
Godefroi, a clerk, enamored of Yolande, has 
been sent to seek a physician, a strange ill- 
ness having fallen upon his mistress on the 
eve of her celebration. He returns through 
the storm with the fantastic doctor. Soon 
there comes the ancient woman, blind and 
feeble, who is mother to the young clerk, and 
with her the little girl, his sister. They are 
told of his passing love for her, reproach him 
with it,urge him to leave the baleful influences 
- at work about her and fail. The masque 
roceeds. The royal guests arrive. As Yo- 
nde sits with masked face to receive their 
- homage, Sir Sagramour presses forward to 
kiss her hand. Its silver whiteness betrays 
the disease, the loathsomeness of which the 
doctor has darkly hinted. He prevents his 
Sovereign from contamination, the Arch- 
bishop takes it as a judgment upon him for 
_ His contemplated sin, and all anathemmtize 
‘the unhappy woman. Demolishers rush in, 
destroy the tainted surroundings of the 
doubly fallen woman, and drive her out. 
But through it all, his lovein no way shaken, 
Godefroi stands with unbroken faith. His 
mother’s and sister’s prayers, the earanpapris 
of others, the objurgations of his fellows 
move him not. And when the band of lepers 
come after their sister, he moves with them 
out to the desert of their habitation, as they 
clap the mournful instrument wherewith to 
warn all mankind of their dreadful con- 
tagion, and the scene closes with the clamor 
of the dreadful word, “ unclean.”

What dramatic art may do to retrieve this 
story of its repulsiveness is to beseen,; Man- 
ifestly it is not a work of any kind now 
known to the English-speaking worid. It 
has nothing of the psychologic study of Ib- 
sen in it, and less of the cynical symbolism 

oi Maeterlinck. To compare it with William 

Sharp's. weird tales in dramatic form is to do 
Sharp an injustige, though he takes himself 
as seriously as Mr. Laurence Irving ever 

can. Just now the work is best termed an 

experiment.

Story of Waterloo,” perhaps the best praised 
of any of Irving's minor efforts. Dr. Conan 
Doyle has placed in dramatic form the latter 
days of the non-commissioned officer who 
had brought a cartful of powder through fire 
and musketry to give his comrades in arms 
the ammunition they needed to hold a vital 
position in the battle that overthrew Napo- 
leon. He has come near to his second child- 
bood.

»~ song, the valor of his great day of bravery, 
and sinks back in his chair to fight no more.

The earlier nights of the week are filled 
with ‘‘ Macbeth,” Miss Ellén Terry taking 
the part of Lady Macbeth. Great praise has 
come to her for her delineation of 
the character, but not so much 
to Sir Henry Irving. He rejects 
the conception of the part long held 
dear by students of Shakspeare, holding that 
the evil of the play flows from. the wicked 
heart of the Scottish Lord and not from his 
too faithful spouse. It is he who has made 
her wicked, not she him. That so complete 
an overthrow of tradition should be viewed 
askance is Not to be wondered at. That it 
will take time te give it a place in popular 
affection is no less true. > 

Many years must go by before the preju- 
dices of many decades can be overthrown, 
even by. all the theatric abilities of many 
divers and notable kinds which Irving is 
able to tommand, wherewith he is wont to 
persuade audiences of unusual intelligence 
ot the truth of his interpretations of char- 
acter. A shock to the prejudices is often- 
times viewed aS worse than a crime. Irving's 
Hamlet, now familiar to play-goers, is an 
instance. If in the time he has devoted to 
this charactéf he still leaves more than a 
moiety of his auditors unconvinced, how 
could he expect speedy success ina complete 
reversal at a later day of a character like 
Macbeth? ~~" ~- Bite 


As is usual with Sir Henry Irving, he lacks 
neither the ability nor inclination to enforce 
his views by argument more or less polemic. 
In respect Of Macbeth he delivered an ad- 
dress before the students of Columbia Col- 
lege in New York last November in which 
he sets forth his abundant reasons for giving 
that bloodstained soul not only the wicked- 
ness of purpose necessary to carry out the 
deeds of darkness which had their well- 

spring within his ambition, but to give him 
the qualifications of a poet. The contrast is 
fairly startling. As his main contention he 
postulates Macbeth as of a nature so hypo- 


downfall in that way, and adds tothatasa 
minor theorem -that ** he was a poet with his 
brain—the greatest poet Shakspeare ever

Sir Henry's appeal goes further than the 
text of the drama, though from this verses 
of profound significance in. connection with

He shows from the 
dramatist that the idea of Duncan's taking 
off comes to him on his scene with the

There was so much of the idy!ist in the En- 
glish poet, and so little, by way of compari- 
eon. in the’ dramatist, that it was rather 


pleasing to have Mr. Stoker say of him that 
he would have been equally great in the field 
of theatrical exposition “if he had been 
caught young.”’

** Becket.”’ as it stands, is a noble concep- 
tion of one of the most intensely dramatic 
periods of inglish history--a history in 
which Americans have equal interest, since 
it was Thomas a Becket’s death that laid 
another stone upon Magna Charta as a 
foundation of both religious and civic liberty. 
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Perhaps there is nothing which Irving | 
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has done which so flatters American self- 
esteem as the little speeches he has made 
to his audiences night by night so far during 
his engagement in acknowledgment of much 
hearty applause. The obvious thing to do 
would be to prepare something to say in ad- 
vance and have it ready to deliver tripping- 
ly on the tongue. Sir Henry is too much of 
an artist to permit himself this luxury. He 
wishes to repay the audience for the spon- 
taneity of its approval with something art- 
less and unstudied. So he evinces no signs 
whatever of preparation, and says his few 
words—200 or thereabouts—with a hesitancy 
and manifest searching about for a word 
which creates a feeling of trepidation among 
his auditors lest he break down altogether. 

That his phrases should recur again and 
again through the little speeches is inevita- 
ble, since even the English vocabulary is 
limited and the situations similar to a dot 
evening after evening. But that he stam- 
mers and casts about for a word only to hit 
upon one just used and reiterates and prom- 
ises to tell a story which he omits, and hems 
and haws is only to approve himself an En- 
elishman, since that is the usual method 
of all his nationality when it gets onits hind 
legs to speak in ‘Parliament, at the bar, or 
after a dinner. This it is which flatters us 
so—for we have attained a point in the art 
of public speaking where we are fluent 
whether we have anything to say or not. 

Due allowance must be made for two 
things which tend to make Irving's little 
speeches seem more constrained than 
they could be under other’ circum- 
stances. For one _ thing = the audi- 
ence’s insistence follows as a mat- 
ter of course close upon a period of intense 
acting and sustained dramatic effort. This 
conduces in no way to ease of expression. 
To let down from the final exit of Shylock 
or the life in death struggle of Louis XI. to 
the level of saying thank you toa clamorous 
parcel of persons in the parquet is to do 
something neither easy nor necessarily 
graceful; In the second place, violent as the 
shock to artistic sensibilities is when the 
delineation of a character is violently in- 
terrupted:- by a tragedian’s dropping his role 
to appear in his proper person as a player 
grateful for favors received, there is a com- 
promise permissible whereby the actor may 
still retain the voice and gesture of his char- 
acter in speaking to the audience. 

But, making all allowances, there have 
been in all probability not less than 200 
American men and a score or more of Amer- 
ican women in every audience,during the 
fortnight who could make a little speech 
that would be a little speech.

own preacher from among yourselves.

‘‘ All kinds of fine game, such as deer, 
bear, duck, wild geese, and all manner of 
small game, as well as opossum. +Provisions 
worth half what they are in the United 
States. 

‘* You will pay back one-half of your trans- 
portation the first year, and four years to 
pay balance, without interest. No interest 
charged on any advancements of money or 
provisions. 

‘** We wish to impress on your minds that 
the great Republic of Mexico extends to all 
of its citizens the same treatment—equal 
rights to all, special privileges to none. 
Send in your lists of families and names at 
once or you will get left. 

‘You will only be charged up with one- 
half the railroad fare; the other half wil! be 
made a present to you by the company 
This is one of the inducements they offer 
you to come and Help settle up this glorious 
country and better your condition. They 
need labor badly, and prefer the colored 
people to the Chinese and Italians. An av- 
erage good family, who will work and live 
economically and take care of what they 
make, can clear from $1,000 to $1,200 per 
year. 

“The soil being rich and fertile, cotton has 
only to be replanted every four or seven 


years, and can easily raise a bale to the acre,. 


and corn fifty to seventy-five bushels to the 


acre, while cotton is worth 17%c per pound | 


and corn selling at $l per bushel. The lands 
are irrigated by a canal that traverses over 
twenty-five miles around the plantation. and 
furnishes water when itis needed. Thus you 
are independent of rains or seasons, and no 
chance of a poor crop or failure. We will 
furnish mules that are quite gentle and 
ready for work; also plows, hoes. harrows, 
planters, and all agricultural implements 
that are used in the United States for farm- 
ing purposes. We also agree to furnish com- 
fortable houses to live in, and give every 
family during the time they remain on the 
plantation five acres of land free for garden- 
ing for the maintenance of their families ” 

A man named Ellis was the promoter of the 
colonization scheme. He made a contract 
with a Mexican company which has a large 
tract of land at Tlahualilo, in Durango, and 
farms with Mexican and other labor thou- 
sands of acres. As cotton raising is the 
principal industry, Ellis and his emplovers 
conceived the idea of trying the Southern 
negroes. With 800 people collected in Ala- 
bama and other neighboring States, Ellis 
reached the hacienda of the colonization 
company a year ago this month. Nothing 
was heard officially from the experiment un- 
til May, when a negro named Anthony 
Jones was brought to the United States Con- 
sul at-Chihuahua. Jones was very sick. He 
told a horrible story and died. 

He said that on reaching the hacienda the 
negroes found themselves in the worst form 
of bondage; they were cruelly and inhuman- 
ly treated; the food was not fit to eat: no 
letter to friends in the States was allowed 
to go out in the mails; he and the thirty- 
nine others had stolen away with the idea 
of making their escape to the United States; 
Mexican guards had followed apd shot down 
all of the party but himself. Jones’ ante- 
mortem statement was forwarded to the 
State Department. The legation at the 
City of Mexico was instructed to investigate. 
Very soon after the report from Chihuahua 
appeals began to reach the State Department 
from Alabama. The negroes there had heard 
from their relatives in Durango and begged 
for interference by the government. Ala- 
bama Congressmen took up the matter. In 
July the news came that the colwny had re- 
volted, and that men, women, and children 
had started on foot to make their way over 
the plains of Northern Mexico to their old 
homes. The Cog became more and more 
harrowing. State Department hea 
from Consuls at various points. One wired: 

“* Negroes scattered for miles on railroads 
without friends, funds, or food, living on 
mesquite beans and branch water. I can

“War Department will issue rations for 
one week, and in the meantime, if réturn to 
the colony is not practicable or consistent 
with humane considerations, let the Consul

One Consul wired back from his Mexican 
post: 

‘The order for 1,500 rations made me and

will return to the colony. Everybody on 
this frontier praises and thanks the govern- 
ment for this action.’’ 

But the trouble was not entirely over. For 
two months the negroes were quarantined 


| on the border of Texas for fear that they 


would spread the smallpox, which was rag- 
ing among them. Then the railroads trans- 
ported them back to Alabama at a low rate, 
with the hope of reimbursement from Con- 
gress. The President sent the correspond- 
ence to Congress with the recommendation 
that the charges for transportation, $5,-

Ala., 326 of the same people. The official 
history of this unfortunate affair shows 
that from 70 to 90 died at the hacienda, 60 
in the quarantine camp, and 20 or more dur- 


ing the terrible wanderings from the colony 


to the Rio Grande. The record of deaths 
for nine months shows 150. It leaves un- 
accounted for between 250 and 300. 

An officer of the United States army, 
Lieut. Dwyer, was sent to the hacienda a 
He made a very thorough 
examination of the whole matter. His re- 
port, backed up by the results of inquiries 
of the United States Consuls at various 
points, goes to show that the colonization 
scheme was another of a long series of,blun- 


_ ders rather than a crime against humanity. 


In the first place, Anthony Jones’ story 
of the massacre of his thirty-nine compan- 
icns turned out to be the product of a vivid 
imagination. The party of forty actually 
left the hacienda and started over the 


mountains and desert toward the frontier. | 
The guards were sent after them in orderto | 


save them from perishing, and carried food 
and water to them. 
turned with the guards. The others went 
on. From the accounts given by the negroes 
after they reached the United States it is 
evident that they received no ill-treatment 
from the Mexicans. 

Lieut. Dwyer not only visited the hacienda, 
but made a careful investigation of the 
buildings in which the colonists were housed. 
He examined the contracts that had been 
made with them. He obtained testimony 
as to the character of the food, the medical 
treatment, and other features of the coloni- 
zation scheme. He found that the houses 
were better as a whole than those used by 
Mexican farm laborers. The food was the 
same. The pay under the contract was bet- 
ter than that given to Mexicans. There 
were stillat the hacienda when Lieut. Dwyer 
made his visit sixty of the ‘original colo- 
nists from Alabama. These did not expect 
to stay longer than was necessary to save 
the year’s crop. The fact was that both col- 
onizers and colonists had made a 
mistake. The company had found the 
experiment unprofitable and was out 
some thousands of dollars. The  offi- 
cials told the army officer they wanted 
no more negro colonists from the States. 
The negroes agreed that they were much 
better off in the South than in Mexico. The 
net result of the Mapimi experiment is that 
Mexico does not offer an encouraging field 
for the colonization of the American ne- 


groes. 
WHIPPING-POST IN OLD DELAWARE. 


Still Continues to Exert a Good Infiu- 
enee Over Sinners. 

The old whipping-post still flourishes in 
the county. jail down at New Castle, Del., 
and the ‘‘cat’’ wields a great moral influ- 
enceinthe community. According to a well- 
known Delawarean who was in town yester- 
day it seems that tobacco is the only solace 
of the inveterate law-breakers, who are 
regularly sentenced to the post. 

They claim that it strengthens their nerves 
and enables them to bear the strokes of the 
lash with greater fortitude. Some time ago 
a colored man was sentenced to twenty-five 
lashes. 

He was one of the “ regulars,” and hav- 
ing no tobacco, was all of a tremble. His 
nerve seemed completely gone. He writhed 
under the first fifteen strokes, and then 
yelled: “Foh de Lawd’s sake, .Mister 
Sheriff, gimme a chaw of eatin’ tobacco!” 

The official paused, granted the request, 
and went on with his unpleasant task. With 
a piece of the weed in his cheek, the culprit 
did not seem to mind the remaining ten 
strokes in the least.—Philadelphia Record.

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Queer Sovereigns in the Hingdom of Content. — 
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ASS CHRISTIAN, Miss., Feb. 27.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence.|]—There are in 
this vicinity a people exceptionally 
peculiar to themselves in many ways, 

especially in being each and every one of 
them sovereigns in the kingdom of content. 
Among them the experimental definition of 
ambition is unknown. Greed is as foreign 
to them as is any knowledge of the world, 
as the cosmopolitan knows it; and as for 
the divine discontent which, more or less, 
moves ordinary humanity, it could never get 
beyond the Chinese wall of the perfect self- 
sufficiency and satisfaction of these queer, 
independent, odd-garmented, odd-speaking 
folk. - 

They are scattered, a numerous, but, as 
yet, unnumbered company, 
is known as the “Piney Woods 
gion,’”’ which covers a wide area in 
Harrison, Hancock, Perry, Marion, Jones, 
and Pike Counties of the State of Mississippi, 
and are called “ Piney Woods people.” 


“NVhence they came no one seems to know, 


least of all themselves, and as to whither 
they are going ‘t is morally certain that they 


will proceed to precisely the same goal that 


’ 


thejr fathers did before them, for it seems 
to be an unwritten law among them that the 


son shall follow in the footsteps of the 


father. As they are wont to leave off 
at no very great distance from: ¢he 
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‘eaters of the vicinity. 
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by the way, is quite typical of these Piney 
Woods people, who, up to a certain point, 
are gentile, slow-going, and long-suffering. 
If this point is passed they are summary 
an@ passionate to a degree. For example, 
it is a notorious fact that they cost the coun- 
ties in which they live almost nothing in the 
way of administering justice, as they are 
exceedingly peaceable, excepting un- 
great provocation, and then they 
take this law into their own hands and mect 
out punishment according to a rude and 
somewhat barbarous code which has ex- 
isted among them time out of mind, If, for 
example, a man commits theft, he is warned 
that if he offends in the same way a second 
time he will be punished. If he does not 
heed this warning, and again appropriates 
what does not belong to him, he is taken 
and tied to a pecan tree and given as many 
lashes as the enormity of his offense seems 
to justify. If one commits murder, without 
Judge or jury, he is strung up to the limb 
of the first convenient tree. For other of- 
fenses men are driven forth, as was the 
scapegoat of old, from the community. It 
‘is an interesting fact that this method of 
dealing with offenders, harsh and without 
appeal as it is, results in keeping these com- 
munities exceptionally law abiding. 
Bidding the gentle schoolmaster, who did 
not presume to dictate in assigning lessons. 
but only suggested that his pupils mig’ 
look over an indicated portion, good-by, we 
pushed on into the pines W here our way was 
simply an opening in the close phatanx of 
the trees. Here we met a little man, who 
from his childhood has been one of the clay

point where they commenced life, their 
way is not long, reckoned by anything 
Save years.

It was a sunny day, sweet with the min- , 


gled odors of the pines and the sea, whena 
country editor, a pretty widow, and myself 
set out to visit the “ Piney Woods People,” 
not exactly on their native heath, but among 
iheir native pines. We had seen them 4s 
they come in town with truck or charcoal, 
with their-primitive ox carts, the men clad 
in jean trousers of capacious width, and no

gether.a short distancg from the top, held 
in place by two broad cotton straps over 
their shoulders, and a nondescript flannel 
shirt: and the women in sunbonnets and cot- 
ton gowns, the latter innocent of a single 
curve from top to bottom. We had heard 


their soft, musical vernacular, unlike any- | 
thing else under the sun, and witnessed the. 


peculiarly self-centered unconcern’ with 
which they regarded everything in life 
Hearing that they were even more unique 
in their homes than when they fared forth 
among the rest of humanity we determined 
to spend a day among them. 

Our objective point was Pineville, a little 
cluster, of boardshouses comparatively mod- 
ern and common-place, where a large set- 
tiement of Piney Woods people have their 
schoolhouse and also, as they call it, their 
* church-house.”’ 

Our way to this small hamlet led us out 
into a forest of pines that stand as tall and 
straight as ship masts and-as bare of 
branches save their plume-like tops, that 
unlike the pine of the North, are a delicate; 
pale kolden green. A scene, wirich was a 
pleasure so pungent that it made us forget 
the discomfort of jolting over a wretched 
corduroy road, much of the way submerge 
in shallow water, stretched out on either 
hand, The sunshine shifting through the 
pines was caught on the needle points of the 
palmettos, and glancing revealed wood vio- 
lets mingled with their green leaves, rest- 
ing against a background of the soft brown 
of fallen pine needles, which everywhere 
cover the ground in these odorous pine 
woods. Among these were little, many-~ 
petaled white daisies, looking like big snow- 
flakes, on the moss and pine needle carpet 
of brown. Now and again we came toa 
brief opening in the pines, where coveys of 


lv 30 years old he is about the size of a boy 
of 14, and his wizen face is a gray, ghastly 
yellow.

It was nearly noon when we arrived ata 
series of openings in the pines that is known 
as Antioch, which is a typical settlement of 
Piney Woods people. The pretty widow, 
whose interest in everything pertaining to 
our trip was for the most part of the vicari- 
ous sort, as the country editar began to ex- 
hibit signs of anxiety in regard to dinner, 
proposed that we should institute a series of 
inquiries as to where we could be served 
with such refreshments as the locality af- 
forded. With one accord, as far as inter- 
viewed, the neighbors declared that “* Elder 
Woodcock’s wife was a cook as could seta 
spread fit for a. King, and that she and the 
elder was both thorough nice,’’ and to Elder 
VW oodcock’s we proceeded. 

It was a- weatherbeaten little house of 
split pine boards, with a big clay and board 
chimney on the outside. As we drove upa 
tall, thin, angular man with tron-gray hair 
and beard arose from where he was sitting 
at the door in a rude home-made chair witha 
bottom of some sort of hide worn smooth by 
much using, and came forward with a self- 
unconsciousness which might well be the 
envy of many a man of thé world, to meet 
us. Before we had finished making known 
our wants a woman with a black sunbonnet 
tiptilted upright on her head so that only the 
least glimpse of her face could be seen, after 
the manner of Piney Woods women, made 
her appearance. 

“Think you can get these folks something 
to eat?’ said the man, turning to her.

One whole side of the 
living-room was occupied by a huge, rude 
lireplace with a bright pine fire in the midst 
of it, and a coffee-pot slowly steaming ona 
few coals at one side. This fireplace serves 
for cooking, heating, and for light at night 
and in stormy weather, for, like all the 
houses in the Piney Woods region, this small 
dwelling is perfectly innocent of window- 
tiass. The openings which serve for win- 
dows when the weather is fine are furnished 
with a little door which swings on leather 
hinges that are closed when it storms. 
While the dinner was being prepared we 
sat out in leather-bottomed chairs under the 
cieudiess sky, listening to the trill of the 
mocking birds and the whistle of the quail, 
while talking with Elder Woodcock, farm- 
er, charcoal burner, and Baptist preacher. 
He had been living here twenty years 
and more, working for himself during the 
week and the Lord on Sunday.. The two 
flocks of which he is the spiritual shepherd 
are thirty-five miles apart, and each one pays 
him $19 per year, which he cheerfully de-- 
clared was about as much as they could af- 
ford. He said he believed when a man was

He tried to remove it, but it broke in his 
hand. Mrs. Woodcock was watching him. 

“Hit ain’t a hair,” she hastened to say, 
“hit is a kind of stuff the sugger makes 
when it mixes with the sweet tater. Hit al- 
ways does web off that way, but hit ain’t 
nothin’ nasty.” Thus assured we all par- 
took of “ tater cake,’’ which is a mixture of 
sVWeet potato, sugar, flour, and spice thatisa 
delicacy that it certainly does require a cul- 
tivated taste to appreciate and an accus- 
tomed stomach to digest. 

A Trifle Easy-Going. 

At Antioch the different stages of the 
Piney Woods inhabitant is illustrated. The 
first stage is the charcoal burning, if the 
trees are small, and if they are large of get- 
ting them down and to the sawmill. lLither 
brings ready money. When the trees are re- 
moved the work of farming begins without 
removing the stumps, which after the shift- 
less method prevailing here are plowed 
around year after year. The soil must be 
fertilized, but when this is done it yields 
abundantly with very little effort, and the 
quality of the produce is excellent. Just 
what can be done in this kindly climate with 
the warm light soil has not yet been tested 
by any of the Piney Woods people. Itisa 
saying in regard to them that they have 
nothing to ask of the world so long as there 
is a sweet potato in the bank and a razor- 
back hog running. That sweet potatoes are 
kept here in big piles covered over with sand 
and called sweet potato banks makes this 
saying plain. This perfect content with the 
barest necessities, together with utter iznor- 
ance of how things should be done to insure 
the best results, is the reason why the Piney 
Woods people have handed down poverty 
from father to son for many generations, 
while a céOmpetency that would easily de- 
velop into wealth could just as readily be 
theirs. With a herd of fifty cows there is not 
a drop of milk nor an ounce of butter used 
in the family that owns them, Dr. Charles 
L. Le Roux, who has been much among this 
people, declares that to teach the women to 
cook and so eliminate grease and the fry- 
ing pan would be a missionary work that 
would be the redemption and elevation of 
this ‘peculiar and thriftless, although in- 
dustrious and, in their way, upright people. 
Lie claims that the inertia which makes them 
content with simple existence is the result 
of a diet composed largely of concentrated 
grease, such as no human pancreas Can suc- 
cessfully dispose of. 

The life of these people is that of the 
frontiersman and pioneer continued over a 
period of many years, with no indication 
that it will ever be other than it is. The 
house of Elder Woodcock was In every way 
superior to any other we saw in a day's 
journey. The houses arey most of them, of 
logs of the rudest construction, through the 
ergvices of which one cen at any time catch 
bird’s-eye views of the outside world. At 
one place we visited there was a family of 
seven living in perfect content in a@ single 
room. This must have been simply a matter 
of choice, as the logs for constructing more 
commodious quarters were at hand and it 
was only a matter of a little labor. ‘That 
there was anything exceptional in this way 
of living did not seem to occur to these 
people, as when the country editor ing'ired 
if all the cooking was cone in the singie pot 
that stood on the fire the woman replied: 

**] don’ see what folks want of anv moor. 
I’m shoor that’s all I keer fo’ to wash. Some 
folks jest like to make work fo’ ‘'emselves, 
but I don’t. A woman as knowg much can 
get up a dinner good enough fo’ anybedy to 
eat in that pot. My man went up once to 
Nu Orlens with charcoal, and when he come 
back he were all used-up. He jest couldn't 
eat any of the stuff he got up there. Seem 
like he was holler down to his toes, You 
all come out here and stop awhile and eat 
what's cooked in that pot, and you'll 
toughen up and get over lookin’ so white 
and fine and peaked.’’ 

What Northern Thrift Does. 

Although the Piney Woods people have 
never tested the possibilities of the land 
which they have only partially redeemed 
from a state of nature, there is, not among 
them,. but in their vicinity, a little company 
of Michigan farmers who have found out 
some interesting things in regard toit. They 
have proven that it is easily possible to raise 
two crops here in one Season, and last year 
and the year previous one of these farmers, 
transplanted“from the North, raised first 
a fine crop of watermelons and afterwards 
an equally successful crop of hay, the two 
netting him S100 per acre. Another of these 
farmers has a pecan grove, which nets him 
$15 per tree. As the rule here is ten trees 
to the acre, this is a return of $150 per acre. 
Figs are a certain crop, and are equally as 
profitable as pecans, although, as it is in 
California, they have not yet been so cured 
that they are equal to the dried Smyrna lig 
ofcommerce. As for melons and cucumbers, 
they are.an ever certain, bountiful, and ex- 
cellent crop, and, skillfully handled, they 
are very profitable. . 

As to grapes, the scuppernong thrives here 
with very 
table and wine grape. he Rev. Dr. Thomas 
of Chicago, who is especially fond of this 
part of the country and is often here, de- 
Clares that one of the chief pleasures and 
he ne fits of this locality is the pure and de- 
licious scuppernong wine, which, because 
the making of it has never become arindus- 
try, has as yet only a local vogue. 

But of all this bountiful return which they 
might have, if not for the asking then for a 
very little effort, the Piney Woods people 
reck not. Fruit of many kinds, which to 
plant is to have here, is almost unknown 
among them. They are content with a bit 
of pork and a sweet potato and enough to 
sell to enable them to buy a few cheap 
things. There are only a few weeks of the 
year when they cannot live out of doors ina 
wealth of sunshine, with the perfume of 
flowe rs and song of mocking-bird and night- 
ingale thrown in. If they do not know man 
made books, they know the book of nature. 
hey are in their way God-fearing, and above 
all are unvexed by ideals that are ever 
above and beyond them. They have received 
their homesteads a gift from the govern- 
ment, and from them they get all thev want 
and are wholly happy in their kingdom of 
content. : Who, then, shall say that the 
Piney Woods people have not after all, like 
Mary of old, chosen the better part? Surely 
not a weary Chicagoan whose nerves are 
frayed into extreme sensitiveness by the un- 
ending strife of high pressure living. 
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CAREER OF PHIIIP SIDNEY POST.

Illinois Colonel Who Was Distin- 
guished by Conspicuous Gallantry. 
The career of Philip Sidney Post, Colonel 

of the Fifty-ninth Illinois Volunteers. was 

distinguished by many acts of conspicuous 
gallantry. He was in the battle of Pea 

Ridge, Ark., and in that engagement was se- 

verely wounded by a musket ball. He was 

sent to the City Hospital at St. Louie and, 
with careful nursing, recovered. Hie re- 
joined his regiment in time to participate in 
the battle of Nashville. Maj.-Gen. Wood, 
who had been considering the advisability 
of a determined assault on the rebels, who 
held Montgomery Hills, decided shortly after 
noon that the opportunity was favorable. 

Montgomery Hill is an irregular and cone- 

shaned eminence, 150 feet in. height. The 

ascent is quite abrupt and the sides are cov- 
ered with forest trees. The cneny had in- 

closed the hill just below its crest with a 

strong line of entrenchment, and enibar- 

rassed the approach of an assaulting force 
withanabattisand row of sharpened stakes. 

This hill was the rebel army's last ad- 

vanced position. The Second Brigade of the 

Third Division, commanded by Col. Post, 

was detailed to make the attack. 

Col. Post put himself in front of his line 
and gave the word to advance. Gen. Wood, 
field glass in hand, watched the charge, his 
mind filled with anxiety forthe result. This 
is how he describes it: ‘‘ As sweeps the atilf 
gale over the ocean, driving every object be- 
fore it, so swept the brigade up the wooded 
slope, over the enemy's entrenchment, and 
the hill was won.”’ 

Liberty Gap is an opening in the Brent- 
wood Hills, and through the “ gap” runs 
Franklin’s Pike. It was here that one of the 
great battles of Tennessee*took place. Over- 
ton Hill was one of the most advantageous 
points held by the Confederates, and the 
Union commanders decided to attack and 
carry it by stormif possible. Pogt’s brigade, 
backed up by Col. Streight’s, was selected tor 
the charge, and Maj. Goodspeed’s artillery 
was ordered to keep up a constant fire from 
the side as long as it could be done without 
fear of injury to assaulting party. The 
Federals had to cross a good stretch of land 
before reaching the hill. They did so under 
a terrific fire. When they reached the ascent 
they dashed forward for a last great effort. 
The Confederate reserves on the slope sent 
a perfect shower of shot into the ranks of 
the advancing troops. The destruction in 
the Union ranks was awful, but they contin-

And the tongs thereof, and the snuff-dishes 
thereof, shall be of pure gold.—Ex. xxv., 35. 

F there is one thing more common among 
men than complaint because life’s tasks 
are so great, it is contempt for those 
tasha because they are so small. And 

this is, for the vast majority of men, the 
reason for failure in the fulfillment of duty 
—not that the service required of them is 
beyond their power, but that they estecm 
ii beneath their notice. They dream of be- 
ing public benefactors, while they neglect 
the simple acts of love and kindness in the 
home. To be national heroes, they would 
suffer without complaint; but to stand for 
truth and righteousness in their own little 
community isn’t worth the effort. Manya 
man would willingly sacrifice everything he 
possesses to become known as the leader of 
some great reform, who will not lift so 
much as his little finger to help his next 
deor neighbor to a better or a happier life. 
How often do we all of us close our eyes 
to the heaven on earth while our telescopes 
are pointed toward the stars in the vain 
hope of finding a heaven there! 

The *“‘man with one talent’’ has become 
the universal illustration of failure in serv- 
ice. Why? Because success was so much 
easier for him than for the man with ten 
talents; therefore he failed. 

That man has never yet lived who could 
honestly say: “‘My task—i. é@., my God- 
given task—has been imperfectly done, be- 
cause it was too great for me.’’ But at the 
last ereat day many a soul will be obliged to 
confess with downcast eyes and deepest 
shame: “ Lord, my task is undone, because 
I could have done it so easily. It has been 
neglected, because I despised it.’’ Because 
God has not required each one of us to re- 
deem the world we fail to redeem the little 
corner of a world that he has intrusted to our 
keeping. 

We often speak of “ unimportant ” lives, 
“trifling ’ opportunities, ‘“ insignificant ”’ 
duties. With God nothing is unimportant, 
trifling, or insignificant. He sees each life, 
each opportunity, each duty, not as an iso- 
lated thing, but in its essential relation to 
the great sum of life and duty. The whole 
can be perfect only as each minutest part is 
perfect. The completeness of the infinite 
universe is but the sum total of ‘the com- 
pleteness of myriads upon myriads of little 
things which God has created. When the 
Almighty was giving directions for the build- 
ing of a tabernacle, costly and beautiful, he 
did not omit to speak of the tongs and snuff- 
dishes, for imperfect tongs and imperfect 
snuff-dishes would mean an imperfect tab-

By divine authority it was once said ofa 
donkey: ‘‘ The Lord hath need of 
Note the phrase, *‘ Hath need.’’* The pres- 
ence of that humble, stupid donkey was ab- 
solutely necessary to the fufillment of plans 
which the Lord had been maturing for nearly 
500 years. 

Is it possible that any human life should 
be less essential to the fulfillment of the di- 
vine purposes? Is it possible that .there 
should be in all the world one man or one 
woman of so little capacity or value that 
the Lord has no need of him? 

As of life in its completeness, so of each 
act and word and thought. Not one is 
trifling or unimportant. Every most com 
monplace deed done, every most hasty word 
spoken, is a part of the great whole. The 
trivial task repeated daily, perhaps hun- 
dreds of times a day till it has become al- 
most mechanical, yes, even the selfward 
effort by which we minister to our own life 
and comfort, is not without its influence to 
adorn orto mar. Life is made up toa great 
degree of little things,and if they are not con- 
secrated and sanctified, the life is imperfect. 

Many persons are zealous, devoted. and 
careful in the great things of life—they put 
forth great efforts, they make great sacri- 
fices, they are benevolent, pious, active— 
but they spoil everything by some trifle that 
they neglect. They are boorish in their man- 
ners, thoughtless in speech, or hasty in tem- 
per. It is a small matter, and they think it

earnestness and good will; but the one little 
defect often taints the entire life, and crip- 
ples its influence for good. Manners are an 
essential part of religion. They are the tongs 
and snuff-dishes of the tabernacle.

It is over a 
smooth and hard road in some places, and 
gravelly in ofhers. It leads past thousands 
of acres of waving barley, through thickly 
planted orchards of oranges and lemons, 
across great fields of poppies, marguerites, 


It is some 
sixteen feet square. It has a triple-mull- 
ioned window looking up amid the over- 
branching oaks, and a long French window 
that opens upon.a porch shut in by ivy and 
other vines and looks out across the lawns 
and beds of heliotrope, poppies, and roses. 
There is a wealth of bric-a-brac on all sides 
in the ‘“‘den.”” Engravings, etchings, 
sketches, and light water colors hang in 
every possible spot on the walls, and rugs of 
Indian, Arabinn, and Turkish handicraft lie 
in studied negiigence upon the polished floor. 
At one side +«tands a huge stone fireplace, 
with heavy, »rass andirons on the hearth. 
Four oak a) d mahogany bookcases are ar- 
ranged her: and there. Near the window is 
a heavy table. This is madam work table 
and close to it is her favorite deep-seated, 
leather-covered easy chair. There are books 
of plays in paper and in cever, great volumes 
with colored pictures of costumes and stage 
settings, and scrap-books of dramatic criti- 
cisms and theatrical events on the table, 
under the table, on the stone mantel, and on 
the floor. The most valued article of bric-a- 
brac at the ‘*“‘ Forest of Arden’’ is a little 


-Dblack-colored tea table with brass legs, in 


one of the quaint corners of the library. It 
is known to have been used in London in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, and was presented 
to Count’ Bozenta by Joseph Jefferson, A 
beautiful miniature on porcelain of Marie 
Antoinette hangs on the wall. 

In the little sitting or assembly room at 
the front of the bungalow there is an evi- 
dent desire to avoid conventionality. Easy 
chairs arein profusion, and a big Wedgewood 
tobacco jar, with convenient cigaret papers, 
stands on a table. A niano, zither, harp, 
violin, cornet, and banjo occupy one corner 
in the apartment. The walls are lined with 
pictures in oil, crayon, and engraving, and 
in all sizes and variety of framing. They 
have bee& gathered by Mme. Modjeska and 
her husband in Paris, London, Prussels, 
Cracow, Moscow, and Rerlin, and the de- 
lightful hosts never tire in telling their 
friends the little stories and histories at- 
tached to each of the art treasures. 

‘ Forest of Arden, 

The domain of the ‘“ Forest of Arden’”’ 
comprises about 2,000 acres, but less than 
seventy acres has any cultivation to speak 
of. The location was chosen after much

It is about ten miles further on to 
Modjeska’s home, and the route is through 
Bantiago Cafion. A good part of the way is 
- on the Count Bozenta’s private estate, and 
with skill and taste that only ardent lovers 
of.nature possess, he had created a #aad- 
way that is alluring at almost every foot 
of the way. Only the sternest necessity and 
most commandatory orders of the engi- 
meers have caused any disturbance of the 
= and works of nature through the 
n. Wide detours have been made to 
avoid the hewing down of vigorous gnarled 
old monarchs of the forest of live oaks, lit- 
tle rustic bridges have been built to span the 
restless, noisy cafion stream, while, to save 
excavation from the mountain sides, giant 
bowlders, coated with various hued lichens, 
' have remained untouched all along the way. 
The road winds slowly up the cafion to the 
ranch home. 
For a mile the way-is canopied over by 
Sycamores and tall, heavy wild shrubbery, 
one as they have grown there for ages. 
Mossy banks are passed at the sides of the 
 turbul little stream, and through the 
opening ‘in the copse the undulating ground 
is seen carpeted with a rolling, waving mass 
of bluebells, wild violets, and golden esch- 
schoitzias. Up above all and rimming the 
, low walls of the cafion overhanging boughs 

of massive trees add their fresh green to this 
scene of natural beauty. The sun trifles with 
the fluttering foliage, playing hide and seek 
The fresh scent of wild 
herbs and flowers from the adjacent lazy 
mountain slopes in the fresh morning sun- 
shine comes to the nostrils, and the fluty 
or the twit- 


enhance the pleasures of the drive. 
An hour has been spent in the cafion ride. 
two mammoth 
et, and the home 
comes into full view. 
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travel and sight-seeing, because of its 
mountains, the great trees and rocks, and 
the rugged scenery on every hand. The 
grounds about the house occupy over two 
acres, and about one-half of this is most 


‘beautifully ornamented under the labor of 


the gardener and the joint direction of Mme. 
Modjeska and the Count Bozenta. It took 
several summer seasons to create what was 
desired. Scattered about the wide sweep of 
lawns are arbors of jasmine, honeysuckle, 
and ivy geranium, trellises of blossoming 
peas and English ivy. There are rustic 
seats and shady nooks by the dozen under 
the trees and behind rocks and beside ter- 
races. There are rockeries of wild flowers, 
fountains and little pools, hotbeds, cactus 
beds, and clumps of tropical flowers galore. 
Palms by the dozen and banana trees by the 
half-dozen rear themselves in tropical form 
from daisies in the closely cropped lawns. 
Orange and lemon trees grow here and there 
about the ranch... Mme. Modjeska has the 
true California love for roses. Over 100 
distinct and different varieties blossom 
about her home every year. Roses are 
trained up the side of the “ bungalow ’’; 
others are twined about the trees: others, in 
the form of rose trees, are planted in sin- 
uous rows along » edge of the driveways; 
and others form floral medley all about 
the vegetable garden. 

The practical work of ranching that Mme. 
Modjeska personally engages in is the hen 
yard and among the domestic animals. No 
one ever had more devotion to: dumb beast 
and fowl. When at home on a long summer 
vacation, after moriths of theaters, hotels; 
railroads, Mme. Modjeska’s greatest com- 
fort is in her hen yards, among her horses, 
and with her prize cow. Every day she 
visits her hens and chickens, watches with 
eager interest the development of each new 
brood of chicks, carries tempting sweet- 
meats to her saddle ponies, and calls, often 


several times a day, upon her Jersey out im 


the cow corral. Several residents of Santa 
Afia Valley tells of visits at the “‘ Forest of 
Arden "’ at some time in the summer season, 
and of having seen the ravishingly beautiful 
Juliet of their early theatrical recollections 
metamorphosed into the domestic and rural 
Modjeska engaged in throwing a panful of 
corn, ear by ear, to the big black swine at 
the rear of the ranch. 

= What do I do when at my mountain 
home?" said the famous actress to a re- 
porter some time ago. “Why, I do just 
what I like. The Count and I live as near 
nature as we can. For days at-a time we 
have all our meals served in the arbor, we 
climb over the mountains, go horseback

Bureau of Complaint Established ata 
Drug Store, Corner of Thirty-sev-

Watch to Be Kept on Householders 
Who Violate the City Ordinance— 
Ready to Prosecute Offenders—Talk 
of Crusade in Thirty-second Ward. 

Anti-garbage parties are all the rage in 
the Fourth Ward, and the fever for back- 
door inspection is spreading. Women 
seldom leave their homes by the front door 


now, but as they start for the matinée or to | 


a bargain sale they slip out the back way to 
see how the alley looks. 

There is only one drawback to this method 
of procedure and that is the unpleasant con- 
sequences which might follow if one neigh- 
bor caught another peering into her garbage 
box. To avoid unpleasant personal en- 
counters of this nature a Bureau of Com- 
plaint has been established at Lynch’s drug 
Store, 
Indiana avenue.. 

Bureau of Complaint. 

Any case of “ papers in the alley-” or 
‘mixed’ garbage can be reported here to 
the Secretary, Dr. C. J. Lindsay. ‘The Sec- 
retary notifies the contractor, he in turn 
notifies the inspector, and the inspector noti- 
fies the householder whose garbage box 
needs attention. After the complaint has 
passed through so many hands it will be im- 
possible to discover who reported the case, 
And in case of suspects it is tacitly under- 
stood Contractor Hanrahan, who has risen 
up as a champion for the women of the 
Fourth Ward will shoulder all the blame, 

Mr. Hanrahan gays he is ready to enforce 
the law in every case provided the women 
will stand by him.

For Your La&t Summer's Sailor, 

Last season’s straw hat which is. too 
dusty to use again when spring comes, al- 
thougn good in every other way, can be 
restored by a very simple treatment and 
made bright and fresh again. A lump of 
sugar (or a tablespoonful if granulated 
sugar is used) dissolved in three _ table- 
spoonfuls of water makes a good wash for 
straw hats, and should be used freely and 
allowed to soak well into the straw. It can 
be applied with a brush or a sponge. It 
makes the hat limp and soft at first, but 
must be placed in the air and sunshine to 
dry well. The straw becomes fresh and 
etiff again, and the brim can be pressed 
into new shapes, if we desire, by arranging 
it before it dries. This process can be used 
several times during the summer.
